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APPENDIX 


THE  Houfc  of  Commons  having  taken  under  confideration 
the  regulation  of  prifons,  I  thought  myfelf  bound,  by  the 
'  promife  made  in  the  conclufion  of  my  lace  publication,  to 
colleft  fuch  farther  hints  as  I  might  be  able  to  procure  in  feveral 
foreign  Territories  there  mentioned.  I  therefore  vifited  them  and 
fome  other  countries,  and  lhall  fubjoin  thofe  remarks  which  feemed 
mofl:  worthy  of  attention. 

In  the  Draught  of  a  Bill  "  to  punifh  by  Imprifonment  and  Hard 
"  Labour,  certain  Offenders  j  and  to  eftablifli  proper  Places  for  their 

Reception  the  plan  was  formed  on  the  Rafp  and  Spin-houfes 
in  Holland.  This  made  me  more  folicitous  to  gain  the  bell  inform- 
ation, by  a  frefli  infpeftion,  and  by  converfation  with  intelligent  men. 
In  purfuance  of  this  defign,  I  went  to  Holland  in  April  1778,  and 
cheerfully  entered  on  the  intended  bufinefs  of  my  journey  at

debtors  in  either  of  the  three  rooms.  When  there  are  any,  they  are 
alimented  at  one  fixed  fum,  viz.  fixteen  fbivers  *.  There  are  feven 
rooms  for  criminals  or  diforderly  perfons.  One  of  them  is  called  the 
condemned  room,  into  which  a  criminal  is  put  fourteen  days  before  his 
final  fentence ;  and  immediately  after  the  fentence,  he  is  executed 
with  a  folemnity  very  ftriking  to  the  common  people.  In  three  of 
the  rooms,  were  three  perfons   confined  for  a  iimited  time  for  feme 

fmall  offences,  and  kept  to  bread  and  water.  Their  daily  allowance 
was  from  four  to  five  ftivers,  and  their  pitcher  was  filled  with  water 
three  times  a  dayj  but  the  other  criminals  had  their  pitcher  filled 
once  a  day  with  heer^  and  their  allowance  was  from  nine  to  ten  ftivers. 
There  were  cafes  with  thick  ftraw  mats,  and  two  or  three  coverlids 
to  each. 

Rasp-  In  thcRafp-houfe  (orSpin-houfe,as  it  lliould  more  properly  be  called) 
the  thirty-eight  men  who  were  there,  Vv^ere  fpinning,  except  two  who  were 
cutting  or  rafping  logwood,  and  a/m  who  were  carding  wool,  mak- 
ing filliing-nets,  and  forting  coffee-berries. .  The  women  were  all  em- 
ployed in  fpinning,  carding,  or  winding  at  a  great  wheel.  They 
were  clean,  and  appeared  healthy  and  well.    I  obferved  the  ceiling

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to  be  white:  one  of  the  direftors  informed  me  that  it  was  white-  Rotterdam

wafhed  regularly  twice  a  year.  house. 

The  men  were  more  feparated  than  the  women,  into  rooms  which 
rneafured  about  fourteen  feet  by  feventeen,  and  each  of  which  con- 
tained only  four  or  five.  For  preventing  combinations,  two  of  them 
are  removed  every  ten  or  fourteen  days,  to  different  companies.  In 
thofe  rooms  were  fome  Jews,  whofe  dinner  v/as  not  pork,  as  was  that 
of  the  other  prifoners,  but  mutton,  which  their  fociety  in  the  city  fent 
them,  with  a  flice  of  white  bread,  by  permiflion  of  one  of  the  five 
regents  or  infpedlors  *. 

The  whipping-poft  is  in  the  middle  of  the  yard,  in  full  view  of  the 
men  criminals.  For  the  more  refra£tory,  there  are  dark  rooms,  but 
not  dungeons :  in  one  of  thefe,  on  fhutting  the  door  on  myfelf,  I 
found  no  dampnefs.  My  conduftor  obferved,  that  the  floor  was 
raifed  to  preferve  it  dry.  Here  they  are  allowed  no  bedding,  and 
are  kept  to  bread  and  water,  which  is  given  them  at  an  aperture  in 
the  door.    Their  confinement  is  for  fix,  eight,  ten,  or  fourteen  days. 

The  keeper  has  a  falary  from  the  city,  of  four  hundred  florins  or 
guilders  fer  annum  ■\,  and  alfo  a  houfe,  victuals  and  drink,  firing  and 
candle,  and  one  feventh  part  of  the  produce  of  all  the  labour  of  the 
prifoners ;  fo  thai:  it  is  his  intereft  to  fee  that  the  work  be  well  per-

feemed  to  me  worthy  of  being  inferted  at  length  in  the  note  below*. 


Being  at  Rotterdam -on  a.  Sunday,  I  was  defirous  of  feeing,  whether 
tliere  was  fuch  diffipation  in  their  prifons,  as  there  is  in  ours,  on  that 

day.

Each  man,  one  third  of  a  pound  of  meat,  or  one  eighth  of  a 

pound  of  pork  without  bone  ;  two  flices  of  rye  bread,  weighing  together  half  a 

pound,  with  a  bowl  of  barley  broth.

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day.    The  public  fervice  at  the  Rafp-houfe  began  at  half  after  one  Rotterdam

o'clock.    The  audience  confifted  of  about  thirty  or  forty  inhabitants  house. 
of  the  town,  Mr.  Schumaker  the  prefiding  regent,  the  head-keeper  and 
his  family,  and  three  under-keepers,  befides  the  prifoners.  The  num- 
ber of  women  prifoners  was  about  forty,  who  were  feparated  from  the 
reft  of  the  congregation  by  a  wooden  palifade,  and  feated  on  benches

of  meat,  or  one  twelfth  of  a  pound  of  pork  without  bone  ;  two  flices  of  rye  bread, 

weighing  together  three  eighths  of  a  pound,  with  each  a  bowl  of  barley  broth. 
Ditto  ditto.    The  women,  no  meat  or  pork;  each  a  bowl  of  barley  broth,  with 

three  eighths  of  a  pound  of  rye  bread  with  butter  or  cheefe. 

Each  man  a  bowl  of  kidney-bean  porridge;  three  eighths  of  a 

pound  of  rye  bread  with  cTieefe. 
Ditto  ditto.    Each  boy,  woman,  or  half-talked,  the  mefs  of  kidney- bean  porridge; 

one  fourth  of  a  pound  of  rye  bread  with  cheefe. 
Saturday  Dinner.    Each  man  a  bowl  of  boiled  peafe,  with  butter  and  vinegar 

fauce  ;  boys,  women  and  half-talked,  have  the  fame  allowance ;  and  all  have 

the  fame  allowance  of  rye  bread  and  cheefe  as  on  the  Fridays. 

The  conftant  fupper,  on  week  days,  for  all,  is  butter  milk  boiled  with  barley  or 
grout  till  thick  enough  to  be  eaten  without  bread  ;  to  this,  each  man  has  one  fourth 
of  a  pound  of  rye  bread  with  cheefe ;  the  boys,  women  and  half-talked  have  only  a 
mefs  of  the  butter  milk,  but  no  bread  or  cheefe.

In  the  foregoing  regulation  for  diet,  no  alteration  is  to  be  made,  unlefs  when  filh 
lhall  be  extraordinarily  cheap  and  plentiful,  all  the  prifoners  may  be  indulged  with 
one  meal,  provided  with  the  confent  of  all  the  regents,  or  of  a  majority  of  therh.

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Rotterdam  raifed  one  above  another.    They  were  all  clean  and  neat ;  had  no- 
Rasp-    _ 

HOUSE.  thing  diftinguifhing  in  their  drefs,  but  were  without  hats.  While 
they  flood  up  during  prayer,  they  held  up  their  aprons  to  cover  their 
faces.  The  men  were  neat,  dreffed  in  brown  coats,  had  been  fliaved, 
had  clean  flairts  (which  were  moil  of  them  chequed),  clean  ftockings, 
and  wore  handkerchiefs  about  their  necks.  They  alfo  were  feated  on 
raifed  benches,  in  a  room  out  of  the  chapel,  and  feparated  from  it  by 
an  iron  grating,  from  the  top  of  the  room  to  the  bottom,  fo  wide 
that  all  the  audience,  except  the  female  prifoners,  had  them  full  in 
view.  The  keeper's  feat  adjoins  to  this  grating,  and  two  of  his 
fervants,  who  are  turnkeys,  fat  obferving  their  behaviour. 

The  chaplain,  after  a  IlioiL  prayer,  preacKed  extempore;  then, 
the  men  convidt-s  joined  in  finging,  mod  of  them  having  books. 
When  the  chaplain  had  prayed  again,  he  catechifed  for  about  three 
quarters  of  an  hour.  It  being  the  women's  turn  that  Sunday,  fix  of 
them  fcood  up,  one  after  another,  and  made  the  refponfes,  which  the 
chaplain  explained  to  them.  After  this  he  prayed,  and  the  fervice 
concluded  by  finging  the  fifty-firft  Pfalm.  The  decent  behaviour 
and  attention  of  th€  audience,  evidently  proved  that  the  fervice, 
though  of  two  hours  and  an  half,  was  not  tedious  or  difagreeable. . 

During  the  time  of  catechifing,  the  head-keeper  and  one  of  his 
fervants  went  out,  to  infpeft  the  empty  wards,  and  to  fearch  whether 
any  tools  or  inftruments  were  concealed.  The  keeper  returned  to  his 
feat  in  an  hour.  At  the  end  of  the  fervice,  the  wcruen  pafled  by  the 
regent's  feat*j  and  when  they  were  gone,  he  went  into  the  court

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to  fee  the  men  go  to  their  feveral  wards,  four  or  five  together,*  that  Rotterdam

number  only  being  let  out  a  time.  After  they  were  all  locked  up,  house. 
he  went  to  each  window,  and  converfed  with  them.  Many  of  them 
returned  their  thanks  for  the  abridgment  of  their  term  of  confinement, 
as  this  was  juft  before  the  time  for  eleding  new  magiftrates.  One  or 
two,  who  had  been  at  fea,  intreated  to  go  in  any  capacity  to  India, 
as  is  fometimes  permitted.  He  afterwards  went  to  the  grates  of  the 
women's  wards,  and  converfed  with  them  j  and  gave  the  catechumens 
fome  token  of  his  approbatipn. 

I  CANNOT  forbear  clofing  this  account,  with  mentioning  the  ardent 
wifhes  it  infpired  in  me,  that  our  prifons  alfo,  inftead  of  ecchoing  with 
profanencfs  ami  blafphemy,  mlghr  hereafter  refound  with  the  offices  of 
religious  worfliip ;  and  prove,  like  thele,  the  happy  means  of  awaken- 
ing many  to  a  fenfe  of  their  duty  to  God  and  man. 

At  La  Porte,  the  prifon  at  Goude,  there  is  a  fmall  room  for  debtors,  Gouds. 
which  the  keeper  informed  me  had  not  been  occupied  fince  1761. 
There  are  many  ( oSlagon )  rooms,  but  all  empty :  fome  are  affigned 
to  thofe  who  are  committed  for  fmall  offences,  and  kept  to  bread 
and  water,  for  which  there  is  an  allowance  to  each  of  them  of  three 
ftivers  a  day. — In  the  Sfin-houje  the  prifoners  were  all  employed  in 
carding  and  fpinning  wool  for  ftockings.  On  obferving  little  towels 
hanging  in  one  room,  they  told  me,  that  each  of  them  had  one  clean 
every  week.  Here  were  fome  prifoners  from  the  Hague,  and  other 
towns  which  have  no  rafp-houfes,  who  were  admitted  at  a  ftipulated

for  cloathing. — Near  this  city  is  inclofed  a  triangular  gallows,  with

HOUSE.      being  old,  is  not  fo  airy  and  commodious  as  modern  buildings. 

Here  were  about  thirty  male  and  fifteen  female  offenders.  The  latter 
were  at  work  with  the  mother  fas  they  call  her)  making  and  mend- 
ing the  linen  of  the  houfe.  The  former  were  weaving  coarfe  linen, 
in  which,  at  the  diftance  of  every  fix  inches,  there  was  a  blue  ftripe, 
to  diftinguifh  the  linen  of  the  houfe,  and  to  prevent  its  being  in  any 
manner  difpofed  of  elfewhere.  One  perfon  was  working  at  a  loom 
on  flowered  filk  damafk,  becaufe  that  had  been  his  former  trade. 
Taylors  were  alfo  employed  in  the  way  of  their  profeffion.  The 
room  in  which  the  women  worked,  and  that  in  which  they  flept, 
were  quite  clean.  Each  bed  had  two  perfons  allotted  to  it,  and  they 
were  all  allowed  Iheets.  The  poor  here,  as  in  other  work-houjes  in 
Holland^  were  cleanly  and  decently  clad. 

Harlem        In  this  city  is  a  noble  hojp'italy  airy  and  ipacious,  called  the 
Hospital.    pyoevenierSi  in  which  the  perfons  admitted  are  decently  provided 
with  meat,  drink  and  lodging  during  their  lives,  and  a  burying-place 
at  their  deceafe.  Perfons  of  all  ages  from  twenty  to  the  moft  advanced 
period  are  admitted,  though  it  is  not  common  for  any  under  forty  to 

Tapply 
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apply  for  admiffion.  At  entrance,  each  perfon  pays  a  greater  or  ^arlem 
fmaller  fum,  according  to  his  age,  as  by  the  table  in  the  note.* 
A  common  table  is  provided  for  all  who  are  not  fick  or  infirm.  If 
any,  after  refiding  fome  time,  choofe  to  have  their  victuals  brought  to 
their  rooms,  rather  than  eat  in  common,  they  muft  pay  for  that  pri- 
vilege according  to  their  age,  one  fifth  part  of  the  fum  that  would  be 
required  for  admiffion  at  that  age.  For  example,  if  a  perfon  of  fe- 
venty  years  of  age  choofes  to  eat  in  his  apartments,  he  muft  pay  one 
fifth  of  the  admiffion  money  required  at  the  age  of  feventy,  namely, 
four  hundred  and  twenty  florins. 

It  often  happens  that  there  are  not  vacant  places,  when  perfons 
defire  admiliion.  But  many  fecure  places  before  a  vacancy,  by  pay- 
ing two  hundred  florins  in  advance  of  their  entrance  money  i  in  con- 
fequence  of  which,  their  names  are  infcribed  in  a  liftj  and  the  money 
dedudted  from  the  fum  required  when  they  enter.

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Harlem  Those  who  choofe  to  leave  the  houfe  entirely,  receive,  during  the 
remainder  of  their  lives,  a  certain,  though  very  fmall,  intereft  of  the 
fum  which  they  paid  at  admifiion.* 

Amsterdam      At  Amfterdam  I  more  than  once  revifited  the  prifons.    At  the 

Stadt-  .  ,  , 

HOUSE.  Stadt'houfe  were  eighteen  debtors  \  and  there  were  five  m^^w^z/y,  but 
their  offences  not  being  capital,  all  the  ftrong  rooms  under  ground 
were  empty.  The  debtors  are  on  the  ground-floor.  I  often  converfed 
with  them,  and  found  that  they  were  all  alimented  alike :  the  firll 
fourteen  days  at  eleven  flivers  ( a  Jloilling)  a  day ;  after  that  time  at 
five  ftivers  and  a  half.  But  this  is  paid  to  the  gaoler,  who  has  great 
profit  out  of  it,  as  appeared  from  the  daily  allowance  which  I  weighed 
feveral  times.  Each  debtor  has  from  the  city  one  quart  of  beer  daily, 
and  turf  for  firing.  The  rooms  were  clean,  though  the  prifoners  are 
never  out  of  them,  unlefs  twice  in  a  year  at  the  times  of  white- 
waihing. 

From  a  book  containing  the  names  and  crimes  of  all  who  have 
been  executed  at  Amjierdam,  from  January  1693  to  the  end  of  1766, 
1  find  it  neceflary  to  retracl  the  aflertion  "  that  for  a  hundred  years 
"  paft  there  have  not  been  executed,  communibus  anntSy  more  than 
*'  one  a  year."  From  this  publication,  the  following  ftate  of  execu- 
tions at  different  periods  are  drawn.

And  I  have  been  well  informed,  that  in  the  three  years  preceding 
my  lafl  vifit,  there  was  only  one  criminal  executed,  who  was  beheaded.

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An  obfervation  before  efcaped  me,  cQncerning  the  attention  of  the  AirsTER- 

DAM. 

magiftrates  to  the  children  of  the  malefa£iors  who  are  executed. 
They  are  fent  to  the  orphan-houfe,  and  there  brought  up  in  induftry, 
and  not  left  deftitute  vagabonds,  to  become  unhappy  vidims  to  the 
wickednefs  and  folly  of  their  parents. 

Perhaps  the  computation  which  I  have  mentioned  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  inhabitants  in  this  city  may  be  too 
great  i*  though,  if  I  miftake  not,  Mr.  Karjfehoom,  fome  time  fince, 
eftimated  them  at  two  hundred  and  forty-three  thoufand ;  and  of  late, 
many  Jews  banifhed  from  other  countries  have  made  an  addition  to 
the  number.  But  Dr.  Price  reckons  that  they  hardly  amount  to 
two  hundred  thoufand.  f 

The  four  regents  J  who  manage  the  Rafp-houfe  are  appointed  by  the  Rasp- 
burgomafters,  to  whom  they  are  accountable.    The  gaoler  or /^//^^-r  "o^se.

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Amsterdam  is  ftri£lly  obliged  to  obey  all  the  orders  of  the  high-officer,  the

wQusE.  burgomafters,  and  alfo  of  the  regents.  In  no  cafe  may  he,  or  any  of 
his  family,  receive  a  gift  from  the  prifoners  or  their  friends,  either 
before  or  after  their  enlargement.  He  muft  not  entruft  a  fervant 
with  the  keys,  but  muft  himfelf  carefully  fearch  the  convifts  and  their 
cots,  or  rooms,  before  he  locks  them  up  in  the  evening,  at  fix  o'clock 
in  fummer,  and  at  four  in  winter.  The  father  muft  never  be  abfent  for 
a  night,  without  fpecial  permiffion.  He  is  feverely  puniflied  if  any 
prifoner  efcapes.  He  muft  regifter  in  order  all  adls  concerning  com- 
mitments and  difcharges,  and  produce  them  to  the  regents  when  re- 
quired. Alfo  he  muft  keep  an  exa£t.  regifter  of  the  cloaths,  and  all 
other  things  which  belong  to  thofe  confined. 

The  regents  aflemble  in  the  houfe  at  four  o'clock  every  Wednefday 
afternoon,  to  colled  and  examine  the  tranfaftions  of  the  preceding 
week.  They  appoint  a  fervant  to  give  any  necefiTary  affiftance  to  the 
father,  and  particularly  to  cut  the  llices  of  bread  for  the  prifoners ; 
and  when  the  father  is  ill,  in  the  evening  to  vifit  and  examine  the 
cots. 

In  the  nine  lower  rooms  of  this  houfe,  in  June  1778,  were  con- 
fined upwards  of  forty  prifoners.  Each  of  thefe  rooms,  in  which 
they  work  in  the  day  and  are  locked  up  at  night,  contains  at  leaft 
four  perfons.  The  fame  prifoners  do  not  continue  long  together, 
but  are  removed  and  feparated  once  a  fortnight  or  oftener.  Few  or 
none  of  them  were  rafping  logwood,  but  moft  of  them  chopping  it, 
for  the  two  mills  belonging  to  the  houfe :  for  it  was  found  to  be 
too  laborious  for  moft  of  the  prifoners,  to  work  with  fix  or  eight 
faws,  which  often  weigh  feventy  or  eighty  pounds.    The  medical 

gentlemen, 
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gentlemen,  who  daily  vifit  the  prifon,  informed  the  magiftrates  that  Amsterdam 

Rasp- 

ic  had  been  the  caufe  of  frequent  ruptures.*  house. 

No  friends  of  the  prifoners  are  permitted  to  vifit  them,  without 
exprefs  orders  from  the  regents,  unlefs  on  Mondays :  and  then  they 
muft  be  fearched,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  Jpirituous  liquors^  or 
inftruments  for  breaking  out,  or  any  thing  elfe  forbidden  :  and  they 
muft  retire  before  the  time  for  fhutting  up.  Every  vifitant  is  obliged 
to  put  two  ftivers  into  a  box  entrufted  with  the  father.  Refrelhments 
may  be  received  and  given  to  the  convifts  on  Tuefdays ;  but  not  on 
other  days.  Every  evening,  at  eight  o'clock,  the  father  muft  fee 
that  all  things  are  in  due  order.  The  faws,  and  other  heavy  imple- 
ments for  their  work,  are  taken  from  them  in  the  evening,  and  re- 
turned in  the  morning.  If  a  convid  be  guilty  of  breaking  any  thing 
confiderable,  or  of  negledt  or  difobedience,  he  is  puniftied  feverely 
by  whipping,  or  confined  to  bread  and  water  in  a  dungeon  under 
ground. 

Prayers  are  read  morning  and  evening,  and  before  and  after 
meals,  by  one  of  the  beft-behaved  convidts  :  and  divine  fervice,  with  ^ 
a  fermon,  is  performed  by  a  clergyman  on  Sunday  mornings. 

Once  a  year,  a  little  before  the  change  of  the  regency,  the  high- 
officer  and  magiftrates,  with  a  fecretary,  attended  by  the  inferior 
officers  of  juftice,  come  to  this  prifon,  in  order  to  contraSi  or  lengthen

The  houfe  provides  for  the  prifoners  diet,*  cloaths,  flioes  and 
(lockings,  with  fnirts  of  half-bleached  Flemifti  linen. 

Some  perfons  are  confined  in  private  rooms,  to-  which  none  have 
accefs,  unlefs  in  the  prefence  of  a  regent.    Great  care  is  enjoined  the

HOUSE,      baluftrade  from  the  paflage  (fix  feet  wide)  into  which  fpedators  are 

admitted.    This  room  is  divided  by  baluftrades  into  three,  for  diftin- 

guifhing  thofe  who  have  fufFered  fome  public  or  corporal  punijhment^ 

from  the  others  who  have  not  been  whipped,  and  expofed  on  a 

fcaffold. 

The  mother  was  feated  at  a  defk  (where  Ihe  had  a  full  view  of  her 
family  at  work)  with  a  Bible  before  her.  By  calling  there  on 
Whitfun-Monday,  I  found  that  they  keep  the  fame  holidays  as  at  the 
Rafp-houfe. 

The  kitchen,  the  dining  and  lodging-rooms,  were  on  the  ground 
floor.  In  each  of  the  three  bed-rooms  were  ten  wooden  cafes,  with 
a  ftraw  mattrefs,  two  coverlids,  flieets,  and  one  large  pillow,  for  two 
perfons.    All  were  clean,  and  fliewed  the  attention  of  the  regents. 

Tax.  This  houfe  is  fupported  by  a  fmall  annual  tax  on  thofe  who  fell 

tobacco,  beer  and  other  liquors,  and  ox\t  fourth  part  of  what  is  re- 
ceived at  public  exhibitions  and  diverjions. 

Work-  The  old  Rafp-houfe  or  Work-houje  is  worthy  of  obfervation,  as  a 
well-regulated  houfe  of  induftry.*  In  one  large  room  were  forty-fix 
women  carding,  fpinning  and  reeling;  twelve,  weaving  coarfe  linen 
or  fail-cloth  j  thirteen,  making  and  mending  linen  j  and  one  em- 


*  Here  are  confined  beggars  and  vagabonds,  who,  for  the  firfl:  crime,  are  com- 
mitted for  fix  weeks ;  for  the  fecond,  three  months ;  and  for  the  third,  for  a  longer 
period,  or  are  banifhed.  Drunkards  alfo  are  here  confined,  and  fuch  as  are  guilty  of 
petty  larceny.

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ployed  in  keeping  the  room  clean  :  the  mother  had  a  flate,  with  the  Amsterdam

names  of  the  prifoners  before  her.*    Some  men  and  boys  were  in  an-  house. 
other  large  room,  in  which  were  many  looms.    But  mofl:  of  the  men 
were  at  work  in  the  courts,  boiling  and  picking  oakum,  for  caulking 
the  feams  of  fhips.    I  counted  alfo  forty  or  fifty  women  among  them, 
at  the  fame  employment. 

The  women's  bed-room  is  Ipacious ;  and  I  found  it  clean  and  in 
order,  though  I  was  there  before  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon. 

This  houfe  was  provided  with  (what  feems  to  be  much  wanted  in 
the  Dutch  prifons  in  general)  an  infirmary.  But  it  was  too  fmall  and 
clofe  for  the  purpofe.f 

The  diet  of  the  prifoners  is  the  fame  as  in  the  Spin-houfe.  %  Their 
provifions  are  bought  in  confiderable  quantities.  The  rye  for  bread 
was  on  the  floor  in  an  airy  room,  and  was  fweet  and  good.  The 
produce  of  the  prifoners'  work  is  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  the 

*  Three  fathers  and  three  mothers  are  apppointed  to  this  houfe.  One  father  has 
the  diredlion  of  the  houfe-keepitig,  and  the  other  two  overfee  the  manufaftory.  One 
mother  manages  the  kitchen,  and  the  office  of  the  others  is  to  keep  the  prifoners  cleanly, 
and  to  take  care  of  their  bedding.

X  Though  in  this  houfe,  and  the  Spin-houfe,  as  well  as  in  moft  of  the  other 
houfes  of  correftion  in  Holland,  the  prifoners  have  meat  only  on  Sundays,  yet  the 
peafe,  beans,  barley,  &c.  are  always  made  into  a  kind  of  thick  foup  or  pottage, 
which  is  palatable,  and  is  ferved  up  hot  at  noon. 

C  1  houfe, 
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Amsterdam  houfe,  and  the  deficiency  is  made  up  from  the  Spn-hou/e  tax.  The 
Work- 
house,     expence  for  each  prifoner  is  full  five  ftivers  a  day.    Their  number  is 

generally  from  a  hundred  and  eighty,  to  two  hundred. 

Utrecht.  In  the  Stadt-houje  at  Utrecht  were  no  debtors y  and  only  one  criminal^ 
and  his  offence  was  not  capital.  The  allowance  to  debtors^  (by  their 
creditors )  the  firft  week,  is  twenty-eight  ftivers  a  day ;  the  fecond 
week,  fixteen ;  and  every  day  afterwards,  eight  ftivers.  The  fi:ats 
allows  criminals  thirteen  ftivers  a  day,  which  are  paid  to  the  gaoler. 
There  has  not  been  an  execution,  for  the  city  or  province,  in  the  laft 
fourteen  years. 

Spin-  I  WENT  over  the  Spin-houfe  with  Mr.  Van  Goens,  one  of  the  magif- 
trates,  to  whofe  kindnefs  I  am  indebted  for  the  following  account  of 
the  inftruiflions  to  the  keeper.  In  this  houfe  were  thirty-feven  men, 
and  thirty-four  women.  The  criminals  were  employed  in  fpinning 
wool.  The  men  were  three  in  a  room.  The  women  were  feparated, 
according  to  their  crimes,  as  they  are  in  the  Spin-houfe  at  Amjierdam, 

The  overfeer  or  kee;per  has  a  houfe  for  the  refidence  of  himfelf  and 
his  family,  and  an  annual  falary  of  a  thoufand  guilders  from  the 
ftates,  and  a  hundred  and  thirty  from  the  city,  clear  of  all  deduc- 
tions. According  to  the  copy  of  inJiru£iionSi  he  muft  not  be  abfent  a 
night  out  of  the  city,  without  leave  from  the  chief  officer  and 
the  regents.  He  muft,  with  afTiftants,  fearch  every  part  of  the 
cells  twice  a  week,  to  fee  whether  any  thing  be  done, — attempted, — 
or  introduced,  that  is  not  permitted :  and  he  inuft  carefully  infpeft 
all  things  that  are  conveyed  to  the  prifoners,  that  no  tools,  or  glafs, 
no  gin  or  other  Jlrong  liquors  may  be  concealed :  and  he  muft 

himfelf.

himfelf,  or  one  of  his  family,  be  prefent  when  any  perfons  conne  to  Utrecht 

fee  the  houfe ;  and  no  more  than  fix  vifitants  are  to  be  admitted  at  hou'sV. 

one  time.    He  mull  fee  that  the  provifions  for  the  prifoners  be  good ; 

and  take  care  that  the  manufadlurer  pays  the  fame  for  their  work,  as 

he  would  if  he  employed  others.    He  muft  confine  thofe  condemned 

for  a  long  term,  in  ftrong  rooms  feparate  from  the  reft.    He  may 

corredt  moderately  j  but  if  the  prifoners  are  refraftory,  and  deferve 

feverer  puniihment,  he  muft  inform  the  regents.    By  a  particular 

permifTion  from  the  magiftrates,  he  may  take  in  as  boarders,  perfons 

of  bad  behaviour,  at  the  defire  of  their  parents,  guardians  or  relations. 

The  regents  only  can  appoint,  or  difcharge,   a  fervant,  or 
turnkey. 

At  Deventer,  the  prifon  is  near  the  river  IJfel.  It  confifts  of  four  Deventer, 
rooms,  which  were  all  clean  and  fanded,  but  had  no  prifoners. 
When  there  are  any,  fixteen  ftivers  a  day  are  paid  for  each  j  which 
the  gaoler  receives,  as  at  moft  other  towns.  Prifoners  for  capital 
offences  are  removed  to  the  Stadt-houjey  where  the  fame  allowance  is 
continued. 


The  rooms  in  the  prifon  at  Mlddlehurg  are  fpacious,  lofty,  and  Middle- 
clean.    The  three  dungeons  are  ufed  to  force  a  confeflion ;  as  there 
is  no  direft  torture,  and  the  criminal  is  not  executed  till  the  crime  is 
confelfed.    The  allowance  to  a  criminal  is  eight  ftivers  a  day. 

In  the  houfe  of  correEiion,  the  prifoners  were  employed  in  weaving  Spin- 
cloth  or  facking  for  the  Eafi  India  company.    This  is  more  profitable  "o^se. 
than  their  late  employment  on  coarfe  carpeting.   None  were  in  irons. 
No  more  than  four  perfons  were  in  any  of  the  men'^  rooms ;  in  fome 

there 
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Middle-     there  were  but  two.    Each  criminal  pays  three  guilders  at  his  en- 
trance, and  the  fame  at  his  difcharge. 

Breda.  The  prifon  at  Breda  is  an  old  tower.  The  allowance  to  criminals 
is  five  ftivers  a  day.  I  was  informed,  that  the  torture  ftool  in  the 
chamber  of  examination  has  not  been  ufed  for  three  years  paft. 

Spin-  In  the  ncw  houfe  of  correElion  were  eleven  men  and  two  women 

prifoners,  all  employed  on  coarfe  carpeting  j  which  is  like  the 
Scotch  carpeting,  but  much  cheaper.  The  fpecimen  which  I  pur- 
chafed,  coft  only  eleven  ftivers,  or  Jhilling  their  ell,  which  is 
two  feet  four  inches.  I  here  give  the  plan  of  the  houfe  taken  by  the 
builder,  who  has  been  particularly  attentive  to  certain  apartments 
which  delicacy  forbids  enlarging  upon,  though  they  are  of  the  greateft 
importance  to  the  prefervation  of  the  health  of  prifoners. 

The  old  houfe  of  correflion  was  burnt  down  about  five  years  fince, 
and  feven  women  perifhed  in  the  flames.  In  the  conftruftion  of  the 
new  prifon,  the  magiftrates  have  taken  proper  precautions  againft 
fuch  an  accident. 

I  LEAVE  this  country  with  regret,  as  it  afibrds  a  large  field  for  in- 
formation on  the  important  fubjeft  I  have  in  view.  I  know  not 
which  to  admire  moft,  the  neatnefs  and  cleanlinefs  appearing  in  the 
prifons,  the  indufiry  and  regular  conduEl  of  the  prifoners,  or  the 
humanity  and  attention  of  the  magiftrates  and  governors.* 

*  I  should  accufe  myfelf  of  ingratitude,  did  not  I  take  this  occafion  again  to 
exprefs  my  acknowledgments  to  Sir  Jofeph  Tarke ;  who  not  only  in  this,  as  in  my 
former  vifits  to  Holland,  exerted  himfelf  with  ardour  to  promote  the  fuccefs  of  my  en- 
quiries ;  but  while  I  was  confined  at  the  Hague  in  confequence  of  an  accident,  favoured 
inc  with  inftances  of  kindnefs  and  friendfliip  that  I  neVer  can  forget. 

Nothing 
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Nothing  can  be  more  unreafonable  than  the  pretences  ufed  among 
us  to  juftify  inattention  and  negligence.  I  cannot  help  taking  this 
occafion  to  add  the  following  authorities  on  this  fubjed;.  All  un- 
prejudiced perfons  muft  acknowledge  the  abfolute  neceffity  of frejh  air 
and  cleanlinejs  to  preferve  and  promote  health.  To  this  purpofe  Vix.Mead 
writes,  in  his  Dijcourje  concerning  Pejlilential  Contagion.*    "  Nothing 

approaches  fo  near  to  the  firft  original  of  contagion^  as  air  pent  up, 
"  loaded  with  damps,  and  corrupted  with  the  filthinefs,  that  proceeds 
"  from  animal  bodies.    Our  common  prijons  afford  us  an  inftance  of 

this,  in  which  very  few  efcape,  what  they  call  gaol fever^  which 
"  is  always  attended  with  a  degree  of  malignity  in  proportion  to  the 
"  clojenejs  and  fiench  of  the  place.  And  it  would  certainly  very  well 
«  become  the  wifdom  of  the  government,  as  well  with  regard  to  the 
"  health  of  the  towny  as  in  companion  to  the  prifoners,  to  take  care, 
"  that  all  houjes  of  confinement ^  fhould  be  kept  as  airy  and  clean,  as  is 
"  confiftent  with  the  ufe,  to  which  they  are  defigned." — And  "  as 
"  naftinejs  is  a  great  fource  of  infeSlion^  fo  cleanlinejs  is  the  greateft 
"  prefervative." — From  the  general  pradlice  of  foreigners  in  building 
their  prifons  near  the  water,  it  feems,  that  they  were  convinced  of  the 
bad  effeds  of  offenfive  drains,  and  of  the  neceffity  of  cleanlinefs ;  and 
they  had  no  apprehenfions  of  bad  confequences  arifing  from  fuch  a 
fituation.  Dr.  Heberden  has  exprelTed  his  fentiments  on  this  fubjedt 
in  the  Medical  T!ranJa6lions.  f  "  In  England  few  make  any  doubt  of 
"  the  great  danger  attending  wet  rooms: — Is  this  opinion  founded 
"  upon  experience,  or  is  it  a  prejudice,  which  has  been  fuffered  to 

grow  up  and  get  ftrength  merely  for  want  of  being  examined  ?  If

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"  we  enquire  into  the  arguments  in  favor  of  this  notion,  we  fhall 
"  hardly  find  any  other,  than  the  random  conjeftures  of  the  fick  about 
"  the  caufe  of  their  illnefs ;  or  than  their  artfully  fubftituting  this 
"  origin  of  it  inftead  of  fome  other,  which  they  are  unwilling  to  own. 
*^  — The  air  from  rivers  and  from  the  fea  is  probably  more  replenifhed 
with  vapors,  than  inland  countries  cleared  of  their  woods ;  yet  the 
"  moft  celebrated  of  antient  phyficians  recommended  the  bank  of  a 
"  running  river  for  the  fituation  of  a  houfe,  on  account  of  its  peculiar 
"  healthinefs ;  and  many  invalids  are  fent  by  the  modern  phyficians 
"  to  the  fea  fide,  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  fea  air." 


GERMANY. 


OsNABRuc.  1  WENT  into  Germany  in  June  1778,  by  OJnahrug  and  Hanover.. 

The  prifon  at  OJnahrug  I  fhould  entirely  omit,  did  I  not  entertain- 
a  hope,  that  the  account  of  it  may  poflibly  engage  the  notice  of  an 
amiable  'Prince  who  is  the  prefent  bijhopy  and  fo  be  the  means  of 
alleviating  the  fufferings  of  the  miferable  prifoners.  The  prifon  and 
the  houfe  of  correction  is  one  large  building,  fituated  in  an  airy  part 
of  the  fuburbs,  near  a  brook.  A  Latin  infcription  over  the. gate  im- 
plies, that  it  was  erefled  "  at  the  public  expenfe,  in  1756,  for  the 
purpofes  of  public  juftice  and  utility,  by  confining  and  punifhing  the 
wicked." — There  are  feventeen  chambers  for  criminals,  which  have 
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jio  light  but  by  a.  fmall  aperture  over  each  door.    I  was  happy  to  Osnabb.ug. 

find  here  no  more  than  one  prifoner.    He  had  been  confined  three 

years,  and  had  furvived  the  cruelty  of  the  torture.    In  another  part 

of  the  houfe  I  found  many  miferable  and  fickly  objects,  men,  women 

and  children,  almoft  all  without  fhoes  and  ftockings.    They  were 

fpinning  in  different  rooms,  which  were  dirty  beyond  defcription. 

Thefe  rooms  open  into  a  pafTage,  which  a  gentleman  in  office  in  the 

city,  to  whom  I  was  recommended,  durft  not  enter.    I  enquired  of 

the  keeper,  concerning  feveral  particulars  in  the  diet,  -dec.  but  tlie 

mifery  exprefled  in  the  countenances  of  the  prifoners,  made  me  totally 

difregard  the  information  given  me  by  words. 

At  Brunfwick  I  vilited  the  habitation  of  the  flaves,  who  lay  on  Brun-swick. 
barrack  bedfteads  without  beds.    They  had  heavy  irons,  and  their 
countenances  were  unheakhys 

The  frijon  for  capital  offences  is  over  one  of  the  gates.  It  con- 
fifts  of  three  rooms,  but  none  of  them  had  been  occupied  for  a  confi- 
derable  time.    It  was  about  eleven  years  fiace  the  laft  execution. 

At  Magdeburg  the  PruJJian  flaves  were  at  work  on  the  fortifica-  Magde- 
burg, 

tions,  ferving  the  mafons,  digging  fand,  &c.  Their  daily  allowance 
is  two  pounds  of  bread,  and  on  the  days  they  work,  they  have  alfo 
in  money,  half  a  grojche,  about  three  farthings.  Their  number  was 
only  fifty-one,  for  many  had  been  taken  to  recruit  the  army. 

"'''In  the  other  t-tvo  prijons,  nothing  feemed  worthy  of  obfervation : 
but  in  the  hcufe  of  correSlion  (which  was  formerly  a  convent)  was  a 
mill  to  grind  or  beat  the  logwood  that  the  men  rafped ;  and  two  or 
three  large  chambers  oiftlk-'wormsy  on  which  the  women  attended. 

D  At 
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Berlin.  At  Berlin,  in  the  city  prifon,  cAXtdi  Calandjhof^  were  eighteen 
men  and  thirteen  women  in  fifteen  rooms,  in  each  of  which  was  a 
ftove.  The  men  and  women  have  the  ufe  of  the  court-yard  at  dif- 
ferent hours.  The  allowance  to  each  is  one  grofche  and  twelve  pfennigs, 
about  two  pence  three  farthings,  a  day.  There  is  a  chapel.  There  is 
no  torture  room  in  any  of  the  prifons  in  the  PruJJian  dominions,  for 
the  prefent  king  has  fet  the  example  in  Germany  of  abolifhing  the 
cruel  pradlice.  In  one  of  the  rooms  of  this  prifon  are  alphabetically 
digefted,  the  names  and  defcriptions,  with  the  fentences,  of  all  who 
have  been  confined  in  that  prifon,  in  order  that  if  they  are  found 
there  a  fecond  time,  they  may  fufFer  a  much  feverer  punilhment. 

In  another  prifon,  called  the  Haus-vogteyy  are  fixteen  rooms,  eight 
for  criminals,  and  over  thefe  the  other  eight  for  debtors  and  fmugglers : 
thefe  rooms  look  into  a  court,  to  which  the  prifoners  have  accefs 
two  hours  in  a  day.  All  the  rooms  have  floves.  The  allowance 
here  to  criminals  is  one  grofche  (feven  farthings)  a  day  j  but  debtors 
have  two  grofche,  and  in  winter,  one  befides  for  firing. 

The  Maifon  de  'Travail,  is  a  fpacious  building  in  the  fuburbs : 
it  was  ereded  about  twenty  years  fince :  the  front  is  two  hundred 
and  twenty  feet,  the  fides  a  hundred  and  fixty.  It  has  a  court  in 
the  centre.  The  number  of  inhabitants  were  about  four  hundred 
and  fifty,  including  fourteen  children.  Beggars  and  idle  perfons 
of  both  fexes  are  fent  to  this  houfe.  Thofe  who  ca^  work  are 
employed,  fed,  and  cloathed  ;  and  proper  care  and  attention  paid 
to  the  aged  and  infirm.  Each  time  I  was  there,  I  was  pleafingly 
ftruck  with  the  cleanly  appearance  of  all  the  inhabitants.  Old  and 
young,  men  and  women,  were  fpinning  and  carding  wool,  in  rooms 
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about  leventy-five  feet  by  twenty-four.*    All  have  clean  linen  once  a  B.erlin 

week;  and  I  obferved  a  towel  hanging  up  in  each  room.  The  apart-  Maison 

ments  are  all  white-waftied  once  a  year:  this  gives  frefhnefs  and  Travail. 

neatnefs,  and  alfo  light  to  the  work-rooms.    Here  is  a  chapel  with 

two  galleries,  one  for  each  fexj  and  an  apartment  for  the  chaplain. 

The  hail  for  meals  is  fpacious  :  the  hours,  feven,  twelve,  and  feven. 

I  was  prefent  at  dinner-time  :  after  ringing  a  bell,  in  ten  minutes  all 

were  feated  at  about  twenty  tables,  eighteen  to  each  table.    Four  fe- 

parate  tables  were  at  a  little  diftance  for  criminals.    A  fervant  having 

called  out.  Silence,  the  fchool-mafter  prayed  at  the  deflc,  in  the 

middle  of  the  room.    And  after  all  had  helped  themfelves  with 

barley  foup,-j-  -while  tlvey  were  eating,  he   read  part  of  a  chapter  in 

t\\&  Bible;  then  fung  an  hymn,  in  which  the  children,  who  were  all 
at  one  table,  joined :  after  which,  all  went  out  and  fetched  their 
cans,  each  containing  about  a  quart,  and  they  were  filled  with  finall 
beer.  After  fpending  about  half  an  hour  at  dinner,  they  had  half  an 
hour  for  recreation.  The  whole  was  conduced  with  the  greateft 
regularity.  • 

In  this  hall  are  morning  prayers,  at  which  all  muft  attend  clean, 
and  then  they  take  their  bread  for  breakfaft. 

*  My  minutenefs  with  refpeft  to  meafurements  and  other  circumftances  relative  to 
the  conftrudUon  and  government  of  thefe  buildings,  will  require  no  apology  with 
thofe,  who  confider,  that  in  the  formation  of  new  eftabllfhments  it  is  of  ufe  to  be 
acquainted  with  many  things  which,  though  apparently  trivial,  are  frequently  of 
material  confequence  to  the  purpofes  intended  tD  be  anfwered.  v 

f  I  TASTED  the  barley  foup,  the  bread,  and  the  beer,  v/hich  were  wholcfome 
and  good,  and  they  had  enough.  They  have  butter  or  cheefe,  with  their  bread,  for 
fupper. 
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Berlin         This  houfe  refembles  the  old  rafp  or  work-houfe  at  Amfterdam. 
Madison      Jj.      exceedingly  neat,  and  fuch  great  attention  is  paid  to  all  con- 
Travail.     fined  in  it,  as  prevents  every  ground  of  complaint.    The  ftridt  and 
good-police  preferves  the  city  of  Berlin  entirely  free  from  beggars.* 

Spandau.  At  Spandau,  about  ten  miles  from  Berlin^  are  two  prifons.  In 
that  in  the  town,  there  were  about  a  hundred  and  fifty  perfons,  fpin- 
ning,  knitting,  and  carding  wool.  Forty-feven  of  thefe  were  meny 
committed  for  fmall  offences.  They  have  meat  only  on  Sundays  in 
this  and  fome  other  houfes  of  correftion.  Here  were  fome  rooms 
with  filk-worms,  on  which  the  female  prifoners  attended.  Neither 
this,  nor  any  foreign  houfes  of  correction  which  I  have  feen,  are 
without  a  chapel. 

The  other  prifon,  in  the  fortrefs  or  cajile,  is  furrounded  with  water. 
Thirty-fix  ftate  prifoners  were  confined  in  it,  and  a  hundred  and  five 
criminals.  Some  few  of  the  latter  were  rafping  logwood ;  the  tafk 
for  each  thirty-fix  pounds  a  day :  but  moil  of  them  were  Ipinning. 
The  criminals  are  badly  lodged,  and  there  feems  to  be  little  attention 
paid  to  them.  Here  are  none  but  meny  for  no  women  are  ever  per- 
mitted to  continue  a  night  in  the  caftle.  They  had  a  light  chain  to 
each  foot,  and  fuch  as  were  taken  after  an  efcape  had  a  collar  of 
iron. 


*  That  it  is  indeed  ftrift  and  extenfive  I  had  fome  evidence  by  weighing  the- 
bread  from  various  parts  of  the  city ;  all  which  exaftly  agreed  with  the  aflize  or 
ftandard.  In  June  1778,  the  fine  white  bread  was  fomething  above  three  halfpence 
a  pound  ;  and  there  was  juft  double  the  weight  of  rye  bread  for  the  fame  money.

GERMANY. 


If  I  may  judge,  by  what  I  faw  of  tht  Jlate  prifoners  here,  and  at  Spandau, 
Magdeburg,  and  of  the  few  prifoners  in  the  fpacious  areas,  all  their 
apartments  are  not  fo  dreadful  as  fome  imagine    nor  are  the  perfons 
confined  in  them  unhealthy  and  miferable  objefts.* 

The  houfe  of  correEiion  for  Lufatia  at  Lukau  is  a  fpacious  prifoa..  Lukau. 
The  men  were  treading  in  a  large  wheel  to  grind  corn,  five  and  five 
by  turns.    Some  of  them  had  iron  collars,  as  at  Berny  but  no  irons 
on  their  feet.    The  prifon  for  the  women  was  a  diftinfl  building  j 
their  employment  was  fpinning. 

At  'Drefdeyty  the  apartments  for  the  flaves  being  under  the  fortifi-  Dresden, 
cations,  muft  be  unhealthy.  I  faw  four  fick,  and  yet  they  had  their 
irons  on.  Among  thofe  that  were  at  work,  one  had  an  iron  collar, 
by  way  of  punifhment,  for  making  an  efcape,  befides  the  broad  iron 
about  his  leg.  Another  was  fitting,  and  endeavouring  fomewhat  to 
alter  the  place  of  his  iron.  He  told  me,  that  the  weight  was  marked 
on  it  twenty-one  pounds  J  and  that  he  could  not  have  it  changed  to  the 
other  leg  without  paying  a  fmith.^ 

Here  are  two  other  prilbns.  The  houfe  of  corre5lion  has  ten  or 
twelve  rooms,  each  about  ten  feet  fquare,  with  one  window,  and  an 
aperture  over  the  door,  and  barrack  bedfteads.  There  were  ten  pri- 
foners, five  of  each  fex.  Three  of  the  men  were  rafping  logwood  in 
a  room  down  twenty  fteps  j  and  the  other  two  were  employed  as  la- 

*  They  are  not  all  confined  to  a  fmall  quantity  of  bread  and  water,  in  cells  of 
four  feet  fquare  and  fix  feet  high,  and  loaded  with  feventy-eight  pounds  of  iron,  as 
the  ingenious  and  intrepid  Trend  was  fix  years  at  Magdeburg, 

bourers 
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Bresden.  bourers  In  building  a  chapel.  This  prifon  and  the  orfhan-houje,  is, 
very  improperly,  one  building. 

The  other  prifon  for  the  hailliage,  contains  nineteen  chambers,  in 
which  were  twenty-fix  prifoners ;  moft  of  whom  had  a  chain  (fome 
on  one  foot,  fome  on  both)  faftened  to  a  fbaple  in  the  wall.  The 
prifon  was  dirty  j  and  the  gaoler's  pan  of  charcoal  and  frankincenfe 
(which  his  negligence  rendered  neceffary)  could  not  prevent  its  being 
very  offenfive.  Here  was  one  debtor,  who  had  from  his  creditor  fix 
grojche  (ten  pence  halfpenny)  a  day.  The  criminals  allowance  is  one 
grojche  (about  feven  farthings)  each.* 

Pragve.  There  was  nothing  very  remarkable  in  the  two  prifons  at  Prague, 
The  men  at  the  Maifon  de  Forces  work  out,  with  a  guard,  fawing 
wood,  &c.  for  twelve  creutzers  f  a  day,  which  is  lefs  than  the  com- 
mon wages  of  labourers.  The  prifoners  themfelves  receive  only  four 
for  a  day's  work,  the  reft  is  paid  to  the  houfe.  Many  were  thus  em- 
ployed, with  chains  to  one  or  both  legs,  according  to  the  different 
terms  of  their  confinement. 


*  On  paying  my  acknowledgments  to  the  grand  bailiff  {or  permitting  me  to  fee 
the  gaol,  I  took  the  liberty  to  obferve,  that  I  had  feen  prifons  cleaner.  I  mentioned 
alfo  the  feverity  of  chaining  women,  which  is  very  uncommon  in  other  countries. 
To  this  he  anfwered,  that  "  the  gaoler  chained  them  for  fecurity,  being  often  obliged 
to  be  abfent  in  fetching  prifoners  from  the  country."  In  return,  I  gave  my  opinion 
that  the  attention  to  a  prifon  ought  to  be  the  /ok  work  of  a  gaoler,  without  which, 
little  regard  will  be  paid  to  cleanlinefs  or  humanity. 

t  A  CREUTZEa  is  near  a  halfpenny. 
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At  Vienna  I  vifited  all  the  prifons,  and  moft  of  the  hofpitals.  Vienna. 
The  prifons  are  old  buildings,  and  afford  no  inftrudlion. 

The  front  of  the  great  prifon,  Ld  Mai/on  de  BotirreaUy  is  remark- 
able for  a  very  ftriking  reprefentation  of  the  crucifixion  of  our  Saviour 
and  the  two  thieves  on  mount  Calvary,  In  this  prifon  are  many 
horrid  dungeons.* 

In  the  Mai/on  de  Forces  or  houje  of  corrections  were  a  hundred  and 
fixty-nine  men,  and  a  hundred  and  forty  women.  The  women  were 
employed  in  carding,  fpinning,  and  knitting.  I  was  prefent  on  a 
Monday  morning,  when  they  brought  their  week's  work,  for  which. 


*  Here,  as  ufual,  I  enquired  whether  they  had  any  putrid  fever,  and  was 
anfwered  in  the  negative.  But  in  one  of  the  dark  dungeons  down  twenty-four  fteps,  I 
thought  I  had  found  a  perfon  with  the  gaol  fever.  He  was  loaded  with  heavy  irons,  and 
chained  to  the  wall :  anguilh  and  mifery  appeared  with  clotted  tears  on  his  face.  He 
was  not  capable  of  fpeaking  to  me ;  but  on  examining  his  breaft  and  feet  for  petechia 
or  fpots,  and  finding  he  had  a  ftrong  intermitting  pulfe,  I  was  convinced  that  he  was 
not  ill  of  that  diforder.  A  prifoner  in  an  oppolite  cell  told  me,  that  the  poor  crea- 
/are  had  defired  him  to  call  out  for  afliftance,  and  he  had  done  it,  but  was  not  heard. 
This  is  one  of  the  bad  effe£is  of  dungeons, 

I  HAVE  been  frequently  alked  what  precautions  I  ufe,  to  preferve  myfelf  from 
infeftion  in  the  prifons  and  hofpitals  which  I  vilit.  I  here  anfwer  once  for  all,  that 
next  to  the  free  goodnefs  and  mercy  of  the  Author  of  my  being,  temperance  and  clean- 
linefs  are  my  prefervatives.  Trufting  in  Divine  Providence,  and  believing  myfelf  in 
the  way  of  my  duty,  I  vilit  the  moll  noxious  cells,  and  while  thus  employed, 
**  /  fear  no  evil." — I  never  enter  an  hofpital  or  prifon  before  breakfaft,  and  in 
an  ofFenlive  room  I  feldom  draw  my  breath  deeply. 
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after  it  had  been  weighed,  they  received  their  pay.  They  have  all 
that  they  earn  for  themfelves.  A  few  received  twenty-fix  creutzers 
each,  others  lefs.  The  mafter  was  employed  in  putting  the  name  on 
the  work  of  each  prifoner,  and  fetting  down  the  money  that  was  paid, 
and  the  cotton  delivered.  The  prifoners  faw  the  cotton  weighed, 
and  took  as  much  as  they  could  fpin  in  that  week.*  At  dinner  time, 
feveral  large  pans  of  foup  and  beer  were  brought  in,  and  the  prifon- 
£rs  bought  what  they  thought  proper. 

The  prifon  was  too  mucli  crowded,!  houfe  not  being  built  far 
the  purpofe.  to  which  it  is  applied.  In  feveral  rooms  the  men  were 
carding  and  fpinning.  In  one  room,  fome  of  them,  who  were  tay- 
lors,  were  making  cloaths  for  the  foldiers :  in  another,  fome  were 
weaving  coarfe  linen  at  eight  looms :  and  in  another  room,  they 
were  making  thick  blankets  for  the  convents.  Two  more  rooms 
were  warehoufes  for  cloth,  ftockings,  coverlids,  &c.  manufadured 
in  the  houfe  for  fale.    They  were  then  white-wafliing  the  houfe.  % 

*  In  the  holidays,  when  the  prifoners  are  not  permitted  to  work,  each  has  an 
allowance  of  four  or  five  creutzers. 

f  One  or  two  of  the  women  were  crying,  and  charging  others  with  rifing  in  the 
night  and  Healing  fome  of  their  cotton.  The  mijirefs  believed  the  complaint,  but 
faid  fhe  was  not  able  to  prevent  fuch  frauds,  becaufe  there  was  not  the  convenience  of 
feparate  apartments. 

X  It  is  the  general  rule  in  Dutch  and  German  houfesipf  correction,  to  nvhite-'wajh 
them  once  or  twice  a  year.  I  feldom  neglefted  to  enquire  about  this  praftice,  as  we 
have  a  claufe  relative  to  it  in  a  late  a£l  for  preferring  the  health  of  prifoners  in  gaol. 
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In  the  chapel  is  a  proper  feparation  of  men  and  women.    HerCj  and  Vienna. 
at  Prague,  and  in  fome  other  parts  of  Germany,  they  have  iron  grate 
doors,  which  do  not  prevent  the  circulation  of  air,  fo  falutary  and  ne- 
ceflary  in  houfes  of  confinement.    Too  little  attention  is  paid  to  the 
lodgings  of  the  prifoners,  for  they  have  no  coverlids. 

Though  I  could  not  mention  with  commendation  the  prifons  of 
this  city,  yet  I  muft  acknov/ledge,  I  was  greatly  pleafed  with  the 
public  buildings  for  the  indigent,  the  aged,  and  infirm;  which  do  ho- 
nour to  the  citizens  in  general,  and  efpecially  to  the  Emprejs  ^leen. 

The  great  alms-houje  in  the  fuburbs  confifts  of  three  courts.  The  Alms- 
front  of  this  fpaclous  building  is  fix  hundred  and  thirty-feven  feet]  house. 
the  fide,  eleven  hundred  and  fifty-three.  The  inhabitants  are  near 
three  thoufand,  including  the  military  invalids.  It  was  agreeable  to 
obferve  their  order,  neatnefs,  and  cleanlinefs.  Here  poverty  and  old 
age  appeared  with  a  fmiling  afpe6l.  Many  of  them  were  feventy  or 
eighty  years  of  age.  They  were  cheerfully  fpinning,  becaufe  v/hat- 
ever  they  could  gain  was  to  be  their  own. 

Les  Freres'  de  Charite  have  not  only  wards  for  the  fick  in  their 
convent,  but  thefe  friars  have  alfo  another  airy  and  commodious 
houfe  with  gardens,  to  which  they  remove  their  patients  when  they 
begin  to  recover.  In  this  were  two  wards  up  ftairs,  and  each  ward 
has  fourteen  beds. 

The  noble  Ho/pit al  for  bringing  up  children,  was  the  plan  of  one 
perfon,  whom  I  left  engaged  in  the  improvement  of  his  liberal  de- 
fign.  In  fixteen  rooms  for  boys,  were  five  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
beds,  and  two  hundred  and  forty-one  in  eight  rooms  for  girls.  The 
extent  of  the  front  is  fix  hundred  and  fixty-two  feet. 
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Vienna.  In  the  great  alms-houfe,  and  in  feveral  prifons  and  other  public 
buildings,  the  rooms  are  all  arched,  to  prevent  danger  and  confufion 
in  cafe  of  fire. 

Before  I  leave  this  city,  I  would  juft  mention  that  every  month, 
an  account  of  the  price,  weight  and  meafure  of  bread  and  flour,  is 
put  up  on  the  gates.* 

Gratz.  At  Gratz  (the  capital  of  Stiria)  I  obferved  in  the  houfe  of  correc- 
tion, that  the  prifoners  had  an  appearance  far  more  healthy  than  thofe 
I  had  feen  in  a  fimilar  houfe  at  Vienna.  They  have  beds  and  cover- 
lids, and  the  guards  fee  that  the  men  take  off  their  cloaths  at  night. 

Laueach.       I  OMIT  particulars  concerning  the  prifon  at  Laubach  in  Carniola,  as 
I  cannot  fay  a  word  in  favour  of  it. 

Trieste.        At  'Triejie,  the  prifon  confifts  of  eight  or  ten  very  clofe  ofFenfivc 
rooms,  each  having  only  one  fmall  window.    The  pale  countenances 


*  The  bills  I  obferved  were  dated  July  i,  1778.  Seven  forts  of  bread  were  men- 
tioned in  them.  The  fineft  was  (by  my  weights)  exactly  one  pound  for  three  half- 
pence of  our  money.  The  fecond  fort  was  one  pound  and  fix  ounces  for  a  penny. 
Inferior  forts  made  of  rye  were  cheaper.  I  commonly  examined  the  price,  and  the 
flriflnefs  of  this  part  of  the  police,  in  moft  large  cities  that  I  vifited,  to  compare  them 
with  our  cwn  at  London. 

The  bakers  at  Vienna  are  punilhed  for  frauds  by  the  feverlty  and  difgrace  of  the 
ducking-ftool.  This  machine  of  terror,  fixed  on  the  fide  of  the  Danube,  is  a  kind  of 
long  pole  or  board  extending  over  the  water,  at  one  end  of  which  the  delinquent, 
being  faftened  in  his  balket,  is  immerfed.  The  bakers  would  gladly  purchafe  a  re- 
moval of  this  machine,  but  the  punifliment  is  continued  and  inflifted  by  order  of  the 
magifirates, 
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of  the  nineteen  prifoners  befpoke  their  own  mifery,  and  the  negli- 
gence of  the  magiftrates  and  keepers. 

But  in  the  Cajlle  were  eighty-five  flaves  (Condannati)  who  feemed 
healthy  and  well.  They  were  confined  for  three,  five,  feven,  or 
fourteen  years  and  upwards ;  and  were  employed  on  the  roads,  in  the 
harbour,  &c.  Some  of  them  were  at  work  in  a  large  lighter,*  clear- 
ing the  harbour,  juft  under  my  chamber  window.  To  prevent  their 
efcaping,  they  were  guarded  by  fix  foldiers.  They  did  not  work 
harder,  than  other  labourers  would  in  the  fame  employment.  Their 
hours  for  work  were  from  five  in  the  morning  till  between  five  and 
fix  in  the  afiiernoon ;  buL  tUcy  had  two  (from  eleven  to  one)  al- 
lowed them  for  reft,  and  half  an  hour  more  fometime  before  they 
left  work.  They  appeared  healthy,  clean,  and  ftrong  j  and  laboured 
cheerfully,  becaufe  when  they  were  employed,  each  of  them  receiv- 
ed, as  extraordinary  pay,  '  three  farthings  a  day.  Their  common 
allowance  was  two  pounds  and  a  half  of  bread  and  four  farthings 
a  day.  1  heard  them  called  over,  and  faw  them  receive  their  pay, 
before  they  entered  their  chambers  in  the  caftle.  Their  bread  was 
fweet  and  good,  fuch  as  I  fliould  have  been  happy  to  have  found  in 
many  parts  of  my  tour.    They  were  treated  with  humanity,  though 

*  Two  wheels  were  fixed  in  the  lighter,  one  of  them  t*  draw  back  the  fcoop  or 
iucket,  and  the  other  (by  the  weight  of  ten  men  treading  in  it)  to  raife  the  mud, 
which  was  then  emptied  into  another  lighter  managed  by  the  overfeer  of  the  work. 
Three  or  four  times  a  day,  a  foldier  (with  a  bayonet  fixed  on  his  mulket)  accom- 
panied a  convid,  who  went  to  fetch  a  tub  of  frefh  water,  and  on  his  return  he  fup- 
plied  each  with  a  tumbler  of  it  while  they  were  at  work  in  the  wheel.  By  the  maft 
of  the  other  lighter,  a  fail  was  fpread  to  lhade  them,  the  v/eather  being  warm,, 
Farenheit\  thermometer  85°. 
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Trieste.  under  ftridl  difcipline ;  were  well  fupplied  with  food  and  cloaths;  had 
two  fhirts,  two  pair  of  flockings,  &c.  and  they  lay  in  good  beds  * 
with  coverlids,  in  large  airy  rooms  having  oppofite  windows,  and 
nor,  like  many  convi6ts,  in  clofe  dirty  dungeons  under  the  fortifica- 
tions. But  they  were  diftinguilhed  from  other  labourers  by  a  light 
chain  on  their  legs,  and  a  chain  fupported  by  a  girdle  of  leather  at 
their  waifts. 


ITALY. 


1  ENTERED  Italy  with  raifed  expe6tations  of  confiderable  in- 
formation, from  a  careful  attention  to  the  prifons  and  hofpitals, 
in  a  country  abounding  with  charitable  inftitutions  and  public 
edifices. 


*  May  not  one  great  caufe  of  the  unhealthlnefs  of  our  prlfoners  be,  the  want  of 
proper  bedding,  which  obliges  them  to  lie  in  their  cloaths  ?  How  different  did  thefe 
f  rifoners  appear  at  the  cajlle  from  many  that  I  have  feen  in  Pruffia  and  at  Vienna  ! 
I  was  ftruck  with  the  fame  good  appearance  of  the  'women  prifoners  at  feveral  of  the 
fpin-houfes  in  Holland,  This  reminds  me  of  what  I  heard  an  old  general  fay,  "  That 
"  he  always  found  his  men  fubjcft  to  illnefs  and  difeafes  when  they  lay  In  camps, 
"  not  from  dampnefs,  but  homlying  in  their  cloaths  and  the  n»ant  proper  bedding;  for 
"  at  the  fame  time  all  his  officers  had  been  quite  healthy  and  well."  Whatever  be 
the  caufe  of  this  difference,  whether  a  more  free  perfpiration  in  bed,  taking  off  bandages, 
or  'ventilation  of  the  cloaths,  I  am  fully  convinced  of  the  fail. 
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At  Venice,  the  great  prifon  is  near  the  Doge's,  palace,*  and  it  is 
one  of  the  ftrongefl  I  ever  faw.  There  were  between  three  and  four 
hundred  prifoners,  many  of  them  confined  in  loathfome  and  dark 
cells  for  life ;  executions  here  being  very  rare.  There  was  no  fever, 
or  prevailing  diforder  in  this  clofe  prifon.  None  of  the  prifoners 
had  irons.  On  weighing  the  bread  allowance,  I  found  it  four- 
teen ounces.  I  afked  fome  who  had  been  confined  many  years  in 
dark  cells,  whether  they  fhould  prefer  the  galleys  ?  They  all  an- 
fwered  in  the  affirmative  :  fo  great  a  blefling  is  light  and  air !  The 
chapel  is  only  for  the  condemned^  who  continue  there  a  night  and  a 
day  before  execution. 

Regulations  were  hung  up  in  the  prifon. — Here  is  a  charitable 
Jociety  eftabliflied  for  the  relief  of  prifoners  both  civil  and  criminal, 
and  rules  are  publifhed  for  the  diredtion  of  the  officers  who  have  the 
management  of  it,  of  whom  four  are  appointed  vifitors  of  the  prifon. 
There  are  likewife  rules  for  the"  good  government  of  the  two  infirm- 
aries. Thefe  I  procured  from  the  ducal  printer,  with  the  regula- 
tions for  the  galleys  and  prifons,  for  many  years  paft. 

One  of  the  galleys  was  moored  two  boat's  length  from  the  fhore, 
in  which  were  only  twenty-feven  flaves,  who  were  kept  here  in  order 
to  be  fent  on  board  the  other  galleys.  This  was  clean.  Here,  and 
in  the  other  galleys,  which  were  dirty  and  crowded,  the  Haves  were 
in  chains  of  about  twenty-feven  pounds  weight.f 

*  The  rooms  for  the fiate  prifoners  are  over  part  of  the  palace  on  the  leads,  which 
renders  confinement  in  the  heat  of  fummer  almoft  intolerable.  * 

f  I  SAW  a  Have  dead  on  the  fhore,  who  I  fuppofe  deftroyed  himfelf  in  defpair,  for 
he  could  not  hope  to  efcape  by  fwimming,  becaufe  of  his  heavy  irons, 
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I  VISITED  the  prifons  of  Padua  and  Ferrara.    In  the  former  of 
thefe  cities,  none  of  the  confined  debtors  would  fit  on  the  elevated 
Jlonejiool*  in  the  great  hall ;  and  I  was  informed  that  not  one  had 
fubmitted  to  the  ignominy  thefe  ten  years. 

At  Bologna  are  three  prifons ;  one  of  which  is  for  debtors,  who 
are  alimented  after  four  months  and  three  days  confinement,  at  one 
■paule  (about  fix  pence)  a  day  each. 

The  hofpital,  S.  Maria  de  Vita,  afforded  me  great  pleafure.  All 
was  clean  and  the  wards  were  lofty,  and  not  in  the  leafb  offenfive. 
The  wards  of  the  men  and  woinen  wei^e  of  the  fame  fize,  each  con- 
taining thirty-eight  beds,  nineteen  on  each  fide.  The  bedfteads  were 
of  iron,  and  the  coverlids  were  white  and  clean.  Each  ward  had 
fourteen  windows,  feven  on  a  fide,  and  all  had  curtains.  They  had 
folding  wooden  cafements  i  and  on  the  outfide,  wire  iattices.f 

*  This  is  fometlmes  called  the  ftone  of  difgrace%  for  if  they  who  are  infolvent 
would  avoid  imprifoilment,  at  a  time  fixed  they  muft  fit  upon  it  in  a  difgraceful  manner 
three  times. 

-f  The  wards  of  this  hofpital  were  thirty- two  feet  and  a  half  wide>  and  the  beds 
were  three  feet  two  inches  wide,  and  three  feet  eight  inches  afunder.  In  the  middle 
of  each  fpace  of  the  wall  between  the  beds  was  a  cupboard,  with  a  flielfj  concealed 
by  a  fmall  curtain  ;  and  over  each  curtain  was  a  Hip  of  black  marble  with  the  numbef 
of  the  bed.  On  the  fides  of  all  the  wards,  for  the  convenience  of  opening  and  Ihut- 
ing  the  windows,  was  a  gallery  eighteen  feet  above  the  floor,  and  two  feet  broad, 
with  a  light  rail  two  feet  nine  inches  high.  The  doors  to  the  wards  were  iron 
grates,  five  feet  five  inches  wide. 
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In  Florence  are  two  prifons.  *  In  the  great  prifon,  Palazzo  Florencb. 
degl'  OttOi  were  only  twenty  prifoners.  Six  of  them  were  in  the 
Jecrete  chambers,  which  are  twenty-one  ftrong  rooms.  None  of  the 
prifoners  were  in  irons.  They  had  mattrefies  to  lie  on.  Their  bread 
was  good.  In  the  torture  chamber,  there  was  a  machine  for  decolla- 
tion, which  prevents  that  repetition  of  the  ftroke  which  too  often 
happens  when  the  axe  is  ufed. 

In  the  other  prifon,  Delle  Stinche^  there  are  five  doors  to  pafs  be- 
fore you  come  to  the  court.  The  opening  of  the  firft  is  three  feet 
wide,  and  four  feet  nine  inches  high,  with  an  infcription  over  it, 
Oportet  mifereriy  (We  ought  to  be  companionate.)  In  this  prifon  are 
many  fpacious  rooms,  in  which  are  fmall  benches,  or  cri[?s  to  lie  on. 
The  men's  rooms  are  below,  and  look  into  the  court,  which  is  about 
forty-three  feet  fquare.  The  women,  entirely  feparated,  are  up  flairs, 
and  have  an  hofpital  joining  to  their  room.  A  new  infirmary  for  the 
men  (forty-four  feet  by  twenty-nine)  is  contiguous  to  the  chapel. 
In  this  prifon  were  forty-two  men  and  fourteen  women.  Debtors 
are  not  feparated  from  criminals.  In  one  room  were  eight,  who  paid 
for  their  beds.  The  bread  was  good :  the  day's  allowance  to  each 
fifteen  ounces.  None  were  in  irons. — The  chaplain  has  apartments, 
and  refides  in  the  gaol,  f 

*  Dr.  Targioni,  who  had  an  order  from  hi«  royal  highmfs  to  infpeft  the  hofpi- 
tals,  and  report  what  beneficial  improvements  might  be  made  in  them,  accompanied 
me  in  vifiting  thefe  prifons. 

f  This  prifon  has  fomething  fimilar  to  the  plan  I  propofed.  A  wall  furrounds 
three  fides  of  it;  but  being  very  high,  and  only  eleven  feet  and  a  half  diftant,  it  ren- 
ders thp  prifon  too  clofe. 
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The  great  hofpital  of  S.  Maria  Nova  was  crowded  and  too  clofej 
though  the  men's  fever  ward  was  four  hundred  and  fifty-four  feet  long, 
and  thirty  feet  and  a  half  wide.  They  have  feparate  wards  for  wounds 
and  frailures.  The  women  are  attended  by  the  Nuns,  who  have  a 
paflage  under  ground  from  the  oppofite  convent.  Here  are  twenty 
ftudents,  who  lodge  and  board  in  the  houfe  for  feven  years,  attend 
the  fickj  ferve  the  vifluals,*  &c.  and  are  diftinguiflied  by  a  long 
cloak. 

But  the  hofpital  which  I  moft  frequently  vifited,  was  S.  Giovan  di 
Dio.-f  The  afcent  into  the  fick  ward  is  by  a  flight  of  thirty  ftone 
fteps.  This  ward  was  lofty  and  clean ;  and  was  a  hundred  and 
twenty-three  feet  long,  and  thirty-three  and  a  half  wide.  There 
were  in  it  thirty-three  beds,  three  feet  four  inches  wide,  placed  on 
varnilhed  boards,  on  iron  bedfteads.  J 

Neither  the  fides  nor  floors  of  this,  and  the  other  hofpitals  of 
Italy,  were  wood,  that  iDCing  more  retentive  of  fcents  or  infection 
than  tarras  or  brick.  At  one  end  there  are  five  rooms  with  Angle 
beds  for  fick  priefl:s.    Three  of  them  were  occupied. 

The  hofpital  ^S".  Paolo  della  Convalefcenza,  for  the  reception  of 
recovering  patients,  has  clean  and  airy  apartments,  and  a  fpacious 


*  I  SAW  a  friar  or  capuchin  come  In  form  and  lle/s  the  meat  or  foilp  for  dinner. 
The  numerous  patients  Teemed  entirely  fatiffied  with  this,  without  aiiy  devotion  of 
their  oivn, 

t  The  great  attention  of  this  order  of  friars  to  the  fick,  in  every  country  where 
they  have  hofpitals,  does  them  honour. 

X  This  is  very  conducive  to  cleanlinefs,  and  fecures  patients  from  vermin. 
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refedoiy,  or  dining  hall.    They  continue  here  four  days,  and  by  the  Florence. 
change  of  air  and  diet  their  health  is  confirnaed  before  they  go  to 
their  feveral  occupations. 

Here  I  would  juft  mention  an  alms-houfe,  S.  Bonifazio,  for  infirm 
perfons  of  advanced  age.  It  has  eighty  beds  for  each  fex,  and  they 
are  fitting  up  twenty  more.  The  wards  are  (thirty  feet  wide)  all  clean, 
and  fliew  the  care  of  the  Nuns  who  attend  on  this  charity.  * 

In  the  prifon  at  Leghorn  were  three  debtors,  and  eight  of  thofe  Leghorn. 
called  frijoners  at  large,  and  in  the  Jecrete  three  criminals.   I  mention 
this  prifon  becaufe  of  the  infirmary,  which,  as  appears  by  an  in- 
fcription  over  the  door,  was  built  at  the  expenfe  of  the  prefent  go- 
vernor, Philip  Borbonio,  in  176 1. 

The  flaves  m  t\iQ  for trefs  •\  appeared  healthy  and  well  j  better,  as  Fortress. 
the  old  keeper  remarked,  fince  they  have  lain  on  Jhore.  %  Each  pri- 
foner  had  a  ring  round  one  leg ;  but  Vv^hen  they  go  out  to  work,  a 
chain  is  rivetted  to  two  prifoners.  Here  were  feven  pontons  to  clear 
the  harbour;  but  the  weather,  when  I  was  there,  being  ftormy,  they 
cotald  not  be  worked.    There  were  forty-feven  flaves  employed  at 


*  I  CANNOT  leave  Florence  without  exprefTing  my  great  obligations  to  the  Grand

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Leghorn     the  n^vf  Lazaret io,  which  is  a  noble  fpacious  building,  with  different 
Fortress,    apartments  for  oiRcers  and  their  men  to  perform  quarantine,  and  large 
warehoufes  for  the  cargoes  of  their  fhips. 

The  old  keeper  generoufly  ordered  his  fon  to  copy  for  me  all  the 
ruksy  from  which  I  fhall  here  give  fome  extracts. 

Three  keepers  have  their  falary  from  the  Grand  Duke.  They  re- 
ceive a  copy  of  the  procefs  againfl:  every  convifl,  carry  it  to  the  go- 
vernment, and  regifter  it  in  the  proper  book ;  and  when  required, 
they  muft  give  an  exa6t  account  of  all  proceedings  againfl  the  pri- 
foners.  They  make  a  report  of  the  refraftory  to  government,  that 
they  may  be  puniflicd  in  proportion  to  their  offences,  with  feverer 
confinement,  irons,  and  baftinadoes.  The  principal  keeper  has 
power  to  choofe  two  turnkeys  out  of  the  beft-behaved  prifoners,  who 
are  '  to  exhort  and  inftruft  the  others :  but  the  keeper  is  to  have  a 
ftrid  watch  over  them.  Fie  muft  order  that  all  prifoners,  when  they 
are  brought  in,  have  their  beads  Jbaved, — be  dreffed  in  the  uniform 
of  the  houfe,— and  have  irons  on  their  feet. 

The  prifoners  are  condemned  to  labour,  for  thirty,  twenty,  ten,  ' 
or  feven  years,  or  for  a  fliorter  term,  according  to  the  nature  of  their 
crimes  ;  and  are  chiefly  employed  on  the  publick  works.  They  are 
fent  out  every  morning,  under  a  guard  of  foldiers,  and  are  chained 
two  and  two  together,  with  a  chain  of  about  eighteen  pounds  weight. 
An  hour's  relaxation  is  allowed  them  at  breakfaft,  and  two  hours  in 
the  afternoon :  and  at  an  hour  beford  fun-fet,  they  are  recondufted 
to  the  prifon,  and  muft  be  well  fearched  by  the  keepers,  to  prevent 
their  having  any  thing  concealed :  and  two  hours  after  fun-fet,  they 
are  ordered  to  go  quietly  to  reft.    When  they  are  employed  on  the 

works 
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works  by  his  royal  highne/s,  they  are  paid  two  crazzies  (about  three  Leghork 

halfpence)  a  day  ;  but  if  employed  by  other  perfons,  they  are  paid  four  Fortress^ 

or  fix  crazzies,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  work.    At  day-break, 

the  turnkeys  ring  the  bell  to  awake  them  :  and  a  report  is  made  by 

them  to  the  keepers,  if  any  have  been  guilty  of  irregularities  during 

the  night.    Their  daily  allowance  is  a  loaf  of  thirty  ounces  (which 

is  made  two  thirds  of  flour,  and  one  third  of  bran,*)  and  foup  made 

from  four  ounces  of  peafe  boiled  in  water,  with  fait  and  oil.  On 

each  of  the  two  Eajler  holidays  they  are  allowed  a  pound  of  meat, 

and  three  ounces  of  rice.    Every  two  years  they  have  a  coat  of  gray 

cloth,  a  waiftcoat  of  red  cloth,  and  a  red  cap ;  every  year  a  pair  of 

ihoes;  and  every  fix  months  a  fhiri:,  and  a  pair  of  drawers  or  breeches. 

Their  drawers  are  fhifted  once  a  month,  their  fhirts  every  week. 

For  lodging,  they  have  a  mattrefs  filled  with  fl;raw,  and  a  coverlid  : 

the  ftraw  is  changed,  and  kept  in  good  order. — If  one  attempts  to 

defert,  and  be  taken  before  flin-fet,  he  muft  wear  a  ring,  and  a  chain 

of  eighteen  pounds  weight  j  and  he  muft  pay  half  his  future  earnings, 

till  it  amounts  to  a  zechin,^  to  thofe  that  apprehended  him.    If  they 

who  are  condemned  for  fi.ve  years  defert,  when  retaken,  their  term 

again  commences  :  and  for  repeated  defertions,  they  are  more  fe- 

verely  punifhed,  and  fometimes  tortured. 

The  chaplain  muik  injlru^  the  prifoners. 

In  the  hofpital  there  muft  be  all  proper  provifions  for  the  fick  and 
infirm,  viz.  veal,  mutton,  rice,  fine  bread,  broth,  good  wine,  &c. 

*  Their  bread  was  very  good.    I  preferred  It  to  that  which  I  met  with  at  my 
lodgings, 

f  A  ZECHiN  is  about  9s.  3d.

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Leghorn     A  phyfician  attends,  and  the  diet  and  medicines  muft  be  according 
Fortress,    iq  ^jg  prefcription.     On  entering,  the  patients  have  clean  linen, 
fliirts,  night-caps,  and  cloaths.    And  the  keepers  and  turnkey  muft 
examine  their  vidluals  and  foup,  to  fee  that  they  be  good,  and  that 
the  quantity  be  according  to  the  phyfician's  orders. 


At  the  great  prifon  at  Rome,  called  the  New  Prifon*  at  the  back 
of  which  runs  the  Tibery  on  a  ftone  tablet  over  the  door,  i&  this 
infcription :

On  the  ground  floor,  on  one  fide  are  the  flaves  for  the  galleys  at 
Civita-vecchia  :  on  the  other  fide  is  a  fort  of  cook's  fliop,  and  a  tap- 
room, over  which  are  the  women's  apartments,  five  of  whom  were  in  the 


*  The  elegance  and  fimpllcity  of  the  front  of  this  prifon  occafioned  me  to  give 
a  plate  of  it.

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fecrefe  chambers,  and  twenty  more  at  large. — There  are  eighteen  of  thefe  Rome 

ftrong  rooms  for  the  mertj  which  are  clofe  and  ofFendve,  each  of  them  ^^^^ 

....  Prison. 
having  but  one  window  for  admitting  light  and  air.    Thefe  rooms 

are  never  opened  without  an  order  from  the  governor  of  the  city. 

There  were  fixty- eight  prifoners.    They  are  not  permitted  to  go  out 

of  their  rooms  at  any  time,  but  for  examination. — Some  having  been 

confined  there  many  years,  appeared  with  pale  fickly  countenances  ; 

but  none  were  in  irons. 

Here  is  a  chamber  for  diftradled  prifoners,  in  which  were  feven 
miferable  objedts. 

There  are  feveral  chambers  with  beds  for  thofe  who  are  called 
frijoners  at  large,  for  which  each  pays  one  paule  and  a  half  (about 
eight  pence)  a  night.  There  is  a  chamber  for  priejis,  one  for  boys, 
one  for  JewSj  and  one  for  prifoners  who  have  cutaneous  diforders. 

On  the  upper  floor  are  two  Infirmaries :  one,  appropriated  to 
the  prifoners  in  the  Jecrete,  in  which  were  four  patients.  In  the 
other,  which  is  for  the  reft  of  the  prifoners,  were  ten  patients  the  firft 
time  I  was  there,  and  the  laft  time  only  /even.*'  The  whole  prifon 
is  arched  with  brick,  for  fecurity  in  cafe  of  fire.  The  paflages  are 
feven  feet  two  inches  wide,  and  light.  The  afcent  to  each  ftory,  is 
by  two  flights  of  Jeventeen  ftone  fteps.  Thefe  ftaircafes  are  feven  feet 
three  inches  wide ;  the  rifes  five  inches :  this  I  mention,  as  gene- 
rally, in  our  prifons  (even  thofe  that  are  lately  built)  the  ftairs  are 

•  This  infirmary  Is  a  fpacious  airy  ward,  feventy-three  feet  by  twenty-three,  with 
feventeen  beds  three  feet  three  inches  afunder ;  was  clean,  and  had  every  thing 
proper  for  the  fick. 

narrow. 
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narrow,  the  rifes  high,  and  the  paflages  dark  and  inconvenient.  I 
wifh  I  could  fay  I  had  feen  no  torture  chanaber.* 

In  the  prifon  at  the  Capitol  are  two  rooms  for  poor  debtors,  and 
for  criminals  whofe  offences  are  not  fo  great  as  to  caufe  them  to 
be  confined  in  the  Jecrete.  The  prifoners  in  one  of  thefe  rooms, 
had  the  privilege  of  afking  alms  of  the  pafTengers.  There  were 
five  debtors  in  rooms  which  they  paid  for,  and  two  criminals  in  the 
Jecrete.  This  prifon  is  not  ofFenfive.  There  is  a  conftant  current  of 
water  through  one  of  the  large  rooms. 

The  ftate  prifoners  are  confined  in  the  callle  of  San  Angela.  The 
rooms  appropriated  to  that  purpofe  were  all  empty,  except  one,  in 
which  was  a  bijhop,  who  had  been  confined  upwards  of  twenty  years, 
and  was  diftradled.  Here  were  alfo  eighteen  condannati  who  work 
in  the  fortrefs,  and  had  each  a  light  chain.  They  feemed  healthy 
and  well. 

On  the  death  of  the  Vope,  the  prifoners  are  brought  hither  from 
the  great  prifon,  for  upon  fuch  occafions  the  prifons  are  thoroughly 
cleaned. 

I  CAN  give  but  little  information  refpefling  the  prifon  of  the  inqui- 
fition.    It  is  fituated  near  the  great  church  of  St.  'Peter's.    On  one 

*  There  is  a  table  of  regulations  by  the  authority  of  the  magiftrates  hung  up  in 
this  prifon,  ordering  the  exad  times,  of  opening  the  prifon  and  the  court,  of  faying 
mafs  daily,  and  of  diftrlbuting  the  alms.  The  times  vary  twice  in  a  month,  accord- 
ing to  the  difl'erent  length  of  the  days.  In  the  fame  table,  the  phyfician  is  ordered 
to  vilit  the  fick  in  the  infirmary  every  morning,  and  in  cafe  of  extraordinary  illnefs, 
in  the  evening. 

fide 
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fide  of  the  court  round  which  it  is  built,  is  the  inquifitor  general's 
palace.    Over  the  gate  is  an  infcription  importing  "  that  it  was 
ere^led  by  Pope  Pius  V.  in  the  year  1569."    The  v/indows  of  the  ^ 
prifon  have  wooden  blinds,  and  at  a  fmall  diftance  is  a  high  wall.* 

In  this  City,  and  many  others  in  Italy,  is  a  Confraternita  delta  mije- 
r'lcordiay  called  S.  Giovanni  di  Fiorentini.-\  It  confifts  of  about 
feventy,  chiefly  nobles,  of  the  beft  families^  After  a  prifoner  is 
condemned,  one  or  two  of  them  come  to  him  the  midnight  before 
his  execution,  inform  him  of  the  fentence,.  and  continue  with  him 
till  his  death.  They,  wkk  the  confefTor,  exhort  and  comfort  him,, 
and  give  him  his  choice  of  the  moft  delicious  foud.  All  the  fraternity 
attend  the  execution,  drelTed  in  white.  When  the  prifoner  is.  dead, 
they  leave  him  hanging  till  the  evening  ;  then  one  of  the  fraternity y 
generally  z-frince,  cuts  him  down,  and  orders  him  to  be  conveyed  to- 
the  burying-place  which  they  have  appropriated  to  malefadlors.  I 
was  there  the  twenty-ninth  of  Auguft,  the  only  day  in  the  year  when 
this  burying-place  is  opened  to  the  public. — Adjoining  an  elegant 
church  is  a  chapel,  which  makes  one  fide  of  a  court,  and  on  each 
of  the  other  three  fides,  is  a  portico  fupported  by  Doric  pillars. 

*  The  chambers  of  this  filent  zxidc mdancholy  abode  were  quite  inaccdSble  to  me  ; 
and  yet  I  fpeiit  near  two  hours  about  the  court  and  the  priefts  apartments,  till  my 
continuance  there  began  to  raife  fufpicion. 

t  Many  Florentine  extraftion  were  the  founders.  This  inflitutlon  is  ancient, 
for  the  church  of  S.  Gio.  Battijla  Decollato  belonged  to  them  in  1450.

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Rome.  In  the  middle  of  the  pavement*  of  the  front  portico  the  womeny 
and  in  one  of  the  fide  porticos  the  men  are  buried.  The  latter  are 
interred  in  the  fame  drefs  in  which  they  were  hanged  ^  for  in  Italyy 
coffins  are  not  in  general  ufe. 

S.  MicHELE.  The  hofpital  of  S.  Michele  is  a  large  and  noble  edifice.  The  back 
front  is  near  three  hundred  yards  long.  It  confifts  of  feveral  courts 
with  buildings  round  them.  In  the  apartments  on  three  fides  of  one 
of  the  moft  fpacious  of  thefe  courts,  are  rooms  for  various  manufac- 
tures and  arts,  in  which  boys  who  are  orphans  or  deftitute  are  edu- 
cated and  inftruded.  When  I  was  there,  the  number  was  about  two 
hundred,  all  learning  different,  trades  according  to  their  different 
abilities  and  genius.  Some  were  educated  for  printers,  fome  for 
bookbinders,  defigners,  fmiths,  carpenters,  taylors,  fhoemakers,  and 
barbers  j  and  fome  for  weavers  and  dyers,  a  cloth  manufadure  being 
carried  on  here  in  all  its  branches.  When  the  boys  arrive  at  the  age 
of  twenty  years,  they  are  compleatly  clothed,  and  a  certain  fum  is 
given  to  fet  them  up  in  the  bufmefs  they  have  learned.  In  the  mid- 
dle of  the  court  is  a  noble  fountain,  and  there  are  feveral  infcriptions 
to  the  honour  of  the  founders  of  this  excellent  inftitution. 

Joining  to  another  court  are  apartments  for  the  aged  and  infirm, 
in  which  were  two  hundred  and  fixty  men,  and  two  hundred  and 
twenty-fix  women.    Here  they  find  a  comfortable  retreat,  having

clean 
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dean  rooms  and  a  refedory.    I  converfed  with  feme  of  them,  and  Rome 

they  appeared  happy  and  thankful.  S.  Michele. 

Another  part  of  this  Hofpital  is  a  prifon  for  boys  or  young  men. 
Over  the  door  is  this  Infcription  :

In  this  hofpital  is  a  room  alfo  for  women.  On  the  outfide  is  an 
infcription,  expreffing,  that  it  was  erected  by  Clement  XII.  in  1735, 

for  rejiraining  the  licentioujnejs  and  funijhing  the  crimes  of  women. 

There  are  in  Rome  many  hofpitals  for  the  fick,  but  they  were  in 
general  crowded,  yet  none  of  them  had  more  than  one  patient  in  a 
bed.  In  the  great  hofpital  of  San  Spirito  in  Saffia^  f  there  were, 
the  firft  time  I  vifited  it,  a  thoufand  and  fifteen  patients  the  fecond 
time,  eleven  hundred  and  three.  |: 

The  hofpital  of  ^S".  Gio  Laterano  was  alfo  crowded  and  ofFenfive ; 
and  that  of  S.  Giacomo  degV  Jncurabili  was  worfe:§  but  that  called 


•  This  room  being  difterent  from  any  I  had  before  feen,  I  had  a  plan  taken, 
which  may  give  a  clearer  idea  of  it  than  a  verbal  defcription  would  do. 

f  Formerly  many  nations  founded  hofpitals  in  this  city.  This  was  founded  by 
one  of  our  Saxon  kings.  Some  others  continue  to  the  prefent  time  entirely  national, 
as  the  Milanefe,  Florentine,  and  Spanijh  hofpitals. 

X  Here  is  a  Jlaiyca/e  remarkable  for  its  afcent  being  very  eafy,  for  valetudinarians, 
and  for  carrying  up  the  fick  in  a  kind  of  chairs  or  enclofed  beds.  It  is  feven  feet  wide, 
and  has  a  rail  on  each  fide.  Every  Hep  is  an  inclined  plane  of  three  inches  afcent, 
one  foot  eight  inches  wide,  and  the  rife  from  one  ftep  to  another  is  only  three  inches. 
Thefe  Heps  are  of  bricks,  fet  edgeways,  and  fronted  with  Hone. 

§  Indeed  I  faw  the  hofpitals  under  great  difadvantages,  it  being  a  very  fickly 
time,  occafioned  by  the  long  continuance  of  drought,  and  the  extraordinary  heats  of 
the  fummer  1778.

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Benfratelli,  that  for  the  Florentines ,  that  of  S.  Maria  della  Conjoin-  Rome 
zione,*  were  clean,  and  perfedly  free  from  any  ofFenfive  fcents.    In  Hospitals. 
this  laft-mentioned  hofpital,  no  patients  are  received  except  fuch  as 
have  wounds  or  fraftures.    The  Gallicanoy  another  hofpital  in  this 
City,  is  folely  for  cutaneous  diforders. 

Before  we  take  our  leave  of  Rome,  it  nnay  be  proper  juft  to  men- 
tion the  Hofpital  for  pilgrims  and  convalef cents.  Recovering  patients, 
wTien  difmifled  from  the  other  hofpitals,  may  enter  into  this,  and 
refide  here  three  days,  lodge  in  airy  wards,  dine  In  the  refedory,  and 
be  well  attended. 


The  Pope's  galleys  are  at  Civita-vecchia.  The  Haves  condemned  to  Civita- 
them  are  confined  for  different  terms,  according  to  the  nature  of  their 
crimes :  but  the  fhorteft  time  is  three  years  for  vagabonds,  who  are 
generally  employed  on  board  the  ponrnns  in  clearing  the  harbour. 
For  theft,  the  term  is  never  under  feven  years.  Perfons  convided 
of  forgery  are  always  confined  for  life  and  if  found  guilty  of  forg- 
ing bank-notes,  or  any  inftruments  by  which  large  fums  have  been 
loft,  they  are  punifhed  with  an  iron  glove.  Prifoners  for  life  are 
chained  two  and  two  together  :  thofe  for  limited  terms  have  all  a  fingle 
chain,  and,  at  their  firft  arrival,  of  the  fame  weight ;  but  when  they 
have  no  more  than  one  or  two  years  to  ferve,  they  have  only  a  ring

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round  their  leg,  which  is  lefTened  as  the  end  of  their  term  approaches. 
For  efcapes,  they  are  obliged  to  finifh  their  firfi  condemnationj  and 
then  receive  a  frefh  one  for  the  fame  time  as  the  former;  but  if 
the  firft  was  for  life,  the  fame  is  renewed,  and  they  receive  from 
a  hundred  to  two  hundred  lafhes  a  day,  for  three  days  after  their 
arrival.  None  are  Jent  to  the  galleys  under  the  age  of  twenty :  cri- 
minals of  a  younger  age  are  kept  at  the  hofpital  of  S.  Michele  in 
Rome  till  they  are  of  age  j  and  are  there  employed  in  fpinning,  and 
fed  on  bread  and  water. 

The  allowance  to  each  flave  is  three  pounds  of  bread  a  day;  and 
fifty-five  pounds  of  beans  or  calavances  to  each  galley,  with  which 
they  generally  make  a  kind  of  foup  once  in  two  or  three  days,  and 
they  are  allowed  two  pound  and  a  half  of  oil  to  boil  with  their  beans. 
At  Eajiery  Chrijimas^  and  Carnival^  they  are  allowed  one  pound  of 
beef  and  half  a  pint  of  wine  a  man,  and  twcuty^five  pounds  of  rice  to 
a  galley. 

For  their  cloathing,  they  have  once  in  two  years,  a  ftriped 
woollen  cafotto  and  waiftcoat,  two  fhirts,  two  pair  of  canvafs  breeches, 
and  a  woollen  cap ;  and  every  year,  two  feet  and  a  half  of  woollen 
doth  to  wrap  round  their  legs  inftead  of  ftockings.* 

The  Jlaves  here  are  conftantly  employed,  and  have  what  they  earn 
for  themfelves,  being  paid  according  to  their  abilities  and  the  nature 

*  The  yearly  expenfe  of  each  Have  for  maintenance,  cloathing,  and  chains,  is 
computed  at  fifteen  rroww  and  eighty- feven  ^rt/sf J,  about  ^3  :  13  :  9. 

At  the  time  of  my  being  at  Civita-njecchia,  three  of  the  galleys  were  out  on  a 
cruize,  and  two  only  remained.  Through  the  whole  night  there  was  great  filence, 
though  about  four  hundred  were  chained  in  each  of  the  galleys. 
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of  their  work.  For  /awing  in  the  arfenal,  they  are  paid  two  pence 
a  day  each ;  for  working  as  raafons,  two  pence  halfpenny ;  for  car- 
rying ftones  and  mortar,  only  a  penny.  Such  as  work  at  the  can- 
vajs  and  callico  manufa5lories  are  paid  from  two  pence  to  eight 
pence,  according  to  the  quality  of  the  work,  &c.  At  the  public 
works  they  are  allowed  an  hour  for  dinner,  and  in  fummer-time  an 
hour  for  breakfaft.* 

Here  is  a  fpacious  hofpital  on  Jhore  for  the  flaves.    None  were  in 
irons.    All  was  clean.    In  the  centre  of  the  great  room  in  this  hof- 
pital was  an  altar  for  public  worfhip.    A  particular  room  was  appro- 
priated for  fuch  as  had  cutaneous  diforders,  and  another  for  con- 
Jumpive  patients. f 

The  principal  prifon  in  the  great  and  populous  city  of  Naples  J 
is  La  Vicaria^  under  the  courts  of  juftice.  It  contained  when  I  was 
there,  according  to  the  gaoler's  account,  nine  hundred  and  eighty  pri- 
foners.  In  about  eight  large  rooms  communicating  with  one  another, 
there  were  five  hundred  and  forty  fickly  objeds,  who  had  accefs  to  a 

*  For  the  preceding  account  I  am  indebted  to  our  countryman  Mr.  Denham,  who 
has  the  fuperintendence  of  the  Pope's  galleys. 

f  In  this  country,  the  phyficians  areperfuaded  that  the  con/umption  is  a  contagious 
diforder.  Patients  afilidled  with  it  in  hofpitals  have  a  feparate  ward.  The  fame  pre- 
cautions are  ufed  to  prevent  infeftlon  as  in  the  plague.  When  this  diforder  has  beea 
in  private  houfes,  the  furniture  is  removed,  and  the  rooms  are  fcraped  and  fumi- 
gated, before  they  are  again  inhabited.

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Naples.  couit  furounded  by  buildings  fo  high  as  to  prevent  the  circulation 
of  air.  In  this  court  was  a  recefs,  under  arcades  like  thofe  under  the 
chapel  at  Newgate.  Some  of  the  prifoners  were  employed  in  knitting, 
and  others  in  making  fhoes,  but  moft  of  them  were  entirely  without 
employment.  In  fix  chambers,  which  opened  into  a  fpacious  hall, 
were  many  beds  for  fuch  as  could  pay  for  them.  Adjoining  was  a 
chapel,  and  an  airy  infirmary  for  the  whole  prifon.*  In  feven  clofe 
ofFenfive  rooms  were  thirty-one  prifoners,  almoft  without  cloaths  on 
account  of  the  great  heat:  and  in  fix  dirty  rooms  communicating 
with  one  another  were  fifty  women.  Of  all  the  prifoners,  one  man 
only  was  in  irons,  in  a  dungeon,  near  a  fmall  chapel  which  is  allotted 
to  the  condemned  before  execution. 

The  bread  was  good  :  the  daily  allowance  to  each  was  twenty-two 
ounces. 

There  were  three  other  prlfcns :  one  contained  eighty  prifoners, 
another  near  fixty,  the  other  but  eleven. 

Galleys.        The  galleys  were  moored  about  ten  feet  from  the  fhore.    In  the 
firjl  were  two  hundred  and  fixty  flaves ;  in  the  Jecond,  two  hundred 
and  ninety-eight ;  in  the  third,  two  hundred  and  feventy ;  and  in  the 
fourth,  four  hundred ;  moft  of  them  ftout  and  healthy.    All  were 
chained  two  and  two  together.    Their  bread  was  hard,  but  fweet. 

*  There  were  forty  perfons  in  this  infirmary,  ia  fmgle  beds,  with  Iheets, 
coverlids,  &c. 

I?i  vifiting  the  prifons  of  Italy,  I  obferved,  that  in  general  great  attention  was 
paid  to  the  fick  ;  but  I  could  not  avoid  remarking,  that  too  little  care  was  taken  to 
prevent  ficknefs. 

From  the  heat  of  the  climate,  one  might  imagine  the  gaol  fever  would  be  very 
likely  to  prevail  j  but  I  did  not  find  it  in  any  of  the  prifons.

About  twenty-fix  ounces  a  day  was  allowed  them  ;  and  when  ena-  Naples. 
ployed  in  the  arfenal  and  other  public  works,  they  have  an  extraordi- 
nary allowance  of  near  a  penny  a  day.    After  efcapes,  if  they  are 
retaken,  their  whole  term  is  doubled.    Each  galley  has  a  chaplain^ 
and  public  worlhip  on  Sundays  and  Holidays. 

In  the  Serraglio,  or  great  alms-houfe,*  there  were  about  five  hun^ 
dred  and  fifty  prifoners  condannati  in  eight  or  nine  rooms.  Many  of 
them  work  as  labourers  on  this  great  building,  with  chains  varying 
according  to  the  terms  of  their  confinement  j  and  have  the  extra  al- 
lowance juft  mentioned,  with  five  ounces  of  flour  for  foup.  In  thefe 
rooms  were  fhoemakers  at  work,  as  in  fome  of  the  galleys  j  but  moft 
of  the  prifoners  had  no  employment.*}- 

This  great  building  is  to  be  a  receptacle  for  the  aged  and  infirm; 
and  for  beggars  and  idle  perfons.  There  is  a  great  number  of  the 
former  in  fome  rooms  that  are  finiflied,  and  which  have  windows  into 
a  court,  where  they  were  digging  a  foundation  for  a  very  large 
church,  by  which  the  numerous  inhabitants  will  be  deprived  of  the 
falutary  efi^e6ls  of  the  circulation  of  air. 

The  galley  flaves  have  an  hofpital  on  the  JhoreX  fronting  the  bay, 
entirely  appropriated  to  them  and  their  guards.    It  has  four  or  five

f  As  no  regular  plan  had  been  fettled  for  the  employment  of  thefe  flaves,  the  king

X  On  my  telling  the  furgeon,  that  in  fome  countries  a  part  of  each  galley  is  made 
an  hofpital;  he  replied,  "  that  muft  foon  make  the  n.vhole  an  hofpital." 
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Naples.  fpacious  and  airy  wards,  cleaner  than  moft  of  the  other  hofpitals  in 
this  city.  One  of  thefe  rooms  is  only  for  the  ^a^r^/ of  the  marine. 
The  patients  are  diftinguifhed  into  three  claffes ;  fick — very  ill — and 
recovering.  Great  attention  is  paid  to  them  :  and  they  are  allowed 
good  bread  in  fufEcient  quantity. 

Hospitals.   '   The  great  and  crowded  hofpitals  of  S.  ApoJloH  ^nd  L'Annunziazioney 
have  wards  appropriated  to  the  cure  of  wounded  perfons.* 

The  hofpital  of  the  Benfratelli,  or  S.  Gio.  di  Dio,  is  clean  and 
elegant.  It  confifts  chiefly  of  one  lofty  ward^f  at  one  end  of  which 
is  an  altar  and  a  room  for  poor  priefts,  and  at  the  other  end  a  table  on 
which  were  placed  the  patients  viftuals.  Near  this  table  was  infcribed 
a  reference  to  the  appofite  words  of  Scripture,  Matthew  xxv.  35,  36. 
For  I  zvas  an  hungred,  and  j/e  gave  me  meat :  (jfc. 


*  The  frequency  of  aflaults  and  alTaflinations  in  I/afy  is  generally  known. 
Many  of  the  common  people  feem  to  be  infenfible  of  the  atrocioufnefs  of  the  crime 
of  murder.  I  have  heard  criminals  in  prifon  exprefs,  with  feeming  fatisfadlion 
of  mind,  "  that  though  they  ftabbed,  they  did  not  rob."  If  we  confider  that  wards 
and  even  hofpitals  appropriated  to  the  wounded  are  filled  with  patients,  that  the 
prifons  are  crowded,  and  that  many  are  continually  taking  refuge  on  the  fteps  of 
churches,  and  examine  our  accounts  in  Janjfeii's  Lijis  and  the  Judges'  Returns,  we 
may  reckon  that  there  are  more  murders  committed  in  a  year  in  the  city  of  Naples  or 
Rome,  than  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  Does  not  this  prove  that  the  Englijh  are 
not  naturally  cruel  ?  And  might  not  arguments  be  derived  from  hence,  for  the  re- 
vifal  and  repeal  of  feme  of  our  fanguinary  laws  ?  The  Marquis  Beccaria  juftly  re- 
marks, in  his  EJfay  on  Crimes  and  Punijhments,  chap.  28.  "  That  the  punifhment  of 
"  death  is  pernicious  to  fociety,  from  the  example  of  barbarity  it  affords." 

f  In  many  of  the  Italian  hofpitals,  and  in  all  that  I  have  feen  belonging  to  this 
order  of  friars,  there  are  no  rooms  over  the  fick  ward?,  fo  that  they  are  as  lofty  as 
our  churches  or  chapels. 
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At  Lucca,  they  formerly  fold  their  condannati  to  the  Genoeje  or  Lucca. 
Venetians,  but  now  they  keep  them  in  prifon  without  any  em- 
ployment. 

At  Genoa,  belides  a  prifon  for  debtors,  and  a  prifon  iot  female  cri-  Genoa. 
minals,  there  is  a  great  prifon  for  male  criminals,  confifting  of  thirty-five 
rooms.  I  faw  none  of  the  prifoners  in  irons.  Their  daily  allowance 
was  thirteen  ounces  of  good  wheaten  bread  for  each.  To  this  prifon 
belongs  an  hofpitai  and  a  chapel,  with  a  large  room  to  which  the 
condemned  are  brought  four  days  before  their  execution. — The  in- 
ftrudtions  formed  for  this  prifon  by  the  Jufreme  Jyndics,  are  hung  up 
in  it,  and  contain  good  regulations,  as  will  appear  from  the  follow- 
ing account  of  a  few  of  them. 

The  keeper  fhall  have  under  him  fix  affiftants :  —  and  the  faid 
keeper  is  to  be  refponfible,  and  liable  to  punifhment,  if  any  of  the 
afliftants  Ihall  be  guilty  of  the  leaa  Haud  or  negled  in  their  employ- 
ment.— The  advocate  fifcal  is  once  a  week,  at  any  time  he  fhall  think 
proper  (but  when  he  is  leaft  expelled)  to  vifit  the  cells  of  the  prifon, 
and  to  enquire  diligently  how  the  prifoners  are  treated  by  the  keeper 
and  afliftants,  in  order  to  give  information  to  the  moft  ferene  Jenate^ 
&c. — When  any  prifoner  is  condemned  to  death,  he  is  immediately 
to  be  put  into  chains. — The  keeper  is  always  to  keep  the  chapel  ihut, 
except  at  the  time  of  celebrating  mafs,  confeflion,  or  adminiftering 
conjolation  to  the  unhappy. — -He  is  alfo  to  take  care  that  the  prifoners 
do  not  play  at  any  games,  particularly  cards.  The  laft  order  is,  that 
this  table  of  regulations  be  fixed  up  in  the  criminal  court  of  juftice, 
in  the  chancery,  and  in  the  apartments  of  the  criminals. 

In  one  of  the  galleys  juft  returned  from  conveying  fome  noblemen  Galleys. 
to  their  country  feats,  I  found  about  three  hundred  ftout  fellows, 
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Genoa      clean  and  healthy  :  for  the  old  and  infirm- had  been  left  in  the  galleys 
Galleys,    at  home,  of  which  there  were  only  two,  the  other  two  being  out  on 
a  cruize. 

The  hofpital  for  the  galleys  is  on  pjore^  and  in  it  are  hung  up 
the  regulations,  which  confift  chiefly  of  fuch  orders  as  the  following  : 

That  five  fuperintendents  ftiall  be  appointed  by  the  magiftrates, 
who  every  month  fhall  draw  lots,  to  determine  which  of  the  galleys 
they  are  to  infpeft. — That  exad  lifts  of  the  crews,  and  of  the  fick  in 
the  infirmary,  with  an  account  of  the  time  of  their  admiffion,  fhall  be 
taken  and  kept,  with  the  affiftance  of  the  phyfician,  chaplain,  and 
furgeon. — That  the  fecretary  fliall  keep  a  regifter  of  all  things  necef- 
fary  to  be  provided ;  bread,  wine,  meat,  peafe,  beans,  rice,  &c.  &c. 
— That  four  caldrons  of  broth  fhall  be  allowed  weekly  to  a  galley, 
befides  kettles  of  broth  ftatedly  given  them  in  the  three  winter  months. 
— That  when  the  fuperintendents  difcontinue  the  allowance  of  meat, 
cheefe,  oil,  and  ftockfifh,  the  chaplain  lhall  fee  that  each  of  the  flaves 
be  ferved  daily  with  half  a  pint  of  wine. — That  the  phyficians  fhall 
keep  exa£t  accounts  of  their  orders  of  meat,  wine,  paftry,  &c. — That 
the  captains  and  midfhipmen  fhall  take  care  that  all  the  regulations 
be  exadly  obferved. 

Hospital.  In  the  great  hofpital  there  were  about  three  hundred  men  and  fix 
hundred  women.  All  fick  perfons  of  any  nation  are  admitted  into  itj 
and  it  is  o^e  of  the  beft  and  leaft  offenfive  of  the  public  hofpitals  of 
Italy.  Here  was  a  room  and  ward  {ax  foundlings^  crowded  and  clofe; 
and  the  poor  infants  were  cruelly  bound  hands  and  feet  with 
bandages. 

There 
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There  were  alfo  in  thia  hofpital  apartments  for  the  infane.    Thefe  Genoa 
apartments  were  clofe  and  dirty  ;  and  the  calm  and  quiets  I  found  in-  Hospitals. 
humanly  confined  in  the  fame  room  with  the  mify  zni^- turbulent. 

The  Alhergo  hofpital,  fituated  on  an  eminence  within  fight  of  the 
harbour,  is  an  afylum  for  boys  and  girls.  There  were  in  it  a  hun- 
dred and  feventeen  of  the  former,  and  four  hundred  and  eighty-two 
of  the  latter.  It  is  fomething  fimilar  to  the  noble  and  well-regulated 
hofpital  of  San  Michele  at  Rome.  Over  the  door  of  the  great  room, 
where  numbers  were  fpinning  and  weaving,  is  this  infcription : 

Silentium  et  Obedientia. 

In  Milan,  befides  the  great  prifon  in  which  are  twenty  fecrete  Milan. 
chambers;* — the  prifon  for  debtors,f  &c.  —  there  are  two  prifons 
called  UArgaJlrOy  and  La  Cafa  di  Correzione,  which  do  honour  to  the 
country.  Both  arp  for  criminals,  condemned  either  for  a  term  of 
years,  or  for  life.  The  moft  atrocious,  work  in  chains  in  the  ftreets  j 
the  ethers  only  in  the  houfe. 

*  The  general  fize  of  thefe  rooms  is  eleven  feet  by  tv/elve  to  fifteen.  In  fome 
were  only  one  or  two  perfons,  bat  iri  others  fix  or  eight:  the  windows  are  towards. a 
high  wall  eleven  feet  diftant.  Thefe  are  fome  of  the  llrongefl:  and^moll  retired  rooms 
in  the  Italian  prifons,  which  the  moft  atrocious  oiFenders,  and  thofe  who  are  imprifoned 
for  life,  are  confined.  They  are  inacceflible  but  by  a  fpecial  order.  The  entrance  is 
guarded  by  two  doors,  between  which  is  a  narrow  fpace,  juft  fufficient  to  admit  two 
pe^fpnv  Tntp.this  you  are  leckpd  before  the  turokey  opens  :the  inner  door,  for  fear 
thefe  defperate  criminal?  flipuld  attempt  to  rufh  out  and  murder  the  keeper  for  the 
keys. 


t  In  jhis  gr-eat  trading  city,  there  were  only  four  perfon§  confined  for  debt, 
ili. 
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In  UArgaftro  there  were  three  hundred  and  fifty-nine  prifoners, 
healthy  and  ftrong.  A  confiderable  number  of  them  were  at  work  in 
public:*  but  in  the  houfe  there  were  at  work  fhoe-makers,  taylors, 
fmiths,  wheelwrights,  cabinet-makers,  turners,  nailers,  rope-makers, 
leather-dreflers,  painters  on  gauze,  fpinners  and  weavers.  In  one 
room  eleven  looms  were  employed,  f 

Their  dormitory  is  a  fpacious  room,  with  three  ftages  in  it  on 
which  they  lie.  In  the  centre  of  the  cieling  are  four  large  apertures 
and  fixteen  fmall  ones.  % 

There  is  a  large  court  and  a  pump,  and  running  water  for  wafhing§ 
the  linen  of  the  prifoners,  which  they  fhift  once  a  week.  The  daily 
allowance  to  each  is  thirty-five  ounces  of  good  bread,  ||  and  a  mefs  of 
good  vegetable  foup.    They  have  two  hours  for  dinner  and  repofe. 

•  They  water  the  ftreefs  and  public  walks  (at  the  expenfe  of  the  city)  there 
being  nineteen  fmall  four-wheeled  waggons  for  that  purpofe  ;  fix  men  draw,  and  one 
attends  behind  chained.    Others  repair  the  pavements,  &c. 

f  Many  learn  feveral  trades ;  fo  that  there  is  a  probability,  that  when  their  term 
is  finilhed,  they  will  become  ufeful  members  of  fociety  ;  which  fhould  be  grand 
objed  in  all  fuch  houfes.  They  receive  for  themfelves  one  third  of  what  they  earn, 
and  iivo  thirds  go  to  the  houfe. 

J  A  PRISONER,  whofe  employment  was  drawing  defigns  and  patterns,  gave  me  a 
plan  of  the  rooms  and  courts  in  this  prifon. 

§  I  OBSERVED  to  onc  of  the  prifoners  that  they  were  cleaner  than  moll  working 
men  :  he  replied,  "  or  elfe  the  confinement  would  be  intolerable." 

II  One  loaf  was  equal  to  the  daily  allowance  of  two  prifoners,  and  it  was  divided 
into  two  equal  parts  with  an  engine,  and  each  received  his  own  portion  every  day. 

All 
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All  had  a  chain  to  each  leg.  If  any  efcape  and  are  retaken,  the  Milan. 
whole  term  is  renewed,  and  half  as  much  more 

In  this  houfe  there  is  an  holpital,  a  chapel,  and  an  apartment  for 
the  chaplain. 

The  Cafa  di  Correzione  is  now  building,  on  a  noble  and  fpacioiis  House 

-OF 

plan.*  The  dormitory  and  the  work-rooms  for  the  men  are  finifhed  Correc 
and  occupied. f  In  one  of  thefe  work-rooms  there  were  forty  looms  tion. 
employed  weaving  linen,  cotton,  and  diaper :  in  which  alfo,  and  in 
two  others  opening  into  it,  were  warping  and  twijling-mills,  and  wind- 
ing-wheels. Under  thefe  was  a  calendar:  and  fome  were  employed  in 
heating  (not  carding)  cotton.  In  a  detached  temporary  building  I 
faw  a  prifoner  employed  in  weaving  gauze ;  who  (as  I  conje6tured 
from  the  great  refort  to  him)  was  reckoned  curious  in  this  art.  With 
the  afliftance  of  fome  whom  he  employed,  he  kept  four  looms  at 
work.  Other  prlfoners  were  bleaching  the  cloth  manufadured  in  the 
houfe.  And  fome  were  employed  as  iabouicis  and  mafons  in  this 
great  building. 

Over  the  work-rooms  is  the  great  hall  or  dormitory^  the  room  for 
boys,  and  the  infirmary.  The  dormitory  is  lightfome,  airy  and  clean, 
and  appears  evidently  to  be  an  improvement  on  that  of  San  Michele  at 

•  The  Count  de  Firm'tan,  governor  Lomiardy,  whofe  amiable  charafter  is  wefl 
known  to  our  Englijh  travellers,  not  only  honoured  me  with  the  plan,  but  favoured 
me  with  every  advantage  for  examining  the  prifons.

f  The  two  work-rooms  for  the  women,  (juft  finifhed)  are  large  and  lofty,  and  in 
each  there  are  five  large  windows,  placed  high  above  the  floor.  At  one  corner  of 
thefe  rooms  are  flone  bafons,  with  water  laid  in  to  them. 

Rome. 
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Milan.  Rome.*  It  confifts  of  a  great  room,  (one  hundred  and  twenty-four 
feet  by  thirty-one)  t  near  the  end  of  which  there  is  an  altar  with  a 
cupola  over  it:  on  one  fide  of  the  altar  is  the  dormitory  for  boys, 
and  on  the  other  the  infirmary ;  and  all  together  make  the  figure  of  a 
crofs,  which  is  the  form  of  many  hofpitals  in  Italy  and  other  Roman 
Catholic  countries. 

There  were  near  three  hundred  prifoners  in  this  houfe  j  twenty  of 
whom  were  chained  to  two  benches  in  the  dormitory,  but  at  the  fame 
time  employed  in  fpinning,  making  and  mending  clothes.  There  are 
two  or  three  rooms,  adjoining  thofe  in  which  they  work,  occupied  as 
warehoufes.    All  the  prifoners  work  in  irons. 

Hospital.  In  vifiting  the  great  ^^zV^/,  my  expeftations,  which  had  been  too 
■much  raifed  by  the  accounts  of  travellers,  were  difappointed.  Mofl: 
of  the  wards  are  on  the  ground  floor  and  not  lofty,  as  there  are  rooms 
over  them.  They  are  alfo  dirty  and  offenfive>  though  provided  with 
fpacious  drains.  They  have  a  middle  row  of  beds,  and  in  many  of 
the  beds  were  two  perfons  :  but  care  was  taken  to  feparate  the  pati- 
ents in  fevers  from  thofe  who  were  attended  by  furgeons.J 

*  I  THEREFORE  Infert  the  plan  of  this  alfo. 

f  On  each  fide  of  the  hall  are  three  ftone  galleries,  two  feet  eight  inches  wide,  with 
iron  rails.  The  chambers  are  all  numbered,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  ; 
thefe  are  all  fimilar,  nine  feet  two  inches  by  eight  feet  two ;  they  have  one  window  out- 
ward, three  feet  by  two :  and  one  towards  the  great  room,  two  feet  five  inches  by 
one  foot  five  :  they  are  furnifhed  with  a  bed  and  bedding,  a  ftool,  and  a  vault.  In 
the  infirmary,  and  the  dormitory  for  boys,  as  well  as  in  the  great  hall,  there  were 
ftone  finks  and  water  laid  in. 

X  Most  of  the  chirurgical  patients  had  been  wounded  in  fudden  quarrels  or 
afTaults.

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The  hofpital  of  S.  Gio  di  Dio  exhibits  that  cleanlinefs  and  attenti-  Milan 
on,  which  this  fraternity  always  difcovers.  Hospitals. 

In  the  hofpital  for  orphans  called  La  Stella,  the  work  and  bed  rooms 
were  fpacious,  neat  and  agreeable.  There  were  three  hundred  girls 
in  it ;  whofe  employment  was  making  lace  on  round  pillows.  * 

In  the  prifon  at  the  Citadel  of  Turin  there  were  one  hundred  and  Turin 
feventy  in  irons  j  fome  had  the  half-chain,  others  were  chained  two  Citadel. 
and  two  together.  Thefe  prifoners  continue  always  unemployed,  till 
they  are  fent  to  the  galleys  at  Villa-Franca.  Their  unhealthy  counte- 
nances plainly  fliewerl  rhe  litHe  attention  paid  to  them. — In  this 
prifon  there  was  a  chamber  for  convalefcents,  who  not  being  fit  for 
labour,  are  continued  here  forty  days  before  they  are  fent  to  the  galleys. 

In  the  great  hofpital  of  San.  Giovanni  there  were  a  multitude  of  old  Hospitals. 
men  and  women,  whofe  apartments  had  a  very  improper  communi- 
cation with  the  wards  of  the  fick  and  dying. 

In  the  hofpital  of  La  Carita,  there  were  about  two  thoufand  inha- 
bitants, moftly  boys  and  girls. 

Here  alfo  is  an  hofpital  for  hinaticks,  where  with  pain,  I  faw 
wards  crowded  with  beds,  and  in  fome  of  them  miferable  creatures 
chained  and  raving. 
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At  Chamberry  I  found  that  the  falutary  pra£lice  of  wafhing  the  Cham- 
prifon  was  adopted.    Befides  the  ftated  allowance  of  good  bread,  the 

*  I  wished  them  a  more  healthy  employment,  and  that  they  had  ufed  the  fquare 
pillows  oi  Flanders ;  for  conftantly  ftooping  muft  be  prejudicial.  Such  as  are  thus 
employed  are  generally  of  a  pale  and  fickly  complexion.. 

prifoners 
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Cham-     prifoners  are  often  fupplied  with  bread  and  foup,  and  in  winter  with 

BERRY. 

clothes  and  coverlids,  by  a  charitable  fociety  of  ladies.  In  one  of  the 
rooms  I  faw  chains ;  but  was  told  they  had  not  been  ufed  fince  the 
walls  had  been  built  high.  A  difnaal  torture  chamber,  into  which 
day-light  never  enters,  makes  a  part  of  this  prifon. 

Geneva.  -^-T  Geneva  I  revifited  the  prifon  which  was  formerly  the  bifhop's 
palace.  There  were  in  it  two  debtors,  and  five  other  prifoners  j  to 
whom  great  attention  was  paid,  as  they  were  then  laying  new  floors, 
left  the  rooms  ftiould  be  damp  and  injurious  to  their  health,  * 

In  the  houfe  of  correSiion  there  were  no  prifoners. 
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In  entering  Switzerland  from  Geneva,  a  traveller  will  be  furpri- 
fed  to  meet  frequently  with  a  gibbet  on  the  road,  if  he  be  not  in- 
formed that  almoft  every  feigneurie  or  bailiwick  has  a  prifon,  and 
poflefles  the  power  of  trying  criminals  and  capitally  conviding  them. 
I  vifited  one  of  thefe  prifons.    It  belonged  to  Mr.  Baron  de  Frangins, 

*I  HOPED  to  have  found  here  no  torture  chambers,  but  I  had  only  the  pleafure 
to  hear  that  none  had  fufFered  in  them  thefe  twenty  five  years.  They  are  thus  re- 
ftrained  by  the  thirty  fecond  article  in  the  Reglement  de  Villufire  Mediation  pour  la  pa- 
cification des  troubles  de  la  Republique  de  Geneve,  publifhed  in  1738,  '■^  Les  accufes  et 
^-  criminels  ne  pourront  etre  appliques  a  la  ^efiion  ou  Torture,  que  prealablement  ils  tCayent 
"  ete par  jugement  definitif,  condamnts  a  mort.'*

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and  confided  of  four  rooms  at  the  top  of  his  caftle.  *  It  was  empty  : 
and  this  is  commonly  the  cafe  with  the  prifons  in  this  country,  in 
confequence  of  the  virtuous  education  and  induftryof  the  inhabitants. 

At  Freyhurg  there  v>?ere  no  prifoners  except  a  few  in  the  houfe  of  Freyburg. 
corre<fi;ion.    The  men  convidls  are  employed  abroad  in  cleaning  the 
ftreets,  &c. 

There  were  none  confined  in  all  the  prifons  at  Bern,  except  in  the  Bern. 
two  houfes  of  correflion.  In  that  for  the.  city,  the  men  and  women 
were  fpinning.  In  the  other,  called  the  Scallenhaus,  there  were  a 
hundred  men  and  forty-one  women,  who  v/ere  in  feparate  apart- 
ments, and  three  diff^erent  rooms  affigned  to  each  fex  according  to 
their  different  crimes  and  the  terms  for  which  they  were  condemned,  f 
They  were  all  employed  either  in  the  houfe  or  abroad,  except  fifteen, 
who  feemed  miferable  for  want  of  employment.  J 

*  I  OBSERVED  the  fame  thing  at  the  caftle  in  the  ifle  of  Gorgona  in  Italy,  where 
were  two  rooms  at  the  top  of  the  building  for  prifons.  This  is  different  from  the 
ancient  cruel  mode  of  confining  prifoners  in  pits  and  dnngeons  of  caftles. 

f  An  old  keeper  having  left  the  door  of  one  of  the  men's  wards  unlocked,  twelve 
prifoners  forced  the  outer  door  and  walked  off.  The  people,  who  happened  to  fee 
them,  fufFering  them  to  pafs,  becaufe  they  fuppofed  they  were  going  to  work  in  the 
ftreets.  When  four  or  five  of  them  fome  time  after  were,  retaken  and  carried  to  their 
old  lodgings,  the  magiftrates  ordered  that  they  fhould  not  be  punijhed,  confidering  that 
every  one  muft  be  defirous  of  gaining  liberty.  As  they  had  not  been  guilty  of  affault 
or  violence  in  making  their  efcape,  the  punifhment  fell  on  the  keeper  for  his  negligence. 

X  Where  the  crimes  are  of  fuch  a  nature  as  to  allow  or  require  indulgence,  it  fhould 
be  given  them  by  fhortening  their  term  of  confinement,  or  in  fome  other  way,  inftead 
of  allowing  them  to  be  idle.  I  have  feen  this  falfe  indulgence  to  prifoners  in  feveral 
places.

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Bern  Some  of  the  women  were  employed  in  fpinning.   I  faw  them  bring 

House       in  their  week's  work,  and  after  it  was  examined,  receive  twenty-feven

CoRREc-     pounds  of  flax  for  the  following  week.    At  that  time  fome  of  the 
'^^°^*       town's  people  came  and  purchafed  the  flax  that  had  been  fpun,  and 
paid  for  it  to  an  infpe5ior  who  lives  near  the  prifon. 

As  the  employment  of  the  male  convi6ts  out  of  doors  is  here 
fomewhat  fimilar  to  that  at  Milan,  I  give  a  reprefentation  of  it  from 
a  draught  taken  by  a  painter  in  this  cityj  I  have  alfo  given  a 
view  of  the  employment  of  the  women,  though  I  deteft  the  cuf- 
tom  of  daily  expofing  that  fex  to  fuch  ignominy  and  feverity,  unlefs 
when  they  are  totally  abandoned,  and  have  lofl-  all  the  fofter 
feelings  of  their  fex.* 

Zurich.  At  Zurich  there  is  a  prifon,  fituated  in  the  middle  of  the  river, 
for  capital  crimes,  -f-  and  a  houje  of  correSlion.  In  the  latter,  which 
is  convenient  and  fpacious,  there  were  about  fixty  prifoners.  Nine- 

*  Will  it  need  an  apology  if  the  mode  of  publifhing  the  djjize  of  bread  in  this 
City  be  juft  mentioned  ?  It  is  better  than  that  at  Vienna  and  feveral  other  cities.  In 
the  middle  of  the  window  of  e'very  baker's  fhop  is  hung  up  in  full  vie-iv,  the  bill  on 
pafteboard,  fpecifying  the  weight  and  price  of  three  different  forts  of  bread,  and,  at 
the  bottom,  that  of  the  fine  rolls.  The  bills  are  figned  by  the  magittrates'  fecretary. 
If  the  price  continues  the  fame  the  following  month,  the  fecretary  notes  it  on  all  the 
bills.  I  copied  one  of  thefe  bills,  and  purchafed  the  different  forts  of  bread,  which 
I  found  to  be  full,  or  rather  over  weight. 

The  firfl  room  was  for  examination;  in  It  were 
five  difierent  weights  for  torture,  and  if  we  may  depend  on  tradition,  the  heavieft,  which 
is  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  was  ufed  in  torturing  a  burgomafler  of  this  city. 

teen 
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teen  of  the  men  worked  abroad  for  the,  citizens,  who  paid  them  for 
their  work,  but  not  fo  much  as  other  labourers.  The  reft  were 
Ipinning  within  doors  or  working  at  fome  trade.  I  obferved  one 
woman  colouring  botanical  prints.  They  have  a  chapel  in  which 
they  attend  divine  fervice,  and  are  catechifed  every  friday.  Three 
times  a  day,  fuch  of  them  as  do  not  work  abroad  walk  under  arcades 
in  a  large  fquare  court,  during  which  time,  by  the  advice  of  one  of 
the  phyficians  in  this  city,  their  rooms  are  thoroughly  aired,  the  doors 
and  windows  being  throvv'n  open.  They  have  good  bedding  j  and 
they  are  well  fupplied  with  bread  and  foup  every  day,  but  no  meat. 

The  prifoners  on  entrance  have  the  houfe  clothes,  and  their  own 
are  hung  up,  with  their  names,  and  the  time  of  their  commitment, 
noted  upon  them. 

There  were  no  prifoners  at  Schaffhaufen,  except  three  in  the  houfe 
of  correSlion. 

From  Switzerland  I  returned  into  Germany^  to  vifit  fome  prifons 
which  I  had  not  feen,  particularly  thofe  in  the  free  or  imperial  Cities. 

GERMANY. 

XT  Augfburg^  the  prifon  is  on  the  fide  of  a  hill,  at  the  back  of  Augsburg. 
the  town-houfe.    It  confifts  of  many  cachots  or  fmall  rooms  on  three 
different  floors.  There  is  one  for  examination,  and  there  are  two  for  the 
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Augsburg,  engines  of  torture.*  The  condemned  are  brought  three  days  before 
their  execution  into  two  light  roonns,  which  open  into  a  Roman 
catholic  chapel :  where,  however,  if  a  prifoner  be  a  proteftant,  a 
Lutheran  minifter  is  permitted  to  attend  him. 

The  hoiije  of  correBton  confifts  of  buildings  on  two  fides  of  a 
Ipacious  court ;  one  fide  for  thofe  of  the  Roman  catholic  religion, 
and  the  other  for  proteflants,  with  a  chapel  for  each.  The  rooms 
were  all  clean,  and  are  white-wafhed  every  year.  Oppofite  to  the 
front  windows  in  moft  of  the  rooms,  were  high  windows,  of  a  femi- 
circular  form,  which  were  defigned  for  promoting  a  circulation  of  air. 

Munich.  At  Munich  or  Munchen  there  are  two  prifons  for  criminals.  One 
in  the  town-houfe  had  in  it  fix  men  and  two  women  prifoners.f  In 
a  dark  damp  dungeon  down  feventeen  fteps  were  the  inftruments  of 
torture. 

The  other,  called  Ld  Prijon  de  la  Cour,  confifted  of  about  fifteen 
cells,  twelve  feet  by  feven,  and  a  black  torture-room.  J 

In 

*  There  are  alfo  two  dark  dungeons  for  fuch  as  have  been  convided  of  witch- 
craft: but  they  are  in  a  very  ruinous  condition,  and  feem  to  have  been  a  long  time 
without  inhabitants. 

•f  Once  a  year,  viz.  on  All-faints  day,  any  perfons  are  permitted  to  enter  and 
fee  the  prifon.  There  is  a  cullom  fimilar  to  this  in  Holland,  at  the  Fair  and  other 
fixed  times. 

\  In  this  room  there  is  a  table  covered  with  Wack  cloth  and  fringe.  Six  chairs 
for  the  magillrates  and  fecretaries  covered  alfo  with  black  cloth,  are  elevated  two  fieps 

above 
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In  the  houje  of  correction  were  about  forty  men  and  thirty  women  ;  Munich. 
fome  weaving  wide  cloth,  but  moft  of  them  fpnning.    The  keeper  or- 
dered his  fervant  to  attend  me  with  charcoal  and  frankincenfe  j  a 
certain  fign  of  negligence  and  inattention,  which  the  countenances  of 
the  prifoners  confirmed. 

I  WAS  agreeably  relieved  from  the  pain  excited  by  thefe  fcenes.  Hospitals. 
with  the  view  of  the  two  hofpitals  of  Les  Freres  and  Les  Sosurs  de 
CharitL  In  the  former  were  about  forty  beds  ;  in  the  latter,  twenty  : 
the  wards  were  about  twenty-fix  feet  wide.  All  was  neat  and  clean, 
ftill  and  quiet ;  and  the  great  attention  paid  to  the  patients  was  every 
where  apparent.  I  faw  the  operation  of  bleeding  performed  by  the 
mns  with  great  dexterity  and  tendernefs.  Over  the  foot  of  each  bed 
a  text  of  fcripture  was  infcribed,  as  in  fome  Italian  hofpitals. 

The  prifon  at  Ratijbon  or  Regenjhurg  is  in  the  town-houfe.  Many  Ratisbon. 
of  the  chambers  are  airy,  and  moft  of  them  have  ftoves.    There  are 


above  the  floor  and  painted  black.  Various  engines  of  torture,  fome  of  which  are 
ftained  with  blood,  hang  round  the  room.  When  the  criminals  fuffer,  the  candles 
are  lighted  ;  for  the  windows  are  fhut  clofe,  to  prevent  their  cries  being  heard  abroad. 
Two  crucifixes  are  prefented  to  the  view  of  the  unhappy  obje£ls.  But  it  is  too  (hock- 
ing to  relate  their  different  modes  of  cruelty.    Even  women  are  not  fpared.  This 

room  feems  very  much  like  the  torture-room  in  Spain,  defcribed  in  LimhcrcU's  Hijlory  of 
the  Inquijition  tranflated  by  Chandler,  vol.  II.  p.  221,  4to.  edit.  "It  was  a  large  under- 
"  ground  room,  arched,  and  the  walls  covered  with  black  hangings.  The  candle- 
"  Hicks  were  faftened  to  the  wall,  and  the  whole  room  enlightned  with  candles  placed 
"  in  them. — The  inquifitor  and  notary  fat  at  a  table,  fo  that  the  place  feemed  as  the 
"  very  manfion  of  death,  every  thing  appearing  fo  terrible  and  awful."

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Ratisbon.  no  dungeons,  but  three  dark  cellars  for  torture,  at  which  two  fena- 
torsj  their  fecretary,  and  the  hangman  with  his  valets  affift.  Ar  Mn^ 
nich  and  fome  other  places,  a  furgeon  alfo  attends  i  but  I  heard  of  no 
fuch  cuftom  here. 

At  the  back  of  the  orphan-houfe  is  the  houje  of  corre5lion,  in 
which  were  only  two  women. 

NuREN-  At  Nurenburg  t\vtfrifon  is  under  the  town-houfe'.  There  are  fif- 
teen  fteps  down  to  the  goaler's  kitchen.  The  apertures  for  admitting 
light  into  the  paffages  of  the  dungeons  are  level  with  the  ground. 
This  is  one  of  the  word  prifons  I  ever  faw.  The  dark  unhealthy 
dungeons,  and  the  difmal  torture-chamber,*  do  no  honour  to  the 
magiftracy  of  this  city. — The  goaler  makes  ufe  of  a  low  trick  to  pre- 
vent the  efcape  of  his  prifoners,  by  terrifying  them  with  the  appre- 
henfions  of  falling  under  the  power  of  witches,  f 

In  one  of  the  city-towers  in  which  lunatics  are  confined,  there  are 
three  or  four  rooms  for  criminals  of  higher  rank. 

•  In  this  chamber  on  the  wall  is  infcribed  a  gingling  verfe,  which  I  here  infert, 
as  perhaps  no  traveller  but  myfelf  has  ever  feen  it :

f  In  feveral  of  the  German  gaols  there  are  dungeons  for  thofe  that  are  guilty  of 
witchcraft,  but  they  feem  to  have  been  long  difufed  :  and  I  hope  increafing  light 
and  good  fenfe  will  foon  intirely  banifti  fears  of  witches,  and  cenfequently  the 
nmtches  themfelves.

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The  pnfoners  in  t\\&  houfe  of  corre£lton^  were  employed  in  grinding  Nuren-

ipeftacle-glafles.  The  furplus  of  what  they  earn  above  forty  creutzers 
ox  eighteen  pence  a  week  each,  they  are  allowed  for  themfelves.f  Some 
of  the  women  were  working  gold  and  filver  lace  on  cufhions. 

At  Schwalachy  in  the  margraviate  of  Anfpach,  is  a  large  houfe  of  Schwa- 
correSliorii  in  which  were  ninety-three  prifoners.    Some  men  here  alfo  s-'^'^"' 
were  grinding  glaffes  in  two  large  rooms,  and  others,  in  different  a- 
partments,  were  employed  in  polifhing  fteel  buttons  for  clothes,  wire- 
drawing, and  making  fpinning  wheels  :  and  I  was  informed  that 
twelve  were  at  work  on  the  road.    The  women  were  fpinning. 

This  houfe  was  clean  and  v/ell  regulated.  The  goaler  readily 
fupplied  me  with  a  book  containing  an  account  of  the  regulations, 
&c.  J  in  which  are  fome  liberal  and  fenfible  remarks  that  appear  worth 
tranfcribing.

-)-  The  rrien  grind  feven  glaffes  in  each  hand.  Some  grind  four  hundred  in  a  week, 
by  which  they  earn  fifty-two  creutzers  at  thirteen  for  a  hundred,  and  confequently  each 
earns  for  himfelf  twelve  creutzers  a  week. 

That  this  is  a  very  unhealthy  bufinefs  is  evident  from  the  countenances  of  thofe 
whom  I  faw  thus  employed,  and  from  the  difagreeable  fenfations  I  always  received 
from  the  duft  in  the  rooms  where  they  were  grinding.  The  medical  gentlemen 
prefcribe  bleeding  and  phyfick  to  thefe  perfons,  two  or  three  times  a  year.

The  greatefl:  attention  to  cleanlinefs  is  inculcated  j  bathing  rooms 
are  provided  for  the  prifoners  j  and  the  expenfe  of  wajhing  for  them 
is  reckoned  an  object  not  to  be  regarded. 

The  necefllty  for  ftck  wards  for  both  fexes  is  pointed  out. 

It  is  remarked,  "  to  be  a  very  falfe  notion,  that  a  man  who  lives  upon 
bread  and  water  can  work  hard  and  be  kept  in  health  accordingly, 
as  will  be  feen  in  the  table  fubjoined,  a  daily  allowance  of  hot  proviji- 
ons  is  ordered  for  the  criminals. 

It  is  mentioned  as  an  eflential  point  in  order  to  preferve  order  and 
prevent  abufes,  "  that  one  of  the  city  magijirates  fhould  every  week  in 
rotation  vifit  the  houfe,  and  clofely  infpect  every  thing  relative  to  its 
management." 

Such  prifoners  as  have  been  publickly  whipped  are  called  infamesy 
and  are  ditlinguiflied  from  the  reft,  by  having  a  particular  place  ap- 
propriated to  them  in  the  chapel,  and  by  being  made  the  laft  in  re- 
ceiving the  facrament.  The  chaplain  refides  in  the  houfe.  The 
account  of  the  daily  allowance*  to  the  prifoners  was  hung  up  in  the 
dining  room.

For  thofe  who  are  put  to  flight  labour  the  diet  is  fimilar,  except  that  each  has  only 
a  pound  and  half  of  bread  daily,  and  no  butter  or  beer  :  and  on  Mondays  and  Friday 
they  have  frumenty  gruel,  inllead  of  dumplings.

employed  in  fawing  without  doors  j  but  in  winter,  they  work  in 
rooms :  for  were  they  to  attempt  this  work  abroad,  a  fudden  froft 
might  endanger  the  materials,  but  would  certainly  render  it  impoffible 
to  ufe  the  faw.  The  pale  countenances  of  the  prifoners  were  a  fign 
that  their  work  was  laborious,  and  that  the  keeper  had  the  whole 
profit. 

The  women  were  fpinning  worfted,  and  appeared  obje£bs  of  com- 
paffion.  Their  dirty  rooms,  fickly  looks,  and  cutaneous  complaints, 
evidently  befpoke  inattention  and  negleft.* 

WuRTs-  In  the  houfe  of  corredlion  at  JVurtJburg  were  fifty-four  men  and 
thirty- fix  women,  employed  in  a  well-regulated  woollen  manufadory. 
In  one  part  of  the  houfe  they  were  fpinning;  in  another,  picking  and 
carding  wool;  and  in  another,  weaving  wide  cloth  for  the  foldiers,f  and 
alfo  flocking  and  waiftcoat-pieces. — The  women  were  all  fpinning  or 
carding  in  one  large  room.    As  their  Ipinning  was  of  various  kinds.

Here,  and  at  mofl:  houfes  of  this  fort,  are  large  looms  (fix  feet  feven  inches 
wide)  and  two  perfons  work  at  each  loom.  In  a  warehoufe,  the  manufafturer 
(for  all  fuch  houfes  have  a  manufafturer)  fliewed  me  feveral  pieces  of  cloth  for  the 
under  officers,  the  artillery,  the  foldiers,  and  the  hofpital  or  poor-houfe.

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there  was  a  room  with  cupboards,  where  each  perfon's  work  was  laid  Wurts-

up  feparately.    Thetafl<:  for  each  man  or  woman  was  eight  creutzersy  , 
or  three  pence  half-peny,  a  day.    Here  is  a  Roman  catholic  chapel, 
and  the  prieft:  lives  in  the  houfe.^ 

At  Francfort  (on  the  Maine)  there  are  five  prifons.    One  is  for  Franc- 
debtors,  where  I  found  only  three,  who  were  alimented  at  ten  creutzers, 
about  four  pence,  a  day,  payable  by  their  creditors. 

The  prifon  called  Ld  'tour  de  Ste.  Catharine  was  empty.  Here  is 
a  light  room,  to  which  criminals  are  generally  brought  from 
the  great  guard  prifon,  juft  before  their  execution.  The  men  are 
hanged,  and  the  women  beheaded ;  but  executions  are  very  rare  in 
this  city. 

In  the  houfe  of  correBion  (near  the  work-houfe)  were  three  pri- 
foners,  two  women  and  a  man.  The  man  was  at  work  with  two 
or  three  others  in  the  court,  beating  to  powder  a  porous  ftone,  which 
is  worked  up  with  water,  and  makes,  when  dry,  a  hard  cement  or 
coat  of  plafter.    The  two  women  were  employed  in  the  work-houfe. 

In  the  tower  at  Cologn  there  were  no  prifoners  either  for  debt  or  for  Cologn. 
capital  offences.    In  this  and  many  other  cities,  the  magiftrates  will 
not  permit  a  debtor  who  has  no  effects  to  be  confined.    This  city  has 
not  the  power  of  executing  criminals,  but  when  they  are  condemned 
they  are  delivered  up  to  an  high  officer  of  the  elector's,  and  confined  in  a

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CoLOGN.     dungeon  in  his  houfe.    I  faw  one  thus  confined  when  I  was  here  three 
^       years  ago. 

In  the  houfe  of  ccrre5iion,  the  men  were  beating  ftone  to  powder  v/ith 
fmall  wooden  mallets,  as  is  pradtifed  at  Francfort, — The  women  were 
fpinning,  or  knitting  ftockings. 

Aix-LA-        The  great  prifon  at  Aix-larChafelle  was  unoccupied. 
Chapelle. 

In  the  guard  prifon  near  the  Maifon  de  Vtlle  there  were  two 
prifoners  one  of  whom  was  a  very  old  man  with  irons  on  his  hand, 
who  was  confined  on  fufpicion,  and  had  twice  fufFered  the  torture  to 
force  a  difcovery  of  his  confederates. 

Executions  are  not  frequent  in  this  city.*  Citizens  are  always 
executed  by  decollation,  which  is  performed  by  the  broad  fword,  as  at 
Hamburgh,  Bern,  &c.  and  not  by  a  machine,  as  in  fome  parts  of 
Italy  i  nor  by  the  axe,  as  in  England,  Denmark,  &c. 

Liege.  The  two  prifons  (diflinguifhed  by  the  names  of  the  old  and  the 
neiv)  near  ha  Porte  de  St.  Leonard  in  Liege,  are  on  the  ramparts. — In 
two  rooms  of  the  old  prifon  I  faw  fix  cages  made  very  ftrong  with 
iron,-}-  four  of  which  were  empty,  Thefe  were  difmal  places  of  con- 
finement ;  but  I  foon  found  worfe.  In  defcending  deep  below  ground 
from  the  gaoler's  apartments,  I  heard  the  moans  of  the  miferable

wretches 
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wretches  in  the  dark  dungeons.  The  fides  and  roof  were  all 
ftone.  In  wet  weather,  water  from  the  fojjcs  gets  into  them, 
and  has  greatly  damaged  the  floors.  Each  of  them  had  two  fmall 
apertures,  one  for  admitting  air,  and  the  other,  with  a  fliutter 
over  it  ftrongly  bolted,  for  putting  in  food  for  the  prifoners.  One 
dungeon  larger  than  the  reft  was  appropriated  to  the  fick.  In 
looking  into  this,  with  a  candle,  I  difcovered  a  chimney,  and  felt 
fome  furprize  at  this  little  efcape  of  humanity  from  the  men  who  con- 
ftrudled  thefe  cells. 

The  dungeons  in  the  new  prifon  are  abodes  of  mifery  ftill  more 
fiiocking ;  and  confinement  in  them  fo  overpowers  human  nature,  as 
fometimes  irrecoverably  to  take  away  the  fenfes.  I  heard  the  cries  of 
the  diftradted  as  I  went  down  to  them.  One  woman,  however,  I  faw, 
who  (as  I  was  told)  had  fuftained  this  horrid  confinement  forty-feven 
years  without  becoming  djftrafled. 

The  cries  of  the  fufferers  in  the  torture-chamber  may  be  heard  by 
pafifengers  without,  and  guards  are  placed  to  prevent  them  from  flop- 
ping and  liftening.  A  phyfician  and  furgeon  always  attend  when  the 
torture  is  applied ;  and  on  a  fignal  given  by  a  bell,  the  gaoler  brings 
in  wine,  vinegar  and  water,  to  prevent  the  fufferers  from  expiring. — 
*'  l!he  tender  mercies  of  the  wicked  are  cruel  "  Thus  in  the  Spanijh  in- 
quifition,  the  phyfician  and  furgeon  attend  to  determine  the  utmofli 
extremity  of  fuffering  without  expiring  under  the  torture.* 

I  WILL  only  add,^  that  in  this  prifon  there  are  rooms  appropriated 
to  prifoners  en  fenfion  j  that  is,  to  fuch  as  are  confined  by  the  magif-

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X-ifcE.  trates,  at  the  defire  of  their  parents,  guardians  or  relations.  A 
Ihocking  pradlice  !  which  prevails  alfo  in  fome  of  the  neighbouring 
countries. 

In  the  Mai/on  de  Force  there  were  ninety  prifoners,  ranged  in  four 
rooms,  and  employed  in  a  woollen  manufactory  of  linings  for  foldiers 
clothes.  Perfons  live  in  the  houfe  who  well  underftand  the  bufinefs, 
and  inftruft  the  prifoners  in  forting,  carding,  fpinning,  twifting  and 
weaving.  None  of  them  were  in  irons.  All  had  feparate  beds,  and 
were  fupplied  with  good  rye  bread, — meat  three  times  a  v/eek, — 
two  quarts  of  beer,  for  each,  every  day, — and  foup  every  other  day.*

A  T  Brussels  I  revifited  the  prifon  Ld  Porte  de  Halki  which  confifts 
of  twenty-four  chambers,  diftinguilhed  by  the  twenty-four  letters  of 
the  alphabet,  and  each  prifoner  had  a  feparate  room. 

The  houfe  of  correSiion  is  an  old  building,  and  the  prifoners  are  foon 
to  be  removed  to  that  at  Vilforde.    They  are  all  employed ;  for  at 

*  The  chaplain,  who  lives  in  the  houfe,  favoured  me  with  his  company  through  the 
work-rooms,  lodging-rooms,  and  the  refeftory.  He  entered  into  the  true  fpirit  of 
this  inftitution,  and  lamented  the  inconvenience  of  the  houfej  as  not  being  built  for 
thepurpofe  to  which  it  is  applied.  He  took  notice  of  the  propriety  of  folitary  con^ 
finement  for  thofe  that  were  riotous  and  refraftory  at  their  firft  coming ;  for  generally, 
he  faid,  *'  in  four  or  five  days  they  would  become  very  tradable  and  fubmiflive."

prefent  they  have  a  careful  and  attentive  keeper.  Some  tailors  and  Brussels. 
fhoe-makers  were  at  work ;  but  moft  of  the  men  were  occupied  in 
the  nnanufadure  of  paper-hangings  j  carving  the  moulds,  grinding 
the  colours,  and  ftaining  the  paper.  The  women  prifoners  were  en- 
tirely feparated  from  the  men,  and  were  employed  in  making  lace. 
All  the  prifoners  have  clean  linen  every  week. 

At  Ghent  I  went  over  the  houje  of  correSiiony  or  LdMaifon  de  Force,  Ghent. 
with  one  of  the  magiftrates,  and  found  that  they  were  ftill  carrying 
on  a  well-regulated  manufadory.  There  were  two  hundred  and 
eighty  men  prifoners,  and  one  hundred,  and  feventeen  women.  Thefe 
latter  had  on  the  houfe  clothes,  and  were  at  work.  Moft  of  them 
were  fpinning  or  knitting,  ranged  in  proper  order,  attentive  and 
quiet.  I  was  informed  that  all  the  prifoners  are  allowed  one  fifth  of 
their  earnings  for  themfelves.  I  brought  home  fpecimens  of  the 
clothy  as  I  did  of  the  paper  from  Brujfels ;  which  I  mention,  becaufe 
I  know  an  idea  has  prevailed,  that  no  manufafture  can  be  carried  on 
by  convi£ls  to  any  valuable  purpofe. 

In  the  prifon  at  Antwerp  there  are  two  rooms  for  citizens  j  and  Antwerp, 
up  flairs  there  is  a  cage,  about  fix  feet  and  a  half  fquare,  into  which 
criminals  are  put  before  the  torture. — A  criminal,  while  he  fuffers 
the  torture,  is  cloathed  in  a  long  ftiirt,  has  his  eyes  bound,  and  a 
phyfician  and  furgeon  attend  him :  and  when  a  confeffion  is  forced 
from  him,  and  wine  has  been  given  him,  he  is  required  to  fign  his 
confeffion;  and  about  forty-eight  hours  afterwards  he  is  executed. 

In  a  fmall  dungeon  is  a  ftone  feat  like  fome  I  have  feen  in  old 
prifon  towers,  in  which  it  is  faid  that  formerly  prifoners  were  Juffo- 
cated  by  brimjlone,  when  their  families  wilhed  to  avoid  the  difgrace 

of 
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Antwerp,  of  a  public  execution.  No  perfon  here  remembers  an  inftance  of 
this  kind  ;  but  about  thirty  years  ago  there  was  a  private  execution 
in  the  prifon. — In  this  prifon  there  were  only  two  prifoners. 

House  The  river  runs  under  the  Houfe  of  correSlion.    At  the  entrance,  on

CoRREc-     one  fide  are  the  keeper's  apartments ;  on  the  other,  the  warehoufe  and 
^  the  room  for  the  magiftrates.*    On  three  fides  of  a  paved  court  there 

are  thirteen  cells  for  the  meHi  and  over  them  are  the  rooms  for  the 
women.  On  one  fide  of  the  court  are  the  young  women  who  are 
put  in  by  their  parents  or  relations ;  and  on  the  other,  the  criminals. 

*  All  the  men  were  employed  in  fpinning  cotton,  fo  were  fome  of 

the  women,  and  the  reft  in  making  lace.  A  pound  of  cotton  at  a  time 
is  delivered  to  each ;  for  fpinning  which,  thirteen  fous  f  are  paid. 
I  found,  by  the  books,  that  at  firft  coming,  fome  did  not  earn  more 
than  feven  or  eight  foUs  in  a  week,  but  foon  after  they  earned  from 
twelve  to  fourteen.  Rye  bread  (to  the  value  of  half  a  ftiver  each 
meal)  and  water,  is  their  allowance  j  and  whatever  they  have  more 
than  this,  they  are  required  to  pay  for  out  of  their  earnings.  They 
are  obliged  to  put  on  clean  linen  every  week,  towards  wafiiing  which 
each  pays  a  Jous.  The  ftoves  are  heated  twice  a  day,  and  candles  and 
lamps  are  provided,  at  the  expenfe  of  the  magiftrates. 

There  ate  three  rooms  for  the  ungovernable.  One  of  them  has  a 
floor  made  of  triangular  pieces  of  wood  a  few  inches  afunder.  The 
prifoner  is  chained  in  fuch  a  manner  in  the  middle  of  this  floor,  that 
he  can  move  but  a  few  fteps  j  and  being  allowed  no  fhoes,  whether

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he  ftands  or  lies  down,  he  muft  be  in  a  very  uneafy  pofture. — This  Antwerp 
room .  therefore  is  dreaded  by  the  pri.foners.    The  other  rooms  are  ^^p^^ 
abodes  fo  dark  and  folitary  as  to  be  ahnoft  equally  dreadful.  Correc- 

The  men  are  never  fufFered  to  go  out,  except  on  Sundays  and  other 
holidays,  when  they  go  to  the  chapel,  in  which  they  have  feats  below. 
The  women  fit  in  a  gallery  with  a  lattice  of  wood  before  them.  Here, 
and  alfo  in  the  prifon,  a  table  of  regulations  is  hung  up,  which  is  read 
in  public  by  the  chaplain  the  firfi  Sunday  after  the  entrance  of  every 
prifoner. — Thefe  regulations  confift  of  thirty-fix  articles,  from  which 
I  have  taken  the  following  extrads. 

The  prifoners  muft  be  fubmifiive  to  the  keeper  and  to  his  wife ; 
and  if  they  think  themfelves  injured,  muft  complain  to  the  regents. 
— The  times  fixed  for  rifing  are,  at  half  after  fix  in  the  morning  from 
December  ifl  to  February  15th,  and  all  the  reft  of  the  year  at  five, 
or  half  after  five ;  but  on  Sundays  and  holidays  at  fix. — The  times  of 
meals  are  fixed  at  feven,  twelve,  and  feven. — The  prifoners  are  al- 
lowed, at  their  own  expenfe,  at  breakfaft  a  pint  of  tea ;  and  at  dinner 
foup  or  broth,  or  a  pint  of  tea  or  fmall  beer,  and  at  fupper  the  fame 
quantity  of  tea  or  beer ;  and  on  Sundays  and  other  holidays  a  certain 
quantity  of  boiled  meat:  and  every  week,  a  pound  of  butter,  and 
fruit  to  the  value  of  half  a  Jliver.* — Every  day  the  keeper  is  obliged 
to  prepare  two  forts  of  foup  or  broth,  and  at  feven  in-  the  morning  to 
give  the  prifoners  their  choice  of  either  fort,  or  none. — After  fervice 
on  Sundays,  the  men  are  permitted  to  walk  in  the  court,  and  the 
women  in  the  gallery  half  an  hour,  under  the  inlpeftion  of  the  keeper 
and  officers. — They  forfeit  half  a  ftiver,  every  time  they  curfe  or 
fwear,  or  make  a  difturbance  in  the  chapel ;  and  alfo  every  time  they 
are  not  up  in  half  an  hour  after  they  are  awaked  by  the  keeper,  and 
for  every  hour  they  fleep  longer. — If  they  perfift  in  infulting  the

their  fellow-prifoners,  they  are  ordered  to  forfeit  a  /chilling,  and  to  be 
puniflied  at  the  difcretion  of  the  regents  :  who  are  likewife  empower- 
ed to  make  fuch  alterations  as  they  think  proper  in  the  rules  and  in 
cafe  of  ficknefs  or  old  age  to  give  indulgences  to  the  prifoners,  with 
refpefl  to  their  diet,  times  of  rifing,  &c. 

Lille.  At  Lille,  Ld  Prifon  Royale  is  under  no  proper  regulation.  And 
the  unhealthy  countenances  of  the  prifoners  at  the  citadel,  intimate  the 
pernicious  effefts  of  lying  in  damp  rooms,  under  the  fortifications.* 

The  two  hofpitals  Ld  Comtejfe  and  St.  Sauveur  are  lofty  buildings, 
deCgned  only  for  the  admiflion  of  men  \  for  in  this  city  there  are  no 
hofpitals  for  fick  women.^  The  patients  are  diftinguilhed  into  three 
forts,  viz.  wounded — very  fick — and  recovering :  they  have  different 
wards  affigned  them  accordingly.  Every  patient  has  a  bed  to  him- 
felf.  Here  cleanlinefs  is  the  agreeable  effedt  of  the  great  attention 
given  to  the  patients  by  the  Nuns.  J

f  L'HopiTAL  General  indeed  admits  both  faxes,  but  that  is  on  a  difFerent- 
foundation,  and  is  fomewhat  fimilar  to  the  houfes  of  induftry  in  Suffolk,  Norfolk,  and 
the  IJle  of  V/ight. 

X  When  a  fick  perfon  arrives  at  either  of  thefe  hofpitals,  his  bed  is  immediately 
fhewed  him.  Then  one  of  the  fillers  brings  warm  water,  wafhes  his  feet,  and  dries' 
them,  and  ki/Tes  one  foot.  Another  brings  clean  Iheets  and  a  clean  towel.  A  man- 
fervant  makes  and  warms  the  bed,  and  the  patient  goes  direftly  into  it. 

FRANCE. 
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A  T  Amiens  are  two  prifons ;  one  for  Les  Bourgeois  et  La  Libertinage ;  Amiens, 
the  other,  Ld  Conciergerie. -^In  the  town-houfe  I  faw  great  numbers 
attending  the  trial  of  a  woman  for  confining  her  fon.  He  was  then 
about  thirty-two  years  of  age,  and  had  been  confined  fixteen  years, 
with  a  feverity  which  had  almoft  deprived  him  of  his  intelle6ls.  The 
profecution  was  carried  on  by  his  father's  relations,  who  had  been 
long  folicitous  for  his  releafe. 

At  Paris  is  L'Abbaye,  a  prifon  for  the  military  or  guards,  and  Paris. 
for  fuch  debtors  as  are  of  rank. — In  the  debtors  rooms,  a  partition  of 
lath  and  plafter  detached  from  the  brick-wall,  is  an  expedient  to  pre- 
vent efcapes.  For  if  the  fmallefl:  perforation  be  made  in  the  parti- 
tion, it  is  immediately  difcovered,  by  the  mortar  falling  between 
that  and  the  wall  into  the  keeper's  court,  through  the  aperture  which 
was  left  for  that  purpofe. 

I  REVISITED  the  other  prifons  here. — The  exemplary  charity  efta- 
blifhed  for  giving  clean  linen  to  prifoners  is  of  great  utility,  and  well 
conducted.  The  fupplies  are  regularly  brought  to  the  prifons  every 
Saturday. 

The  infirmaries  are  fupported  by  charitable  contributions :  a  de- 
cent old  prifoner  is  chofen  to  be  keeper  j  and  the  turnkey  of  the 
women's  wards  having  lefs  to  do  than  others,  has  the  immediate  care 
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Paris.  of  them.  The  phyfician  and  furgeons  are  appointed  and  paid  by 
govcrnnnent :  but  the  fuel,  broth,  drugs,  linen,  and  all  neceflaries, 
are  amply  fupplied  by  the  charity. 

Prisoners  are  not  properly  feparated.  Though  one  turnkey 
walks  in  the  court  to  prevent  combinations,  yet  it  is  difficult  to  keep 
fuch  as  become  king's  evidence  apart  from  the  reft  and  the  gaoler 
o(  Le  Petit  Chatelet  was  obliged  to  fit  up  a  feparate  room  for  that 
purpofe.^ 

In  this  country,  when  prifoners  have  received  their  liberty  from 
the  king,  or  their  creditors,  they  cannot  be  detained  a  moment  for 
fees,  hire  of  rooms,  debts  contradted  in  prifon,  or  on  any  pretence 
whatever. 

A  PRISONER  of  rank,  a  very  fenfible  man,  to  whom  I  was  fpeaking 
concerning  gaolers,  faid,  "  They  pay  nothing  to  the  crown,  and 
their  revenue  is  not  fmali  at  the  Conciergerie,  it  is  about  fifteen 
thoufand  livres ;  at  the  Grand  Chatelet^  twenty  thoufand  j  at  Fort 
*'  L'Eveque,  twenty  thoufand ;  at  the  Petit  Chatelet,  twelve  thoufand  j 
"  at  UAbbaye,  ten  thoufand.  And  all  things  confidered,"  he  added, 
"  prifoners  have  no  juft  reafon  to  complain  of  this  clafs  of  men  in 
"  France. "  . 

The  nomination  of  a  gaoler  belongs  to  the  magiftrates.  When 
he  has  been  nominated,  he  is  propofed'to  the  Procureur  general;  and 
if,  after  a  careful  enquiry  into  his  character,  it  appears  that  he  has 
the  reputation  of  a  man  of  probity,  he  is  fixed  in  the  office,  and  takes 
an  oath  of  fidelity.  The  office  is  freely  given  him  without  any  ex- 
penfe  whatever. 

In 
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In  the  Sal  Fetriere^  or  great  hofpital,  there  were  but  few  of  the  Parjs. 
female  convids  employed. 

I  WAS  two  mornings  at  the  Bicetre,  where  I  faw  in  the  two  halls  Bicetre. 
above  two  hundred  prifoners.    Such  a  number  confined  together  in 
idlenefs,  muft  produce  a  great  corruption  of  manners.    Many  at 
their  unhappy  end  have  afcribed  their  ruin  to  the  flagitious  exam- 
ples they  have  here  feen,  and  the  inftrudtions  here  given  them. 

The  French  now  feem  to  be  fenfible  of  the  bad  police  of  confining 
perlbns  here  in  idlenefs ;  for  within  the  two  lafl:  years  they  have  fet 
fome  of  their  prifoners  to  work.  In  one  room  I  faw  thirty-fix  em- 
ployed in  polifhing  plate  glafi^es  :  and  they  are  erecting  a  mill  for 
grinding  corn,  which  is  to  be  worked  by  fixteen  men  at  a  time. 

There  were  fixty-three  in  the  infirmary,  moft  of  them  ill  of  the 
Jcorbut.  They  contraft  this  diftemper  in  a  year  or  tv/o  from  their  con- 
finement, which  is  extremely  clofe,  fince  they  are  never  fuffered  to  go 
out  of  their  rooms.  Many  lofe  the  uie  of  their  limbs  by  it.  I  faw  le- 
veral  fuch  miferable  objefts  at  St.  Louis'?,  hofpital,  where  they  are 
often  admitted  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  at  the  Bicetre. 

At  the  gate  of  St.JSernard  is  the  prifon  for  thofe  who  are  con-  Gai.lev 
demned  to  the  galleys:  there  were  only  fifteen  prifoners,  who  were 
chained  two  and  two  together.  Their  daily  allowance  is  one  pound 
and  a  half  of  good  bread,  and  half  a  pound  of  meat,  and  foup.  On 
meagre  dz.y%  they  are  allowed  peafe  in  their  foup.  On  their  journey 
they  have  daily  two  pounds  of  bread,  half  a  pound  of  meat,  a  pint 
of  wine,  and  about  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  cheefe,  or  eggs. — They 
are  fent  from  hence  to  Alarjeilles,  1'oulon,  Brejl,  &c.  on  the  25th  of 
May  and  the  lOth  of  Septemjber,  and  are  joined  by  many  other  con- 
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Paris.      vI6l:s  from  the  provinces.    I  was  informed  that  in  May  1778,  one 
hundred  and  fixty-three  went  off  from  this  prifon. 

Hospitals.  L'Hopital  de  St.  Louis  for  the  fick,  and  UHotel  de  Dieu,  are 
indeed  the  two  worft  hofpitals  that  I  ever  vifited.  They  were  fo 
crowded,  that  I  have  frequently  feen  four  or  five  in  one  bed,  fome  of 
them  dying.  In  one  of  my  vifits  at  L' Hotel  de  Dieu^  I  obferved  the 
number  of  patients  written  up  to  be  three  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
fifty-five.* 

But  though  thefe  two  hofpitals  are  abominable,  and  'a  difgrace 
to  Paris,  it  has  many  other  charitable  foundations  which  do  ho- 
nour to  it  J  and  from  which  this  country  may  derive  ufeful  inform- 
ation.— This  is  a  fubjeft  foreign  to  my  chief  purpofe,  and  I  have 
perhaps  already  enlarged  too  much  upon  it.  I  cannot  help,  how- 
ever, juft  mentioning  a  few  of  thefe  foundations. 

In  the  Hopital  de  Id  Pitie  there  were  about  one  thoufand  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty  boys,  who  are  clothed,  and  taught  to  read,  fpin, 
&c.  Thefe  boys  are  admitted  at  about  four  years  of  age,  and  put 
out  apprentices  at  thirteen  or  fourteen. 

L'Hopital  des  Incurables  is  defigned  for  the  aged,  infirm,  and 
diftorted,  who  are  here  clothed  in  a  neat  uniform,  the  men  in  gray, 
and  the  women  in  black.    The  Nuns  attend  upon  them. 

Le  Quinze  Vingt  Hopital  is  appropriated  to  blind  perfons, 

•  Over  one  of  the  gates  of  this  hofpital  is  the  following  infcriptlon,  which,  from 
its  application  to  fuch  a  place,  has  an  air  of  ridicule  and  even  of  profanenefs.  '

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UVLovii: des petites  Maifons  et  des  Injenfez  is  fituated  in  a  fpa-  Paris. 
cious  garden  or  court,  containing  a  number  of  fmall  houfes  for  the  aged 
and  infirm  of  both  fexes,  and  a  hofpital  for  the  infane.  Here  are  alfo. 
infirmaries  for  the  fick,  which  the  Nuns  kindly  fuperintend.  The 
neatnefs  and  cleanlinefs  I  obferved  in  them  gave  me  fuch  pleafure  as 
engaged  me  to  repeat  my  vifit.  Each  perfon  of  the  infane  has  a  fe- 
parate  room    and  they  alfo  are  taken  care  of  by  the  good  fillers. 

In  my  laft  tour  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  procure  an  extremely  Bastille. 
-fcarce  pamphlet,  publiflied  in  1774,  written  by  a  perfon  who  had  long 
been  confined  in  the  Bajlille.  It  is  reckoned  to  contain  the  beft  account 
ever  made  public  of  this  celebrated  ftrufture  5  and  the  fale  of  it  is 
forbidden  in  France,  on  the  fevered  penalties.  I  have  copied  from,  it 
the  moft  material  circumftances  of  the  defcription,  and  have  added 
the  plate  given  in  the  work. 

The  Baftille  is  a  ftate  prifon,  confifting  of  eight  very  ftrong 
towers,  furrounded  with  a  foffe  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet 
wide,  and  a  wall  fixty  feet  high.  The  entrance  is  at  the  end  of  the 
flreet  of  St.  Antoine,  by  a  draw-bridge,  and  great  gates  into  the 
court  of  V  Hotel  du  Gouvernement,  and  from  thence  over  another 
draw-bridge  to  the  corps  de  garde,  which  is  feparated  by  a  ftrong 
barrier  conftrufted  with  beams  plated  with  iron,  from  the  great 
court.  This  court  is  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  by  eighty.  In  it 
is  a  fountain ;  and  fix  of  the  towers  furround  it,  which  are  united  by 
walls  of  free-ftone  ten  feet  thick  up  to  the  top.  At  the  bottom  of 
this  court  is  a  large  modern  corps  delogis,  which  feparates  it  from  the 
court  du  Puits.  This  court  is  fifty  feet  by  twenty-five.  Contiguous 
to  it,  are  the  other  two  towers.  On  the  top  of  the  towers  is  a  plat- 
form 
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Bastille,  form  continued  in  terraces,  on  which  the  prifoners  are  fometimes 
permitted  to  walk,  attended  by  a  guard.  On  this  platfornn  are  thir- 
teen cannons  mounted,  which  are  difcharged  on  days  of  rejoicing. 
In  the  corps  de  logis  is  the  council  chamber,  and  the  kitchen,  offices, 
&c.  above  thefe  are  rooms  for  prifoners  of  diftindlion,  and  over  the 
council  chamber  the  king's  lieutenant  refides.  In  the  court  du  Putts 
is  a  large  well  for  the  ufe  of  the  kitchen. 

"  The  dungeons  of  the  tower  de  Liherte  extend  under  the  kitchen, 
&c.  Near  that  tower  is  a  fmall  chapel  on  the  ground  floor.  In  the 
wall  of  it  are  five  nitches  or  clofets,  in  which  prifoners  are  put  one 
by  one  to  hear  mafs,  where  they  can  neither  fee  nor  be  feen. 

"  The  dungeons  at  the  bottom  of  the  towers  exhale  the  moft 
offenfive  fcents,  and  are  the  receptacles  of  toads,  rats,  and  other 
kinds  of  vermin.  In  the  corner  of  each  is  a  camp-bed,  made  of 
planks  laid  on  iron  bars  that  are  fixed  to  the  walls,  and  the  prifoners 
are  allowed  fome  ftraw  to  lay  on  the  beds.  Thefe  dens  are  dark, 
having  no  windows,  but  openings  into  the  ditch :  they  have  double 
doors,  the  inner  ones  plated  with  iron,  with  large  bolts  and  locks. 

"  Of  the  five  clafTes  of  chambers,  the  moft  horrid  next  to  the  dun- 
geons are  thofe  in  which  are  cages  of  iron.  There  are  three  of  them. 
They  are  formed  of  beams  with  ftrong  plates  of  iron,  and  are  each 
eight  feet  by  fix. 

"  The  CalotteSy  chambers  at  the  top  of  the  towers,  are  fomewhat 
more  tolerable.  They  are  formed  of  eight  arcades  of  free-ftone. 
Here  one  cannot  walk  but  in  the  middle  of  the  room.  There  is 
hardly  fufficient  fpace  for  a  bed  from  one  arcade  to  another.  The 
windows,  being  in  walls  ten  feet  thick,  and  having  iron  grates  within 
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and  without,  admit  but  little  light.  In  thefe  rooms  the  heat  is  ex-  Bastille. 
ceflive  in  fummer,  and  the  cold  in  winter.    They  have  ftoves. 

"  Almost  all  the  other  rooms  (of  the  towers)  are  o6lagons, 
about  twenty  feet  in  diameter,  and  from  fourteen  to  fifteen  high. 
They  are  very  cold  and  damp.  Each  is  furnifhed  with  a  bed  of 
green  ferge,  &c.  All  the  chambers  are  numbered.  The  prifoners 
are  called  by  the  name  of  their  tower  joined  to  the  number  of  their 
room. 

"  A  SURGEON  and  three  chaplains  refide  in  the  caftle.  If  prifoners 
of  note  are  dangeroufly  ill,  they  are  generally  removed,  that  they 
may  not  die  in  this  prifon. — The  prifoners  who  die  there  are  buried 
in  the  parifli  of  St.  Paul,  under  the  name  of  domeftics. 

"  A  LIBRARY  was  founded  by  a  prifoner  who  was  a  foreigner,  and 
died  in  the  Bajiille  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  century.  Some  pri- 
foners obtain  permiffion  to  have  the  ufe  of  it. 

"  One  of  the  centinels  on  the  infide  of  the  caftle  rings  a  bell  every 
hour,  day  and  night,  to  give  notice  that  they  are  awake  :  and  on  the 
rounds  on  the  outfide  of  the  caftle  they  ring  every  quarter  of  an 
hour." 

In  inferting  fo  particular  an  account  of  this  place,  my  principal 
intention  is  to  excite  in  my  readers  a  ftrong  deteftation  of  defpo- 
tifm,  and  a  love  for  the  laws  which  are  the  foundation  of  our 
liberty. 

At  Ld  Prifon  Royale,  or  the  new  prifon,  at  St,  Omer's,  the  daily  St,  Omer's. 
allowance  is  a  pound  and  a  half  of  bread,  and  foup.    The  prifoners 

M  have 
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St.  Omer's.   have  clean  linen  every  week,  which  is  the  only  reafon  why  I  mention 
this  prifon. 

Dunkirk.       In  the  prifon  at  Dunkirk,  the  French  prifoners  were  in  two  or  three 
rooms  by  themfelves. 

English  Here  I  found  many  of  my  countrymen  prifoners  of  war.  In  five 
RisoNERs.  y^^j^g  there  were  a  hundred  and  thirty-three, — captainSy  mates,  pajf- 
engers  and  common  failors  all .  crowded  together, — who  lay  on  ftraw 
with  one  coverlid  for  every  three  perfons.  In  three  other  rooms 
there  were  thirteen  accommodated  in  a  better  manner,^  becaufe  moft 
of  them  were  ranfomers,*  and  capable  of  paying  fix  Jous  a.  night  for 
their  beds.  The  court  was  fmall,  being  only  forty-two  feet  by 
twenty-fix;  nor  was  there  fufficient  plenty  of  water.  The  bread, 
beer,  and  foup  were  good,  and  the  beef  tolerable.f  Each  room  was 
fupplied  with  two  fmall  faggots  a  day  for  firing.  The  fick  (of 
whom  there  were  only  three)  were  taken  to  the  military  hofpital, 
and  great  attention  was  paid  to  them.  The  regulations  were  hung  up 
in  Englijh  \  and  French,

RULES  to  be  obferved  by  all  Prifoners  of  War  in  the  Kingdom  of  France. 

ARTICLE  I, 

T  HE  orders  given  by  the  commiffary  of  the  marines  encharged  with  the  care  of 
the  prifoners  are  to  be  llriftly  complied  with  unargued  and  undifputed.    None  of  the

provifions 

prlfoners  ftiall  infult,  threaten  or  abufe,  much  lefs  ftrike  the  turnkey,  nor  any  of 
thofe  appointed  to  do  bufinefs  in  the  prifon,  under  the  penalty  of  incurring  fuch 
punifliment  as  fliall  be  ordered  by  the  commilTary  of  the  marines,  and  of  lofing  turn 
of  being  exchanged  ;  nay  further  they  ihall  be  clofe  confined  and  deprived  of  one  half 
of  their  food  or  pittance. 

ART.  II. 

All  and  every  prifoner,  when  the  commiffary  makes  review,  fhall  anfwer  to  their 
name  or  names,  and  if  in  the  lilt  delivered  to  the  commilTary  there  be  found  any  error, 
they  fhall  point  it  out,  that  it  may  be  reftified,  in  order  to  prevent  the  confufion  that 
might  refult  from  miftaking  of  names. 

ART.  III. 

All  prifoners  that  lhall  refufe  to  anfwer  to  their  names  at  the  review,  lhall  be 
puniflied  by  being  deprived  of  their  food  till  fuch  time  as  they  fubmit  to  the  call. 

ART.  IV. 

If  there  happen  any  damage  to  the  place  where  the  prifoners  are  kept,  whether  it 
be  with  intent  to  make  an  efcape,  or  otherwife  purpofely  and  wilfully  committed, 
the  expenfe  for  repairing  fuch  damage  lhall  be  paid  out  of  the  food  of  thofe  that  are 
found  guilty  of  the  infringement,  and  if  there  be  no  means  of  difcovering  the  guilty 
perfons,  aU  the  prifoners  ftiall  contribute  an  equal  lliare  out  of  their  food  to  the 
charges  of  fuch  repair. 

ART.  v. 

Whoever  after  efcape  from  his  prifon  is  retaken,  fhall  be  fhut  in  a  dungeon,  and 
lhall  be  Hinted  to  half  his  pittance  of  food,  till  he  has  by  this  confinement  fatisfied  for 
the  expenfes  made  for  feizing  and  bringing  him  back  to  gaol,  and  fhall  lofe  his  turn 
of  exchange  befides.  A  fea-oflicer  thus  contravening,  fhall  from  that  moment  be 
looked  upon  and  treated  as  a  common  failor. 

ART.  VI. 

It  is  forbidden  to  fight,  quarrel  or  make  any  riot  in  the  prifons  or  places  where 
the  prifoners  are  allowed  to  take  the  air,  under  pain  of  incurring  fuch  punifhment  as 
the  offence  may  require.

ART.  VII. 

The  prifons  lhall  be  kept  clean  and  neat  by  the  failors,  every  man  in  his  turn  as 
Ihall  be  regulated,  and  whatever  failor  lhall  refufe  this  fervice  in  his  turn,  his  food 
lhall  be  withheld  from  him  till  he  fubmit  to  it. 

ART.  VIII. 

The  prifoners  are  to  inform  die  commi/Tary  of  the  clothes  or  other  necelTaries  they 
may  want,  and  can  pay  for,  and  the  commiffary  lhall  not  only  allow  them  to  be  pro- 
vided with  fuch  things,  but  lhall  alfo  take  care  they  be  not  irapofed  upon  in  the  price. 

ART.  IX. 

In  every  prifon  the  prifoners  may  appoint  three  or  five  of  themfelves,  and  change 
them  at  their  pleafure,  in  order  to  infped  their  vidluals  and  fee  if  they  be  good,  and 
if  they  have  their  lhare  or  portion  whether  in  weight  or  meafure  according  to  the 
following  viftualling  table  ;  and  if  there  arife  any  reafon  for  complaint,  either  of 
dreffing,  ferving  them  up,  or  otherwife,  they  are  with  decency  to  apprife  the  com- 
mifl'ary  of  it,  who  finding  fuch  complaint  well  grounded  lhall  give  immediate  redrefs 
and  do  them  juftice. 

ART.  X. 

It  lhall  be  allowed  to  tradefmen  or  fellers  of  ware  (except  fuch  as  deal  in  things 
that  are  not  fit  to  be  fold  to  prifoners)  to  wait  at  the  great  gate  of  the  prifons  from 
ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  till  three  in  the  afternoon,  in  order  to  fell  their  ware  to 
fuch  prifoners  as  have  wherewithal  to  pay  for  them  on  the  fpot. 

art.  XI. 

Whatever  prifoner  lhall  dare  by  this  means  to  take  or  bring  in  ftrong  liquors  or 
other  things  that  are  not  fit  for  prifoners,  or  lhall  receive  or  deliver  any  letter,  lhall 
be  punilhed  for  the  abufe  he  has  made  of  this  facility. 

A  TABLE 
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EngUpj  prifoners.     Seventeen  failors  lay  in  one  room*  on  flraw,  Calais. 
without  coverlids  i  a  few  had  not  even  ftraw  :  on  my  complaining  of  English 
this  to  the  Commijfary,  he  faid,  he  would  fend  to  St.  Omers  for  ^'^oner. 
coverlids.    After  informing  him  farther,  that  I  had  found  captains, 
fajfengers  and  mates  confined  in  France,  but  that  I  fuppofed  perfons 
of  this  defcription  in  England  were  on  their  parole  of  honour ;  he  re- 
plied, and  defired  I  would  note  it  down,  that     2l  parole  could  not 
"  be  granted  without  fecurity  j  a  hundred  guineas  for  captains.

Prisoners.  _ 

tains.  On  the  fecond  day  of  my  being  there,  the  rules  (the  fame  with 
thofe  at  Dunkirk)  were  hung  up,  both  within  and  without  this  prifon. 

Many  of  the  prifoners  in  this  and  other  prifons  had  no  change  of 
linen,  and  fome  were  almofl:  entirely  deftitute  of  clothes,  being  the 
crews  of  veffels  fhipwrecked  in  the  great  ftorm  of  Dec.  31,  1778. 

I  FOUND  twenty-fix  of  our  people  in  a  fpacious  ward  in  the  mili- 
tary hofpital,  to  whom  great  attention  was  paid.  Each  had  a  bed 
and  flieets :  and  their  bread  and  meat  were  good.  But  moft  of  them 
having  a  diforder  which  did  not  break  their  fpirits,  they  would  have 
been  better  pleafed  if  their  allowance  had  been  equal  to  that  in  the 
prifon. 


FRENCH    PRISONERS    in  ENGLAND. 


French 


HEN  I  vifited  my  countrymen  confined  as  prifoners  of  war  in 


France,  fome  of  the  Commijfaries  and  other  gentlemen  informed  me, 
that  they  had  received  great  complaints  from  the  French  prifoners  in 
England.  On  my  return  in  January  1779,  I  waited  on  the  Com- 
mijfioners  of  the  fick  and  wounded  feamen,  and  gave  them  an  account 
of  the  Englijh  prifoners  in  France,  and  of  my  intention  to  vifit  the 
French  prifoners.  In  order  to  aflifl:  me  in  this  bufinefs,  they  very  readily 
and  kindly  favoured  me  with  letters  to  their  agents  at  feveral  prifons. 

Having 
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Having  determined  to  take  another  general  view  of  EngliJIo  French 
prifons,  to  fee  what  improvements  had  been  made,  in  confequence 
of  two  late  a(5ls  of  parliament,*  and  of  the  charges  given  by  the  Judges 
in  their  circuits  to  the  grand  juries,  I  chofe  to  begin  my  tour  in  thofe 
parts  where  moft  of  the  French  prifoners  were  confined  j  and  of  them> 
therefore,  I  flaall  firft  give  fome  account. 

In  the  MtU-prifon  near  Plymouthy  Feb.  3,  i779>  there  were  three  Plymovth, 
hundred  and  ninety-two  French  prifoners.  The  wards  and  courts  in 
which  they  were  confined,  are  not  fo  fpacious  as  thofe  appropriated  to 
the  American  prifoners,  nor  were  they  fo  well  accommodated  with 
provifions.  The  hofpital,  which  had  fifty  patients  in  it,  was  dirty 
and  oflfenfive,  and  I  found  there  only  three  pair  of  fheets  in  ufe. — 
Here  a  new  prifon  was  building. 

In  the  fhip  Cambridge  there  were  three  hundred  and  ninety-fix 
prifoners ;  and  the  next  day,  two  hundred  and  fifty  more  were  coming 
in.  The  bread  was  heavy,  and  the  meat  bad ;  and  too  little  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  the  fick.  An  hofpital  fhip,  called  the  'Tiger,  was 
fitting  up  for  an  infirmary.f 

At  Brijioly  in  a  prifon  which  had  been  a  pottery,  there  were  a  Bristol. 
hundred  and  fifty-one  French  prifoners,  Feb.  9,  1779.  wards 
were  more  fpacious  and  lefs  crowded  than  thofe  of  the  prifon  near

building  in  Mill-prifon  was  finifhed.  The  wards  in  this  new  hofpital  will  be  too  low 
and  clofe. 

Plymouth^ 
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Bristol.  Plymouth.  There  were  two  day  rooms,  in  which  many  fhoemakers, 
French  tailors,  &c.  were  at  work:  an  advantage  which  the  prifoners  at 
Plymouth  defired,  but  could  not  obtain. — The  bread  was  good. — There 
being  no  infirmary,  the  fick  were  attended  and  viftualled  at  a  fmall 
houfe  near  the  prifon,  where  feven  fliillings  a  week  was  paid  for  each 
patient.   There  were  five  in  that  houfe,  in  a  dirty  and  offenfive  room. 

There  were  one  thoufand  and  fixty-two  confined  in  the  prifon  at 
Winchefter^  March  2,  1779.  The  wards  are  lofty  and  fpacious. 
The  meat  and  beer  were  good  :  but  the  bread  (being  made  with 
leaven  and  mixed  with  rye)  was  not  fo  good  as  that  at  Briflol. — If  two 
or  three  of  the  rooms  were  tobeufed  as  work-rooms,  the  health  of  the 
prifoners  would  be  promoted,  and  they  would  not  be  indolently  lying 
in  their  hammocks  in  the  day-time ;  as  I  obferved  they  were,  both 
here  and  at  Mill-fri/on. 

Several  prifoners  were  confined  here  in  the  dark  hole. — Forty 
days  confinement  on  half  allowance,  in  order  to  pay  ten  Ihillings  to 
thofe  that  apprehend  them  after  efcapes,  feems  to  be  too  fevere  a 
punifhment.  On  fuch  occafions,  the  obfervation  of  the  worthy  magif- 
ftrates  at  Bern  always  occurs  to  my  mind,  "  that  every  one  mull  be 
"  defirous  of  obtaining  liberty." 

The  hofpital  wards  here  are  lofty,  and  upwards  of  twenty  feet  wide. 
Each  patient  had  a  cradle,  bedding  and  fheets  j  and  the  furgeon  paid 
them  great  attention.* 

*  Mr.  Smith  the  agent  alfo  was  afliduous  In  his  department.  He  mentioned  to  me, 
that  he  thought  it  would  be  an  advantage  if  one  of  their  priefts  (two  of  whom  were  at 
a  little  diltance  on  their  parole)  were  permitted  to  attend  the  prifoners.  This,  he 
faid,  would  be  the  means  of  comforting  fome,  ofaweing  others,  and  of  giving  infor- 
mation whenever  there  was  any  jujl  reafon  for  complaints. 


Winches- 
ter. 
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In  a  prifon  not  very  convenient  at  Forton  near  Go/port,  there  v/ere  Forton. 
a  hundred  and  feventy-feven  French  ^x\(ontrs,  March  2,  1779-  On  French 
that  day  the  meat  was  very  bad,  and  had  been  killed,  as  the  butcher's 
fervant  faid,  that  morning :  but  it  was  returned,  and  Mr.  Newjham 
the  agent  procured  them  good  meat  inftead  of  it. — Mod  of  the  fix 
pound  loaves  wanted  weight.  I  faw  the  bread  weighed  for  a  hundred 
and  forty-two  prifoners,  and  obferved  a  deficiency  of  three  pounds. — 
The  ftraw,  by  long  ufe,  was  turned  to  dufi;  in  the  mattreffes,  and 
many  of  them  here,  and  at  other  places,  had  been  emptied  to  clear 
them  of  vermin.  The  floors  of  the  bed-rooms  and  hofpitals  could 
not  but  be  dirty  and  ofi^enfive,  the  boards  having  been  laid  rough.  I 
took  notice  of  this  kind  of  bad  policy  in  all  the  floors  of  the  new 
prifon  which  was  then  building  here,  and  almoft  finifhed. 

The  regulations  are  in  the  French  language,  and  are  the  fame  with 
thofe  publifhed  laft  war.  They  are  evidently  the  original  from  which  » 
thofe  printed  in  page  90  are  tranflated.  For  the  fake  of  greater  accu- 
racy, they  will  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  book.  I  was  informed 
both  here  and  at  Winchejler,  that  they  had  been  hung  up,  but  were 
torn  down. — Would  it  not  be  better,  to  paint  them  on  a  board,  which 
fliould  be  faflrened  in  fome  confpicuous  place  in  every  prifon  ? 

On  the  prifoners  complaining  that  the  bread  was  too  light  and 
the  meat  bad,  I  referred  ihem  to  the  ninth  article  of  the  regulations, 
by  which  they  are  diredled  to  apply  to  the  agent,  and  (if  not  re- 
dreflied)  to  the  Commijfioners.  One  of  them  pertinently  replied, 
"  How  is  that  poffible,  when  every  letter  is  examined  by  the  agent?"* 

*  I  COULD  have  wifhed,  that  the  gentlemen  concerned  for  the  American -^xxioxiztSy 
had  extended  their  regards  alfo  to  the  French,  and  by  tlieir  attention  and  vifits  had 
obliged  the  contraHors  to  be  more  careful  in  difcharging  their  duty. 

N  There 
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Deal.  There  is  a  new  temporary  prifon  at  Deal  for  French  prifoners.  It 
French  has  an  airy  and  fpacious  room  below,  and  another  above,  apd  a  large 
RisoNERs.  convenient  kitchen. — The  regulations  were  hung  up,  and  the 

provifions  of  all  forts  were  good.    I  made  my  firft  vifit  (as  1  do 
•always)  without  the  agents  or  contradors,  and  I  had  the  pleafure 
of  hearing  the  prifoners  exprefs  their  fatisfaftion. 

The  prifon  adjoins  to  the  naval  hofpital,  in  which  the  fick  and 
wounded  prifoners  have  the  convenience  of  a  ward,  fimilar  to  that 
which  the  EngUJh  prifoners  have  at  Dunkirk  and  Calais.  There  were 
feventy-three  in  the  prifon,  and  fifteen  in  this  ward,  April  17,  1779. 


Carlisle.  In  the  county  gaol  at  Carlijle^  in  one  large  room  in  the  debtors 
ward,  there  were  twelve  French  prifoners.  May  10,  1779.  They 
were  not  fupplied  with  hammocks,  as  at  Plymouthy  Winchejler,  &c. 
but  lay  on  ftraw  without  coverlids.— Their  allowance,  fix  pence  a  day. 

Pembroke.      On  the  5th  and  6th  of  June  1779,  I  vifited  the  prifons  2X  Pembroke. 

There  were  fif;y-fix  French  prifoners  in  an  old  houfe  adjoining  to 
that  in  which  the  Americans  were  confined.  Mofb  of  them  had  no 
fhoes  or  (lockings,  and  feme  were  alfo  without  fhirts. — They  had  no 
yiftualling  table,  nor  did  they  knov/  what  was  their  allowance. 
There  were  two  or  three  who  had  their  allowance  in  money,  which 
Ihould  have  been  three  (hillings  and  fix  pence  a  week  each  for  their 
aliment,  but  fix  pence  was  dedu(fled. — The  common  men,  befides 
their  allowance,  received  a  penny  a  day  each,  by  order  of  the  French 
court. — They  lay,  in  general,  on  the  boards  without  ftrawj  for  there 
were  but  four  hammocks  in  two  rooms,  each  of  which  contained 
eighteen  prifoners.    Here  was  a  court-yai-d,  but  no  water  or  fewer. 

In 
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In  the  two  rooms  of  the  town  gaol  there  were  twenty  French  pri-  Pembroke. 
foners.  They  had  fome  ftraw,  but  it  had  not  been  changed  for  many  French 
weeks.  Having  no  fupply  of  water  in  the  gaol,  and  not  being  per- 
mitted,  as  they  are  at  the  other  prifon,  to  fetch  water  for  themfelves, 
they  are  often  negleded.  On  Sunday  at  noon,  no  water  had  been 
brought  to  them  from  Friday  evening. — They  walked  in  a  field,  with 
a  guard,  about  an  hour  every  day. — Their  bread  was  tolerable,  but 
their  beer  very  fmall,  and  their  allowance  of  beef  fo  fcanty,  that  they 
preferred  an  allowance  of  cheefe  and  butter. 

At  a  houfe  appropriated  for  an  holpital,  there  were  nine  l^ren'ch 
prifoners,  befides  five  of  the  crew  of  the  CuUoden  man  of  war,  and 
three  Americans.  Thefe  lay  in  three  or  four  rooms  on  Itraw  with 
coverlids,  but  without  flieets,  mattrefles  or  bedfteads. 

Such  obfervations  as  thefe  have  convinced  me,  that  humanity  and 
good  policy  require  that  an  infpeSlor  of  the  prifoners  of  war  fhould  be 
appointed,  who  fliould  be  obliged  to  report  quarterly  their  ftate  as 
to  health,  provifions,  &c. 


At  Chester  Cajile^  Aug.  27,  1779,  there  were  twenty-three  Chester. 
Prench  prifoners  of  war.    They  were  healthy  and  well,  and  made  no 
complaint. 

At  Liverpool,  on  Nov.  30,  1779,  were  five  hundred  and  nine  Liverpool. 
prifoners  of  war,  all  French^  except  fifty-fix  Spaniards^  who  were  kept 
feparate  on  account  of  the  animofities  between  the  two  nations. 
Thefe  were  all  confined  in  four  or  five  rooms  crowded  with  ham- 
mocks three  tier  high  j  but  they  had  a  fpacious  airing  ground. 
There  were  thirty-fix  fick  in  fome  fmall  dirty  rooms  of  a  houfe  at  a 

N  2  diftance 
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LivERp&oL.    diftance  from  the  prifon.    Thefe  had  no  fheets  j  but  much  attention 
French     feemed  to  be  paid  them  by  the  furgeon,  and  they  made  no  complaints. 

At  the  prifon  the  bedding  wanted  regulation.  No  table  of  rules  or 
vidtualling  was  hung  up,  or  ever  had  been.  The  prifoners  rejoiced 
at  the  difcharge  of  the  late  agent;  and  from  the  character  of  the 
frejenty  have  every  reafon  to  expe6l  all  due  attention  and  humanity. 
Their  meat  was  fine  and  good  i  the  beer  good  j  the  bread  heavy. 

Here,  as  well  as  at  all  the  other  places  throughout  the  kingdom 
where  French  prifoners  are  confined,  I  found  that  there  was  an  allow- 
ance from  the  French  court  of  one  penny  per  day  to  all  failors  and 
boys ;  two  pence  to  boatfwains,  carpenters,  &c.  j  and  three  pence  to 
thofe  of  fuperior  rank;  which  is  regularly  paid  them  every  month. 
There  is  befides  a  fupply  from  the  fame  court  of  clothes,  linen,  and 
fhoes  to  thofe  who  are  deftitute  of  thefe  articles  :  a  noble  and  exem- 
plary provifion,  much  to  the  honour  of  thofe  who  at  prefent  condudl 
public  affairs  in  France  !  * 

FRENCH  PRISONERS  in  SCOTLAND. 


Ed  IN-  I  FOUND  in  the  Cajlle  at  Edinburgh,  July  6,  1779,  fixty-four 

BURGH.  Pfgfich  prifoners,  in  two  rooms  formerly  ufed  as  barracks  for  the 
foldiers.  In  one  of  the  rooms  they  lay  on  ftraw,  two  and  two,  in 
boxes  againft  the  wall,  with  two  coverlids  to  each  box :  in  the  other

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room  they  lay  on  mattreffes  in  hammocks. — The  regulations  as  to  Edin- 
burgh. 

diet,  &c.  were  hung  up.    Their  bread  was  excellent,  and  all  other 

French 

provifions  good;  nor  was  there  any  thing  of  which  they  made  com-  Prisoners. 
plaint.—They  received  every  month,  the  allowance  from  the  French 
court. — There  were  fourteen  in  the  hofpital,  which  was  a  houfe  at 
fome  diftance  in  the  city,  where  they  had  bedding  and  Iheets,  and 
great  attention  was  paid  them  by  the  humane  furgeon  and  agent. 

FRENCH  PRISONERS  in  IRELAND. 

On  the  13th  of  July  1779,  there  were  feventy-feven  French  Belfast. 
prifoners  at  Belfafi,  who  had  been  brought  there  the  beginning  of 
May. — There  was  no  table  of  regulations,  and  they  feemed  to  be 
very  much  neglected.  Sixteen  of  them  were  in  the  hofpitvil,  including 
three  attendants.    Many  others  were  fick,  but  in  the  hofpital  there 
was  neither  room  nor  accommodations  for  them. 

At  Dublin,  July  22,  1779,  there  were  twenty-two  prifoners  of  Dublin. 
war,  in  a  good  room  fitted  up  for  a  temporary  prifon.    Their  bread 
and  other  provifions  were  very  good ;  and  they  were  treated  with  all 
the  humanity  and  kindaefs  that  could  be  expeded. 


AMERICAN  PRISONERS. 


In  the  Mill-prifon  near  Plymouth,  there  were  two  hundred  and  Plymouth. 
ninety-eight  ^wmVi?«  prifoners  on  the  jd  of  February  1779.  Their  American 
wards  and  court  were  fpacious  and  convenient,  and  their  bread,  beer, 


and  meat  good.

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FoRTON.        The  Americans  were  equally  well  accommodated  at  Forton  near 

American  Go/port,  where  I  found  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  prifoners,  March  i. 
Prisoners.

The  table  of  regulations  is  almoft  the  fame  v/ith  that  for  the 
French  prifoners.  The  principal  difference  is,  that  in  the  vi£tualling 
table,  the  bread  allowance  is  but  one  pound  a  day. 

Pembroke.  At  Pembroke,  June  5,  1779,  there  were  confined  in  an  old  houfe 
thirty-feven  American  prifoners.  Some  of  them  were  without  fhoes 
and  ftockings. — There  was  no  victualling  table,  or  table  of  regula- 
tions;  nor  did  they  know  what  the  allowance  ordered  by  govern- 
ment  was,  except  only  that  it.  was  the  fame  with  the  allowance  for 
the  Fr-ench  prifoners. — They  lay  on  ftraw  on  the  floor,  and  their  ftraw 
had  not  been  changed  for  fix  or  feven  weeks. — By  liberal  fubfcrip- 
tions,  ample  provifion  has  been  made  for  the  other  American  prifon- 
ers :  I  was  forry  to  find  that  thefe  had  been  entirely  overlooked. 

In  a  houfe  appropriated  for  an  hofpital,  in  which  were  fome 
Englijlmen  and  French  prifoners,  I  found  alfo  three  American  prifoners 
very  poorly  accommodated. 

Before  I  leave  this  fubje6t,  it  will  be  but  juflice  to  mention  the 
care  and  afTiduity  of  the  Commiffioners  of  the fick  and  wounded feameny  ^c. 
in  London,  who  have  themfelves  vifited  many  of  the  prifons  in  England, 
and  difmiffed  fuch  agents  as  had  abufed  their  truft  j  and  who  are 
ready  to  receive  any  information  which  may  be  for  the  benefit  of 
thofe  committed  to  their  infpedion. 


SCOTLAND. 


SCOTLAND. 


It  may  not  be  improper^,  before  I  enter  on  a  particular  account  of  Scotland. 
EngUJh  prifons,  to  mention  what  further  occurred  to  me  worthy  of 
obfervation,  in  a  journey  into  Scotland  and  Ireland  in  the  fummer, 
1779. 

The  prifons  which  I  faw  in  Edinburgh,  GlaJgoWy  Perth,  Sttrling, 
Jedburgh,  Air,  &c.  were  old  buildings,  dirty  and  ofFenfive,  without 
court-yards,  and  alfo  generally  without  water.  They  are  not  vifited 
by  the  magiftrates :  and  the  gaolers  are  allowed  the  free  fale  of  the 
moft  pernicious  liquors. 

If  a  prifoner  for  debt  declares  upon  oath  that  he  has  not  where- 
withal to  maintain  himfelf,  the  creditor  muft  aliment  him  within 
ten  days  after  notice  is  given  for  that  purpofe,  with  at  leaft  three 
pence  a  day,*  but  generally  the  magiftrates  order  fix  pence. — By  the 
prpcefs  of  Cejfio  bonorum,-\  a  debtor  after  being  a  month  in  prifon, 
may  obtain  his  liberty,  and  be  fecured  againft  execution  for  any 
previous  debts,  by  making  a  furrender  of  all  his  efFefts  to  be  divided 
among  his  creditors  :  though  if  he  afterwards  comes  into  better 
circumftances,  his  effeds  may  be  attached  for  the  payment  of  thofe

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debts.  This  compaffionate  law  prevents  a  creditor  putting  his 
debtor  in  prifon,  unlefs  he  has  good  reafon  to  believe  he  is  afting 
fraudulently. 

Perjury  is  not  frequent  in  Scotland.  The  oath,  and  the  form  of 
adminiftering  it,  are  very  folemn.  The  witnefs,  holding  up  his  right 
hand,  repeats  the  following  words  after  the  judge  : — "  By  God  him- 
"  felf,  and  as  you  (hall  anfwer  to  God  at  the  great  day  of  judgment, 
"  you  fliall  declare  the  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  in  fo  far 

as  you  know,  or  Iliall  be  aflced  at  you." — The  depofitions  are  read 
over  by  the  clerk,  and  figned  by  the  witnefTes  and  the  judge.* — It  is 
ena6ted  by  the  aoth  of  George  II.  that  "  the  circuit-courts  fliall  be 
"  regularly  held  twice  in  every  year,  within  that  part  of  Great  Britain 
"  called  Scotland)  and  the  Judges  thereof  fliall  continue  by  the  Ipace 
"  of  fix  days  at  the  leafl:,  at  each  town  or  place  where  the  circuit- 
"  courts  fliall  be  held,  for  the  difpatch  of  bufinefs."t 

There  are  in  Scotland  but  few  prifoners  ;  this  is  partly  owing  to  the 
fliame  and  di%race  annexed  to  imprifonment ;  partly  to  the  folemn 
manner  in  which  oaths  are  adminiftered,  and  trials  and  executions 
conduced ;  and  partly  to  the  general  fobriety  of  manners  produced 
by  the  care  which  parents  and  minifters  take  to  iafl:rudt  the  rifing  ge- 
neration. J

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I  AM  indebted  to  Andrew  Crojhie^  Efq.  for  an  account,  from  the  Scotlanb. 
Clerk  of  the  Jufticiary,  of  the  executions  from  January  1768  to  July 
1779,  which  lhall  be  inferted  in  a  table  at  the  end  of  the  book ;  from 
which  it  will  appear,  that  in  ten  years  and  a  half  there  have  been 
only  thirty-nine  executed,  and  eighteen  pardoned. 

In  Scotland,  executions  are  not  delayed  after  conviftion  or  fen- 
tence  a  delay  which  is  often  equally  injurious  to  the  criminal  and  to 
fociety.  Here,  the  punifliment  of  the  offender  is  made  to  appear 
the  immediate  confequence  of  his  crime.* 

All  criminals  are  tried  out  of  irons ;  and  when  acquitted,  imme- 
diately difcharged  in  open  court.

The  Council  ordains  and  declares  when  any  gentleman  or  other  perfon  fliall  be 
incarcerate  in  the  Tolbooth,  and  fliall  defire  to  have  a  room  in  the  prifon  by  him  or 
herfelf,  fuch  perfons  fliall  be  liable  for  the  conveniency  of  fuch  room  to  pay  to  the  jailor 
ten  fliillings  llerling  weekly  in  place  of  prifon  fees,  or  fuch  as  they  and  the  jailor  fliall 
agree,  but  not  to  exceed  ten  Ihillings. 

That  all  prifoners  lhall  be  liable  to  pay  the  under-keepers,  and  the  woman  who 
cleans  the  houfe,  as  prifoners  were  in  ufe  to  do  before  the  aft  of  council  the  17th  day 
of  July  1728  ;  but  if  any  difpute  fliall  arife  thereanent,  the  magiftrates  for  the  time 
being  fliall  have  the  full  power  of  determining  the  fame.

IRELAND. 

Dublin^  I  WAS  happy  in  finding  at  Dublin  a  new  gaol  {Newgate)  almoft  ready 
for  the  removal  of  the  prifoners  into  more  airy  and  convenient  apart- 
ments, in  which  the  fhocking  intercourfe  of  the  two  fexes  which 
took  place  in  the  old  prifon,  will  be  avoided.  This  new  prifon  is 
one  hundred  and  feventy  feet  in  length,  and  has  feparate  courts  for 
men  and  women.  The  cells  on  the  firft  and  fecond  floors  are  about 
twelve  feet  by  eight,  and  on  the  upper  floor  twelve  by  four,  all 
arched  with  brick,  to  prevent  danger  from  fire.*    Befides  thefe 

Item,.  All  creditors  or  incarcerators  of  prifoners  for  civil  debt  or  otherwife  fllall  be 
free  of  all  fees  to  the  clerk  at  incarceration. 

And  the  council  llatues  and  declares,  that  if  any  fees  fhall  be  demanded  orexaded 
in  time  coming,  by  the  jailor  or  clerk  of  their  Tolbooth,  other  than  thefe  above  fet 
down,  they  iliall  incur  the  deprivation  of  their  refpeftive  offices ;  and  ordain  their 
prefents  to  be  printed  and  publilhed,  that  none  may  pretend  ignorance.

beft  to  convert  the  chapel  at  the  top  of  the  houfe  into  an  infirmary  i 
for  the  fick  rooms  are  too  fi"nall,  and  likely  to  produce  infedtion. 

In  the  men^s  court  there  is  a  pump  which  fupplies  good  water, 
and  I  fuppofe  the  women's  court  will  be  provided  with  another. 
Great  attention  fliould  be  paid  to  air  and  cleanlinefs  in  the  ftair-cafes, 
and  the  narrow  paflages  *  leading  to  the  cells,  to  prevent  them  froin, 
becoming  offenfive  and  infeftious.. 

The  criminals  in  the  gaols  of  Ireland  are  very^  numerous  j  one 
reafon  of  which  may  be,  that  in  this  country  there  are  no  houfes  of 
corredion ;  t  and  another,  that  acquitted  perfons  are  continued  in, 
confinement  till  they  have  difcharged  their  fees  to  the  clerk  of  the 
crown,  or  peace,  the  fherilF,,  gaoler  and  turnkey,  ijl    Even  boys  almoft  ^

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tJuBLiN.  naked,  and  under  the  age  of  twelve,  are  fometimes  confined  two 
years  for  thefe  fees,  though  amounting  to  no  more  than  about  forty 
ftiillings.  How  furprifing  is  it,  that  any  kingdom  can  endure  fuch 
injuflice  !  It  is  a  particular  aggravation  of  it,  that  the  prifoners  thus 
confined  generally  lofe,  at  the  fame  time,  their  allowance  of  bread. 
I  have  heard  that  Mr.  Juftice  Afion  always  ordered  the  acquitted 
prifoners  to  be  difcharged. — Some  boys  were  lately  releafed  from  the 
county  gaol  at  Kilmainham,  paying  half  fees ;  and  others  from 
Newgate,  the  fherifFs  of  Dublin  generoufly  relinquifhing  their  fees. 
But  as  thofe  boys  had  been  affociated  with  the  moft  profligate  and 
abandoned  felons  for  many  months,  I  did  not  in  the  leafl  wonder  to 
find  that  fome  of  them  returned  to  their  former  habitation  in  a  few 
days. 

On  pafTing  this  prifon  frequently,  I  could  not  avoid  obferving 
ofRcers  from  the  recruiting  regiments  waiting  at  the  doors  and  win- 
dows, to  receive  either  the  offenders  who  were  permitted  to  enlift, 
or  any  of  their  affociates.  When  the  excefTive  profligacy  and  daring 
wickednefs  of  this  fet  of  people  is  confulered,  the  moft  melancholy 
apprehenfions  muft  be  entertained,  of  the  dreadful  confequences 
likely  to  refult  from  their  mixture  with  thofe  who  may  have  had  a 
fober  education,  and  have  entered  voluntarily  into  the  fervice  of  tlieir 
country  and  likewife  of  the  danger  to  fociety  in  geileral,  from 
turning  loofe  fuch  a  fet  of  wretches  at  the  clofe  of  a  war. 

Our  prifons  have  alfo  contributed  their  iTiare  towards  re- 

cruiting the  army,  enlifting  being  the  condition  on  which  many  have 
obtained  their  releafe  from  confinement,  or  immunity  from  fome 
other .punifliment;    I  fhall  make  no  farther  remark  on  this  praftice, 

but 
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but  that  if  it  be  a  neceflary  one,  the  legiilatufe  may  feceive  fome  Dublik. 
fatisfadlion  from  the  efFeds  of  their  late  falurary  laws  refpe^ling  the 
health  of  prifoners.    If  this  m.ode  had  been  adopted  while  prifons 
were  in  their  former  ftate,  it  would  have  been  the  occafion  of  carry- 
ing the  moft  fatal  difeafes  into  the  midH  of  our  feamen  and  foldiers. 

There  is  a  new  Marfaalfea  prifon  in  Dublin.  Tfae  firft  ftone  was 
laid,  as  appears  by  the  infcription,  July  3,  1775.  Here  were  about 
lixty  prifoners.— In  the  city  Mar/Jjaljea,  which  is  a  very  old  building, 
there  were  fifty-five  debtors.  Many  debtors  in  this  and  the  other 
prifons,  being  not  alimented,  are  objects  of  compaflTion.  But  the 
moit  needy  of  them  are  relieved  by  the  care  of  a  humane  fociety  at 
Dublin^  iimilar  to  that  called  the  'Thatched-Houje  Society  in  London, — 
Such  focieties  deferve  the  higheft  praife.  I  wifh  however  to  recom- 
mend to  companion  other  prifoners,  v/ho  though  they  feem  to  de- 
ferve affiftance  lefs,  yet  need  it  more,  to  fave  them  from  the  ruin  to 
which  the  bad  ftate  of  the  Irijh  prifons  expofes  them. 

I  AM  fotry  to  mention  the  common  and  pernicious  ufe  of  fpirituous- 
liquors  in  the  MJh  prifons. — In  Ne-wgate^  and  in  the  county  gaols 
that  I  vifited,.  there  were  no  tables  of  fees  hung  up. 

There  is  an  IriJh  att  for  preferving  the  health  of  prifoners,  pafTed 
in  the  17th  and  iBth  of  George  III.  Chap.  XXVIII.  fimilar  to  the 
Englijh  ad*  for  the-fame  purpofe.    But  I  did  not  find  it  "  bung  up  "

In  my  former  work,  ^.  75:>  I  ventured  to  pafs  fome  cenfures  on  the 
ttianagement  of  convi£ts  committed  to  hard  labour  oh  the  Thames  i 
and  in  a  fubfequent  vifit  I  was  niore  convinced  of  the  faults  I  had 
obferved.  The  effedts  of  thefe  became  fo  alarming,  as  to  attraft  the 
notice  of  Parliament.  A  public  enquiry  was  inftituted,  by  which  it 
appeared,  that  from  Auguft  1776,  when  the  convifts  were  firft  put 
on  board  the  vefTels,  to  March  26,  1778^  out  of  fix  hundred  and 

*•  glols  and  prifonii  nKhe're felons  ar'e  ufualiy  confine'd,  to  be  fcfaped  ahd  white-waihedj 
*•  once  in  the  year  at  leaft,  to  be  regularly  waflied  and  kept  clean/'  &c;  whereas  the 
Jrijh  aft  requires  the  fame  precautions  in  the  cells,  wards,  and  rooms  of  gaols  and 
prifons  without  reftriftion  i  for  the  claufe  nuhere  felons  are  ufualiy  confined^'  is  omit^ 
ted.  I  have  known  it  pleaded  as  an  excufe  for  not  whi'te-wafliing  and  keeping  dean 
prifons  in  England  where  only  debtors  or  petty  ofFeriders  have  been  confined^  that 
ihey  were  hot  obliged  to  it  by  the  aft  of  parliament.

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thirty-two  prifoners  who  had  been  received,  one  hundred  and  feventy-  Hulks. 
fix  had  died.  It  is  with  pleafure  that  I  can  now  give  an  account, 
which  will  Ihew  in  a  ftriking  light  the  beneficial  effefls  of  this  parlia- 
mentary interference,  and  the  obligations  the  public  are  under  to  the 
Committee  appointed  on  this  occafion,  and  particularly  to  its  chair- 
man. Sir  Charles  Embury. 

At  my  lafl:  vifit,  Nov.  i6,  1779,  there  were  at  Woolwich^  for  the 
reception  of  convidls,  an  old  India  man,  called  the  Jujiitia  and  a 
frigate,  the  Cenjor.  In  the  former  were  two  hundred  and  fifty-fix ; 
and  in  the  latter,  two  hundred  and  fifty.  That  which  was  firft:  called 
the  Jujiitia^  is  now  converted  into  an  hofpital  fliip,  in  which  were 
twenty  patients. — Another,  called  the  Reception,  was  empty  :  in  this, 
convids  are  examined  by  the  furgeon,  and  continue  four  days,  before 
they  are  fent  eidier  to  the  hulks,  or  to  the  hofpital  fhip.* 

The  prifoners  on  board  the  Jujiitia  looked  healthy  and  well ;  the 
decks  were  clean.  They  had  bedding ;  their  provifions  were  good 
of  the  fort ;  and  there  were  not  any  (as  at  my  former  vifits)  without 
Ihoes  and  fl:ockings. — I  found  the  Cenjor,  below  deck,  cleaner  than 
the  Jujiitia  j  yet,  on  carefully  viewing  the  convi6ts,  they  had  not  fo 
healthy  and  contented  an  afpeft  as  thofe  in  the  other ;  and  a  much 
greater  proportion  of  this  (hip's  company  was  fent  to  the  hofpital. 
This  created  in  me  a  fufpicion  that  fomething  was  wrong.  I  exa- 
mined all  their  provifions,  bedding,  &c.  and  found  that  they  were 
the  fame  as  on  board  the  Jujiitia.  It  would  be  highly  proper  that  a 
table  of  their  fiated  allowance  fliould  be  hung  up,  and  fcales,  weights, 
and  meafures  afligned  them,j-  to  check  the  purfers  who  give  out  their

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provifidn .* — In  the  Hojpital  jfhip,  on  the  two  decks  (one  of  which  is 
for  recovering  patients)  were  twenty-five  cradles  with  beds  fimilar  to 
thofe  in  iht  Royal  Hqfpitals  at  Hajlar  and  Plymouth,  where  all  lie  fingle. 
Of  the  few  who  were  very  fick,  I  found  their  irons  were  off.  The 
cleanlinefs  and  quietnefs  of  the  hofpital  do  ho'nour  to  the  condu6tor. 
It  is  to  be  wifhed  that  the  patients  had  better  nourifhment,  as  that 
in  many  cafes  would  be  more  falutary  than  medical  prefcriptions. 

There  were  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  at  work  in  the  Warren; 
moft  of  them  clothed  in  a  brown  uniform. 

The  fituation  of  thefe  unhappy  people  is  greatly  altered  for  the 
better.  Yet  their  bread  allowance  fhould  be  half  a  pound  more; 
for  one  pound  a  day  is  too  little,  efpecially  for  thofe  who  work, 
although  they  have  an  extra  allowance  of  beer.  There  fliould  alfo 
be  to  each  bed,  in  winter,  an  additional  blanket. 

I  SHALL  take  the  liberty  here  to  fubjoin  a  few  additional  remarks  on 
the  Gaol  fever ;  in  which,  if  I  fhall  appear  to  have  invaded  the 
province  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  faculty,  I  hope  to  be  pardoned, 
from  the  confideration  that  my  experience  in  this  matter  may  in  fome 
relpefl  fupply  my  want  of  other  means  of  knowledge. 

If  it  were  aflced,  what  is  the  caufe  of  the  gaol  fever  ?  it  would  in 
general  be  readily  replied,  "  the  want  of  frefh  air  and  cleanlinefs." 
But  as  I  have  found  in  a  few  prifons  abroad,  cells  and  dungeons  as 
offenfive  and  dirty  as  any  I  have  obferved  in  this  country,  where, 
however,  this  diflemper  was  unknown,  I  am  obliged  to  look  out  for

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fome  additional  caufe  for  Its  produftion.    I  am  of  opinion,  that  the  Gaol

fudden  change  of  diet  and  lodging  fo  afFedls  the  fpirits  of  new  convidts, 

that  the  general  caufes  of  putrid  fevers  exert  an  immediate  effefb  upon 

them.    Hence  it  is  common  to  fee  them  ficken  and  die  in  a  fliorc 

time,  with  very  little  apparent  illnefs.    Convidts  are  generally  flout 

robuft  young  men,  who  have  been  accuftomed  to  free  diet,  tolerable 

lodgings,  and  vigorous  exercife.    Thefe  are  ironed,  and  thruft  into 

clofe  ofFenfive  dungeons,   fome  of  them  without  flraw  or  other 

bedding;  in  which  they  continue,  in  winter,  fixteen  or  eighteen 

hours  out  of  the  twenty-four,  in  utter  ina6livity,  and  immerfed  in 

the  noxious  effluvia  of  their  own  bodies.    On  this  account,  the  gaol 

diftemper  is  always  obferved  to  reign  more  in  our  prifons  during 

winter  than  fummer ;  contrary,  I  prefume,  to  the  nature  of  other 

putrid  difeafes.    Their  diet  is  at  the  fame  time  low  and  fcanty ;  and 

the  powers  of  life  foon  become  incapable  of  refilling  fo  many  caufes  of 

ficknefs  and  defpair. 

After  the  gaol  fever  has  prevailed  in  a  prifon,  nothing,  probably, 
will  be  fo  effeftual  in  deftroying  all  remains  of  infedion,  as  the  mode 
of  fumigation  praftifed  by  the  ingenious  Dr.  Lind  for  infeded  /hips, 
I  fliall  therefore  extrad  fome  of  the  moft  important  particulars  of 
this  procefs  from  the  account  with  which  the  doclor  favoured  me. 

"  Charcoal  fires  fhould  be  lighted  in  the  morning,  and  allowed 
"  to  remain  till  evening,  and  half  a  pound  of  brimftone  thrown  upon 
"  each,  their  fmoke  in  the  mean  time  being  clofely  confined.  They 
"  may  be  made  in  iron  pots. — This  fumigation  fhould  be  repeated 
«  every  day  for  a  fortnight.  Every  evening  after  the  fumigation, 
"  the  ports  and  hatchways  fhould  be  opened,  and  the  infide  of  the 
"  fhip  wafhed  with  warm  vinegar :  and  after  the  laft  fumigation, 
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Gaol       «  before  the  men  return  to  the  fhip,  the  decks  fliould  be  thoroughly

"  fcraped  and  cleaned.    If  the  infedion  has  been  very  violent,  the 

"  parts  of  the  fhip  moft  expofed  to  it  may  alfo  be  white-waflied. — 

"  Every  thing  ragged  and  dirty  fhould  be  deftroyed,  as  alfo  the 

clothes  and  bedding  of  fuch  as  brought  the  infedion  into  the  Ihip, 

**  the  bedding  of  fuch  as  have  died  of  the  fever,  and  unlefs  the  infec- 

"  tion  has  been  very  mild,  the  bedding  of  fuch  as  have  had  the  fever 

though  recovered.    The  remaining  clothes  and  bedding  flaould  be 

purified  by  being  expofed  twice  a  week  to  the  fceams  of  the  brim- 

**  ftone  and  charcoal ;  or  when  the  brimftone  might  be  fuppofed  to 

"  injure  the  clothes,  they  may  be  hung  up  in  a  clofe  place,  expofed 

"  to  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  ftrewed  on  charcoal  fires.    Linens,  and 

fuch  articles  as  will  admit  of  being  wet,  Ihould  after  the  firft 

fumigation  be  fteeped  forfeveral  hours  in  cold  water  or  leys,  be  well 

**  waihed,  and  then  dried  in  the  open  air. — If,  during  the  fortnight 

"  of  this  fumigation,  any  perfon  is  taken  ill  of  the  fever,  the  fortnight 

"  fhould  again  commence  from  the  day  on  which  fuch  perfon  leaves 

"  the  fhip. — Strifl  attention  fhould  be  paid  to  the  cleanlinefs  of  the 

*'  men  both  in  their  perfons  and  apparel :  fuch  as  are  fluggifh  and 

"  dirty  fhould  be  made  to  bathe  and  clean  themfelves;  and  a  fufRcient 

"  quantity  of  flops  fhould  be  ifTued,  that  every  man  may  have  a 

"  change  of  clothes."* 


*  I  HAVE  obferved  in  prifons  abroad  a  very  cheap  and  pleafant  fumigation,  which 
furprifmgly  corredls  the  bad  air.  I  fuppofe  it  is  the  fame  as  is  ufed  in  Roman  catholic 
churches,  niz.  juniper  berries  thrown  upon  burning  coals  in  a  chaffing-dilh. 
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HE   TOWER  is  a  ftrong  fortrefs,  and  the  only  prifon  in  London. 


England  for  ftate  delinquents  of  rank.  The  care  of  it  is  com- 
mitted to  an  officer  called  the  Conjiahle  of  the  Tower,  who  has  under 
him  a  lieutenant,  deputy-lieutenant  called  the  governor)  and  many  other 
officers,  among  whom  are  forty  warders,  whofe  uniform  is  the  fame 
with  the  king's  yeomen  of  the  guards.  Nineteen  of  thefe  warders 
have  feparate  houfes  well  furniffied,  in  any  of  which,  as  the  governor 
is  pleafed  to  order,  the  ftate  delinquents  may  be  confined  j  and  the 
cuftom  has  been  to  affign  them  two  of  the  beft  rooms  on  the  firft 
floor.  Sometimes  they  are  committed  to  clofe  confinement ;  but  in 
general  they  are  at  liberty  to  walk  in  the  area  of  the  Tower,  attended 
always  by  a  warder. 

There  have  been  no  prifoners  here  for  a  few  years  paft ;  and  when 
there  are  any,  their  fate  is  foon  determined  by  a  legal  trial,  and  con- 
fequently  their  confinement  can  never  be  long.  Six  fhillings  and 
eight  pence  a  day  is  allowed  by  government  for  their  fubfiftence,  bun 
they  feldom  accept  this  allowance. 

In  this  fortrefs,  befides  the  houfes  juft  mentioned,  there  are  feveral 
public  offices  and  ftore-houfesj  fuch,  particularly,  as  the  office  of 
Ordnance,  the  Jewel-office,  the  Mint,  and  buildings  for  holding 
artillery  and  arms.

My  refolution  of  refigning  all  further  public  concern  in  this 
matter  was,  however,  broken  in  upon  by  the  urgent  perfuafions  of 
fome,  who  were  pleafed  to  think  me  a  proper  perfon  to  affift  in  the

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fuperintendence  of  one  of  thofe  great  and  ufeful  plans  I  had  reconn- 
mended  to  the  notice  of  the  public.  I  was  the  more  readily  induced
